INTERSTATE  COMMERCE 
COMMISSION 


Washington,  D.  C,  December  1,  1932. 
To  the  Senate  and  House  oj  Representatives: 

The  Interstate  Commerce  Commission  has  the  honor  to  submit 
herewith  its  forty-sixth  annual  report  to  the  Congress.  The  period 
covered  by  this  report  extends  from  November  1,  1931,  to  October  31, 
1932,  except  as  otherwise  noted. 

A  statement  of  appropriations  and  aggregate  expenditures  for  the 
fiscal  year  ended  June  30,  1932,  is  embodied  in  this  report. 

In  our  last  annual  report  we  discussed  the  railroad  future,  which 
was  then  causing  most  serious  concern  to  the  country.  It  is  causing 
even  more  concern  now  than  then.  The  statistics  of  railroad  earnings 
shown  elsewhere  furnish  the  reason.  It  was  thought  in  the  latter 
part  of  1931  that  the  bottom  had  been  reached  in  the  decline  of 
traffic,  but  there  has  been  a  further  severe  decline  in  1932,  with  the 
result  that  in  the  12  months  ended  with  September  of  this  year  the 
railroads  in  the  aggregate  fell  considerably  short  of  earning  their  fixed 
charges,  notwithstanding  drastic  cuts  in  expense  which  include  a 
curtailment  in  maintenance  expenditures  which  can  not  with  safety 
be  continued  indefinitely.  The  forebodings  with  respect  to  the  fu- 
ture of  the  railroads  which  we  noted  in  our  last  report  have,  conse- 
quently, become  more  widespread  and  intense. 

In  the  midst  of  this  gloom  there  are  at  least  three  important  grounds 
for  encouragement  which  merit  emphasis : 

(1)  This  fall  there  was  an  upturn  in  traffic  which  furnishes  better 
reason  for  believing  that  the  bottom  of  the  decline  has  been  reached 
than  existed  for  the  similar  hope  which  was  entertained  last  year. 

(2)  The  railroads  have  been  in  general  surprisingly  successful  in 
reducing  their  operating  expenses  in  a  ratio  reasonably  close  to  the 
reduction  in  operating  revenues.  In  1929,  which  was  a  very  good 
railroad  year,  the  operating  ratio  of  Class  I  railroads  (including 
switching  and  terminal  companies)  was  71.7  per  cent.  In  the  12 
months  ended  with  September,  1932,  it  was  78.1  per  cent,  although  the 
10  per  cent  reduction  in  wages  was  applicable  to  only  7  months  of  that 
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period.  Much  of  the  expense  thus  saved  will  reappear  as  traffic 
returns,  but  there  is  good  reason  to  believe  that  a  large  part  of  it  can 
be  permanently  saved.  Dire  necessity  for  cutting  expense  always 
brings  to  light  opportunities  in  this  direction  which  are  overlooked  in 
more  prosperous  times,  and  there  is  no  doubt  that  many  railroads  were 
spending  money  rather  lavishly  prior  to  the  depression.  Among  the 
opportunities  which  are  being  seized  is  the  abandonment  of  branch 
lines  which  no  longer  have  a  sufficient  traffic  reason  for  existence. 
Some  competent  authorities  have  estimated  that  when  no  more  than 
half  of  the  traffic  which  has  been  lost  since  1929  is  recovered,  the 
railroads  will  be  able  to  earn  the  same  net  income  as  then.  Perhaps 
this  estimate  is  too  optimistic,  but  it  is  probably  not  too  remote  from 
the  mark. 

(3)  More  or  less  aimless  concern  over  the  future  of  the  railroads  is 
rapidly  being  replaced  by  intensive  study  directed  towards  ways  and 
means  of  improving  the  situation.  An  illustration  is  the  committee  of 
eminent  men  who  have  recently  undertaken  such  a  study  at  the  request 
of  fiduciary  institutions  which  are  large  holders  of  railroad  securities. 
The  results  of  this  study,  which  is  under  most  capable  direction,  are 
bound  to  be  of  value.  Associations  of  shippers  and  other  business 
organizations  are  at  work  on  the  problem,  and  so  is  railroad  labor. 
Finally,  the  railroads  are  clearly  approaching  an  effective  realization  of 
the  fact  that  they  must  avoid  the  waste  in  revenues  and  expenses 
which  has  resulted  from  undue  and  unwise  competition  with  one 
another,  join  in  research,  and  act  in  comparative  unison  for  the 
improvement  of  the  conditions  which  surround  their  industry,  not 
only  of  the  conditions  for  which  they  may  believe  the  Government  to 
be  responsible  but  also  of  the  conditions  which  are  immediately 
related  to  their  own  initiative,  enterprise,  and  ability  to  cooperate  for 
mutual  advantage.  Not  only  that,  but  there  is  reason  to  believe  that 
this  spirit  is  beginning  to  spread  over  the  entire  transportation 
industry,  and  that  efforts  have  or  will  be  made  to  bring  the  various 
rival  transportation  agencies  into  some  measure  of  agreement  upon  a 
common  program,  to  the  end  that  there  may  be  a  greater  degree  of 
coordination  of  service  and  a  lesser  degree  of  wasteful  and  destructive 
competition. 

It  is  well  recognized  that  the  first  and  foremost  cause  of  present 
railroad  troubles  is  lack  of  traffic,  due  to  present  economic  conditions. 
The  remedy  is  recovery  of  business  generally.  No  power  can  make 
the  railroads  prosperous  when  the  country  is  in  the  depths  of  depres- 
sion. But  there  are  secondary  causes  which  appear  to  be  more 
susceptible  of  effective  treatment. 

Much  can  be  done  to  improve  the  competitive  transportation  situ- 
ation and  it  should  receive  immediate  attention.  In  another  part  of 
this  report  our  views  on  that  subject  are  given,  but  for  sake  of  em- 
phasis they  will  be  restated  here  in  briefer  form. 
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A.  No  rival  transportation  agency  should  be  given  an  unfair  ad- 
vantage over  the  railroads  by  virtue  of  subsidies  or  otherwise  at  public 
expense.  But  notwithstanding  the  vigor  with  which  this  principle 
has  been  asserted  on  behalf  of  the  railroads,  there  is  no  adequate  in- 
formation as  to  the  extent  to  which  such  a  situation  exists  nor  do  we 
know  of  any  comprehensive  and  definite  plan  for  its  cure.  The  sub- 
ject demands  a  thorough  investigation  under  authority  of  the  Con- 
gress. We  so  recommended  a  year  ago  and  adhere  to  that  recom- 
mendation. The  problem  is  principally,  although  not  wholly,  one  of 
taxation.  A  study  of  this  character  has  recently  been  made  in 
England  under  the  auspices  of  the  British  Ministry  of  Transport  by  a 
conference  of  representatives  of  railroad  and  motor  transportation 
with  an  independent  chairman. 

B.  Need  exists  for  the  protection  of  public  safety  and  convenience 
in  the  use  of  the  highways  by  regulations  governing  the  size  and  weight 
of  motor  vehicles  and  lading  and  other  like  regulations.  This  matter 
is  now  being  handled  solely  by  the  States.  Perhaps  it  should  there 
remain,  but  interstate  as  well  as  intrastate  operations  are  affected. 
We  believe  the  subject  is  of  prime  importance,  and  that  need  exists 
for  a  thorough  investigation  under  authority  of  the  Congress  to  de- 
termine whether  Federal  intervention  is  required  in  the  interest  of 
uniformity  in  regulations  and  their  effective  enforcement.  We  so 
recommended  a  year  ago  and  adhere  to  that  recommendation. 

C.  Since  1928  we  have  recommended  legislation  providing  for  the 
regulation  of  interstate  operations  of  carriers  of  passengers  by  motor 
vehicle,  including  the  granting  of  certificates  of  convenience  and 
necessity  as  a  prerequisite  to  operation  and  comprehensive  regulation 
of  charges,  practices,  service,  and  accounting.  At  the  last  session  of 
the  Congress  we  recommended,  with  respect  to  interstate  transpor- 
tation for  hire  of  property  by  motor  vehicle,  that  permits  for  opera- 
tion be  required,  but  that  for  the  present  no  conditions  be  imposed  in 
the  granting  of  such  permits,  except  provision  of  liability  insurance 
and  the  keeping  of  such  records  and  the  making  of  such  reports  as 
we  may  require.  We  offered  this  latter  recommendation  as  a  first 
step,  deferring  further  steps  in  the  regulation  of  motor  trucks  until 
what  is  practicable  and  wise  can  be  determined  in  the  light  of  actual 
experience  with  regulation  and  more  adequate  information.  We 
renew  these  recommendations.  The  matter  has  been  so  exhaustively 
considered  at  Congressional  hearings  that  speedy  action  should  be 
possible. 

D.  It  may  be  that  port-to-port  rates  of  water  carriers  engaged  in 
interstate  commerce  should  be  subjected  to  regulation.  We  have 
not  investigated  this  subject,  but  are  convinced  that  it  merits  the 
serious  consideration  of  the  Congress. 
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E.  Railroads  now  can  and  do  engage  extensively  in  water  and 
motor  transportation.  The  Federal  law  prohibits  them,  however, 
from  acquiring  competing  lines.  If  the  railroads  wish  this  prohibition 
removed,  they  should  so  request  the  Congress  without  further  delay. 
Until  the  reasons  for  such  a  change  have  been  fully  presented,  we  have 
no  opinion  to  express  upon  it.  However,  coordination  of  the  services 
performed  by  the  various  transportation  agencies  and  the  avoidance 
of  wasteful  and  destructive  competition  are  matters  of  paramount 
importance. 

F.  Suggestions  are  rapidly  gaining  currency  that  unless  and  until 
competing  transportation  agencies  are  publicly  regulated  to  the  same 
extent  as  the  railroads,  the  latter  should  be  given  practically  a  free 
hand  in  meeting  such  competition.  Apparently  the  thought  is  to 
effect  this  result  by  relieving  the  railroads,  with  respect  to  such  com- 
petitive rates,  from  the  obligation  to  give  notice  (now  30  days  or 
such  less  time  as  we  may  permit)  of  changes  in  rates,  from  our  power 
to  suspend  rate  changes  for  investigation,  from  the  provisions  of 
section  4  of  the  act,  and  from  our  power  to  fix  minimum  rates.  Until 
such  modifications  of  the  law  are  definitely  sought,  we  shall  not  under- 
take to  express  views  upon  them.  It  is  of  utmost  importance  to 
industry  that  the  rates  charged  for  transportation  should  be  known 
to  all,  uniformly  applied,  free  from  undue  preference  or  prejudice, 
and  stable.  The  experience  of  the  past  proves  beyond  question  that 
the  rate  chaos  which  is  the  inevitable  result  of  free  and  unregulated 
competition  in  transportation  is  destructive  in  its  long-run  effects 
and  of  possible  advantage  only  to  shippers  and  communities  big 
enough  to  extort  the  largest  concessions  from  the  warring  competitors. 
Nothing  could  be  done  which  would  foster  monopolies  as  effectually 
as  a  removal  of  the  safeguards  of  competition.  At  the  present  time 
the  rate  situation  lies  between  these  extremes  of  the  desirable  and 
the  undesirable,  but  the  drift  seems  to  be  toward  rate  chaos.  It  is 
essential  to  the  general  welfare  that  this  drift  be  checked  and  reversed. 

In  this  connection  we  call  attention  to  the  following  passage  from 
the  first  annual  report  of  the  commission  in  1887: 

Nevertheless  it  was  a  common  observation,  even  among  those  who  might  hope 
for  special  favors,  that  a  system  of  rates,  open  to  all  and  fair  as  between  localities, 
would  be  preferable  to  a  system  of  special  contracts  into  which  so  large  a  personal 
element  entered  or  was  commonly  supposed  to  enter.  Permanence  of  rates  was 
also  seen  to  be  of  very  high  importance  to  every  man  engaged  in  business  enter- 
prises, since  without  it  business  contracts  were  lottery  ventures.  It  was  also 
perceived  that  the  absolute  sum  of  the  money  charges  exacted  for  transportation, 
if  not  clearly  beyond  the  bounds  of  reason,  was  of  inferior  importance  in  compari- 
son with  the  obtaining  of  rates  that  should  be  open,  equal,  relatively  just  as 
between  places,  and  as  steady  as  in  the  nature  of  things  was  practicable. 

So  much  for  the  competitive  transportation  situation.  We  regard 
it  of  prime  importance  for  immediate  attention.     There  are,  how- 
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ever,  other  things  which  can  be  done  at  once  to  improve  the  railroad 
situation.  One  is  the  repeal  of  the  recapture  provisions  of  section 
15a  of  the  act,  which  we  have  recommended  for  the  past  two  years 
and  which  is  elsewhere  discussed  in  this  report.  Another  is  the  sub- 
stitution for  the  present  rate-making  rule  of  section  15a  of  a  new  and 
better  rule.     This  also  is  elsewhere  discussed. 

From  various  sources  there  is  now  constant  reiteration  of  the 
charge  that  the  railroads  are  " shackled"  by  unduly  burdensome  and 
restrictive  regulation.  For  the  most  part  this  charge  is  made  in 
general  terms  without  specification  of  particulars.  So  couched,  the 
attack  is  not  helpful.  If  the  railroads  believe  that  they  are  subjected 
to  unduly  burdensome  and  restrictive  regulation,  the  sound  course 
to  pursue  is  to  ask  the  appropriate  authorities  for  definite  relief, 
specifying  precisely  what  they  deem  to  be  objectionable.  So  far  as 
the  Federal  regulation  for  which  we  are  responsible  is  concerned,  we 
are  prepared  to  consider  this  subject  with  an  open  mind  in  the  light 
of  such  knowledge  and  experience  as  we  have  gained,  but  we  can  not 
consider  it  effectively  until  the  specifications  have  been  presented. 
Much  said  on  this  subject,  emanating  to  a  very  considerable  extent 
from  nonrailroad  sources,  is  loose  and  ill-informed.  We  believe  that 
it  can  be  shown,  and  that  the  railroads  will  largely  agree,  that  much  of 
the  regulation  now  imposed  is  of  benefit  both  to  the  country  generally 
and  to  the  railroads  themselves. 

With  respect  to  immediate  financial  relief  for  the  railroads,  much 
has  been  done  during  the  year  by  the  Reconstruction  Finance  Cor- 
poration and  the  Railroad  Credit  Corporation,  both  of  which  are 
discussed  elsewhere  in  this  report.  Such  aid  as  they  have  given, 
however,  is  inherently  of  an  emergency  and  temporary  character. 
It  has  prevented  receiverships  which  otherwise  would  have  occurred, 
but  relief  through  the  lending  of  money  can  not  be  indefinitely  effica- 
cious in  the  absence  of  a  change  in  fundamental  conditions.  While 
we  believe  that  such  a  change  for  the  better  will  come,  it  may  well 
be  that  it  will  not  come  fast  enough  to  enable  some  railroads,  burd- 
ened by  a  heavy  load  of  fixed  charges,  to  avoid  receiverships  and 
reorganizations.  As  elsewhere  indicated,  we  believe  that  the  Con- 
gress should  give  consideration  to  ways  and  means  of  improving  the 
procedure  now  followed  in  railroad  receiverships  and  reorganizations, 
which  have  often  in  the  past  been  a  source  of  undue  and  unreason- 
able expense  and  unnecessary  burden  upon  security  holders. 

At  the  time  of  our  last  annual  report,  the  railroads  were  seeking  to 
augment  their  revenues  through  increases  in  rates.  The  tide  has 
apparently  turned  in  the  other  direction  and  our  tariff  files  have 
been  flooded  in  the  past  few  months  with  reductions  in  rates,  through 
which  the  railroads  seek  to  augment  their  revenues  by  the  more 
effective  meeting  of  competition.     We  have  generally  interposed  no 
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obstacles  to  such  reductions  and  have  facilitated  them.  When  such 
changes  have  been  suspended  for  investigation,  other  railroads  have 
frequently  been  protestants.  The  carriers  have  not  abandoned 
efforts  to  augment  revenues  by  increases  in  rates.  They  have  the 
additional  problem  of  endeavoring  to  conserve  their  traffic  and  revenue 
therefrom.  In  these  efforts,  they  are  now  directing  their  attention 
toward  particular  forms  of  traffic. 

In  view  of  the  concentrated  endeavor  to  improve  the  railroad 
situation  which  now  characterizes  all  parties  in  interest  and  which  we 
have  described  above,  the  outlook  is  definitely  hopeful.  Within 
the  next  few  months  it  should  be  possible  to  appraise  prospects  with 
greater  certainty  and  to  determine  whether  action  along  normal  and 
usual  lines  will  sufficiently  provide  for  the  maintenance  of  an  adequate 
and  efficient  national  system  of  transportation,  without  resort  to 
extraordinary  remedies. 

RAILWAY  EARNINGS 

The  drastic  decline  in  revenues  and  income  in  1932  has  intensified  the 
seriousness  of  the  condition  of  railway  finances.  The  operating 
revenues  of  Class  I  railways  for  the  first  9  months  of  1932  were  under 
those  of  the  same  period  in  1931  by  27.91  per  cent,  of  1930  by  42.11 
per  cent,  and  of  1929  by  50.56  per  cent.  The  revenues  of  1932  include 
the  increases  resulting  from  the  rate  advances  allowed  by  Ex  parte 
103,  Fifteen  Per  Cent  Case,  1981,  178  I.  C.  C.  539,  179  I.  C.  C.  215. 
The  credits  to  freight  revenue  from  this  source  for  the  first  9  months 
of  1932  amounted  to  $46,813,497,  an  increase  of  2.65  per  cent  above 
the  amount  of  the  freight  revenue  excluding  the  increase.  The  follow- 
ing table  of  percentages  of  decline  in  revenues  in  each  month  of  1932 
from  the  corresponding  month  of  1931,  January  to  September,  is  of 
interest  because  for  freight  revenue  the  percentage  for  September  is 
lower  than  for  any  month  since  February.

For  the  12  months  ended  with  September  30,  1932,  the  operating 
revenues  amounted  to  $3,321,052,031,  a  decline  of  $915,535,318  be- 
low those  of  the  calendar  year  1931,  and  about  equal  to  those  of  the 
year  1915.     In  what  proportion  this  drastic  decline  in  revenues  is  to 
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be  attributed  respectively  to  the  business  depression  and  the  sharp- 
ened competition  of  other  forms  of  transportation  it  is  impossible  to 
state,  but  undoubtedly  the  depression  has  been  the  dominant  factor. 
Nevertheless,  the  effect  of  the  loss  of  business  to  motor  vehicles  and 
waterways  is  serious  and  will  continue  to  be  so  after  the  revival  of 
business.  To  what  extent  a  business  upturn  will  expand  the  traffic 
of  the  railways  in  those  items,  such  as  coal,  which  have  in  the  past 
contributed  a  large  part  of  railway  tonnage  and  revenue,  we  do  not 
venture  to  predict.  But  it  may  be  noted  that  our  population, 
although  growing  at  a  diminishing  rate,  is  not  yet  stationary,  and 
that  the  demand  of  our  people  for  better  housing  and  other  condi- 
tions of  life  is  far  from  satisfied.  Furthermore,  a  favorable  factor 
from  the  financial  standpoint  is  that  the  effort  to  lower  the  cost  of 
transportation  has  been  stimulated. 

The  operating  expenses  of  Class  I  railways  for  the  first  nine 
months  of  1932  were  less  than  those  of  the  same  period  of  1931  by 
26.66  per  cent,  of  1930  by  39.36  per  cent,  and  of  1929  by  45.86  per 
cent.  For  the  12  months  ending  with  September,  1932,  the  expenses 
were  $2,592,559,942,  compared  with  $3,265,662,356  for  the  calendar 
year  1931,  $3,976,605,062  for  1930,  and  $4,560,836,482  for  1929.  A 
10  per  cent  reduction  in  wage  payments  became  effective  with  Feb- 
ruary, 1932.  Various  salary  reductions  have  also  been  made.  A  10 
per  cent  reduction  for  all  employees  amounts  to  $196,542,578  on  the 
basis  of  the  pay  roll  chargeable  to  operating  expenses  in  1931, 
$236,659,496  on  the  pay  roll  of  1930,  and  $267,408,556  on  the  pay 
roll  of  1929.  The  curtailment  of  expenditure  has  meant  the  defer- 
ring of  some  maintenance  work  and  has  contributed  to  the  general 
unemployment  of  labor.  Another  factor  that  must  be  considered  is 
the  fact  that  charges  for  railway  services  are  still  on  the  predepres- 
sion  level,  except  where  bargain  fares  or  special  reductions  in  freight 
rates  to  meet  competition  have  been  put  in  force,  while  wholesale 
prices  have  fallen  to  about  two-thirds  of  their  1926  level. 

For  Class  I  railways  the  deficit  after  taxes,  interest,  rents,  and  other 
charges  coming  before  dividends  was  $107,117,907  for  the  12  months 
ended  with  August,  1932,  compared  with  a  net  income  of  $135,546,025 
for  the  calendar  year  1931,  $529,008,107  for  1930,  and  $908,139,579 
for  1929.  For  the  first  8  months  of  1932,  122  Class  I  railway  com- 
panies failed  to  cover  interest  and  other  fixed  charges,  compared  with 
80  such  deficit  companies  in  the  same  period  in  1931.  The  later 
months  of  1932  may  serve  to  improve  the  situation  somewhat. 

If  the  operating  Class  I  roads  are  grouped  in  systems,  the  number 
of  systems  having  deficits  after  fixed  charges  for  the  first  8  months 
of  1932  is  78  and  their  aggregate  deficit  is  $208,257,840.  In  71  cases 
Class  I  roads  failed  to  cover  operating  expenses,  taxes,  and  joint 
facility  and  equipment  rents.  If  grouped  into  systems,  this  number 
falls  to  37. 
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Railway  tax  accruals  in  1931  amounted  to  $303,528,099,  of  which 
$10,196,636  was  collected  by  the  Federal  government  and  $293,331,463 
by  state  and  local  governments.  The  Federal  portion  fluctuates  with 
net  income,  while  the  state  and  local  part  declined  but  little  in  1931 
from  its  peak  in  1930  and  was  greater  than  in  1925.

THE  FIFTEEN  PER  CENT  CASE,  1931 

In  our  last  annual  report  we  described  the  application  of  the 
carriers  for  authority  to  make  a  general  increase  of  15  per  cent  in 
freight  rates  as  an  emergency  measure  to  maintain  credit  necessary  to 
the  continuance  of  adequate  and  efficient  service.  Our  first  report  in 
this  proceeding,  178  I.  C.  C.  539,  had  recently  been  issued.  In  it  we 
denied  the  application  for  a  general  15  per  cent  increase,  but  stated 
that  we  would  permit  certain  smaller  and  specific  increases  in  rates 
upon  designated  commodities  to  become  effective  for  a  limited  period, 
conditioned  upon  the  submission  and  approval  of  arrangements 
between  the  carriers  for  the  pooling  of  the  revenues  accruing  from  the 
suggested  increases,  so  as  primarily  to  enable  them  to  meet  their 
fixed  interest  payments  as  they  matured. 

Thereafter  the  carriers  filed  a  petition  stating,  in  substance,  that 
as  a  practical  matter  the  pooling  plan  for  which  we  had  provided  could 
not  be  applied,  as  many  of  the  carriers  believed  it  to  be  illegal  or  for 
other  reasons  were  unwilling  to  agree  to  it.  We  were  asked  to  accept 
as  a  substitute  a  plan  under  which  the  revenues  accruing  from  the 
increases  would  be  pooled  in  the  hands  of  an  agency  to  be  created  by 
the  carriers,  and  loaned  by  that  agency  to  individual  carriers  needing 
funds  to  meet  fixed  charges,  the  revenues,  however,  to  be  returned 
ultimately  to  the  contributing  carriers.  In  a  supplemental  report, 
179I.C.C.215,  we  relieved  the  carriers  from  the  necessity  of  comply- 
ing with  the  pooling  plan  set  forth  in  the  original  report,  and  left 
them  free  to  apply  their  substitute  plan,  stating  that  we  relied  on 
them  "to  apply  the  funds  to  be  derived  from  the  authorized  increases 
in  rates  in  aid  of  financially  weak  railroads  in  accordance  with  the 
purposes  expressed  in  our  original  report."  We  also  relieved  the 
carriers  from  the  condition  in  the  former  report  that  if,  for  competitive 
or  other  reasons,  they  should  "decrease  any  of  the  rates  so  increased, 
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the  amount  of  the  decrease  should  be  taken  from  the  basic  rates 
rather  than  from  the  ear-marked  increases  provided  herein.' ' 

The  carriers  have  justified  the  reliance  placed  upon  them  in  the 
supplemental  report,  as  is  shown  elsewhere  herein  under  the  heading 
/'Railroad  Credit  Corporation/'  that  being  the  agency  created  to 
administer  the  loaning  fund. 

The  plan  of  augmenting  the  revenues  of  the  carriers  thus  adopted 
was  framed  in  the  light  of  the  serious  conditions  disclosed  of  record 
and  in  the  hope  that  it  would  help  the  general  financial  situation  with 
benefit  to  all  concerned,  and  it  sought  to  produce  the  maximum  effect 
of  this  character  consistent  with  the  imposition  of  minimum  burdens 
upon  distressed  industry  and  minimum  disturbance  of  business  con- 
ditions. To  this  end  it  appealed  to  a  spirit  of  cooperation  on  the  part 
of  both  shippers  and  carriers.  It  was  so  received,  very  generally. 
The  increases  became  effective,  interstate,  on  January  4,  1932.  The 
State  commissions  also  permitted  them  to  become  quite  generally 
effective  intrastate.  In  a  few  instances,  however,  they  denied  all  or 
some  of  the  increases,  whereupon  the  carriers  filed  petitions  under 
section  13  of  the  act  asking  us  to  determine  whether  such  refusal  had 
operated  to  cause  any  undue  or  unreasonable  advantage,  preference,  or 
prejudice  as  between  persons  or  localities  in  intrastate  commerce,  on 
the  one  hand,  and  interstate  commerce,  on  the  other,  or  any  unjust 
discrimination  against  interstate  or  foreign  commerce,  and  to  act 
accordingly.  In  Increases  in  Intrastate  Freight  Rates,  1861.  C.C.  615, 
we  found,  with  certain  exceptions,  that  these  refusals  to  permit  the 
increases  intrastate  had  resulted  in  unjust  discrimination  against 
interstate  commerce,  and  that  orders  requiring  the  increases  to  be 
made  should  be  issued  unless  the  State  commissions  reverse  their 
previous  action. 

In  our  original  report  in  the  Fifteen  Per  Cent  Case,  1981 ,  we  estimated 
that  the  specific  increases  which  we  approved  would  "  produce  be- 
tween one  hundred  million  and  one  hundred  twenty-five  million 
dollars  increased  revenue  on  the  basis  of  present  traffic  if  applied  both 
state  and  interstate."  This  estimate  was  approximately  correct  on 
the  basis  of  the  then  " present  traffic."  The  increases,  however,  are 
not  likely  to  produce  for  the  year  more  than  $75,000,000,  and  may 
fall  considerably  short  of  that  sum,  due  principally  to  the  sharp  decline 
in  traffic  since  our  estimate  was  made,  and  to  a  much  lesser  extent  to 
the  fact  that  they  have  not  been  uniformly  applied  intrastate. 

As  a  matter  of  fact,  the  actual  receipts  of  the  Railroad  Credit 
Corporation  from  the  increases  are  to  some  extent  misleading, 
because  in  numerous  instances  the  basic  rates  have  been  reduced 
since  the  surcharges  were  applied,  so  that  the  total  charges  are  less 
than  they  were  before  such  application.  In  our  supplemental  report, 
as  above  stated,  the  carriers  were  relieved  from  the  condition  that  if 
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rates  were  reduced,  the  reductions  should  be  taken  from  the  basic 
rates,  leaving  the  surcharges  in  effect  and  available  for  pooling  pur- 
poses. Nevertheless  in  most  instances  they  have  failed  to  avail 
themselves  of  that  relief  and  have  acted  as  if  the  condition  were  still 
in  force.  We  make  no  criticism  of  this;  on  the  contrary  it  is  to  the 
carriers'  credit  and  has  helped  to  relieve  the  financial  emergency  of  the 
weaker  railroads.  The  fact  is,  however,  that  to  a  considerable  extent 
the  carriers  have  been  unable  to  maintain  rates  at  even  the  slightly 
increased  level  which  we  approved,  with  the  result  that  the  surcharge 
revenues  in  part  do  not  represent  actual  increases  in  total  carrier 
receipts. 

These  reductions  in  the  basic  rates  were  made  necessary  chiefly  by 
motor-truck  or  water-carrier  competition.  In  recent  months  there 
has  been  a  veritable  flood  of  such  reductions.  Less  than  two  years 
ago  the  burden  of  the  carriers '  complaint  was  that  we  were  contin- 
ually "whittling  away"  rates  or  denying  increases.  We  endeavored 
to  show  in  our  last  annual  report  that  this  criticism  was  not  justified. 
We  are  now  confronted  with  a  new  criticism,  to  the  effect  that  we  do 
not  permit  reductions  in  rates  on  short  enough  notice  and  now  and 
then  suspend  them  for  investigation.  The  basis  of  this  criticism  is 
that  if  reductions  are  at  all  delayed,  competitors  will  capture  the 
traffic  and,  once  having  captured  it,  will  retain  it.  It  is  pertinent  to 
remark  that  these  are  the  same  carriers  which  sought  to  increase  all 
of  their  rates  15  per  cent  regardless  of  competitive  conditions,  and 
upon  the  theory  that  if  this  resulted  in  the  diversion  of  traffic  to 
competitors  it  could  easily  be  regained  by  subsequent  reductions. 

Our  records  show  that  the  present  criticism,  like  the  very  different 
one  which  preceded  it,  is  not  justified  to  any  substantial  degree. 
More  important  is  the  fact  that  the  carriers  now  plainly  perceive 
that  present-day  conditions  do  not  permit  of  wholesale  treatment  of 
rates.  They  must  be  dealt  with  individually.  Some  must  be  reduced 
and  others  can  and  may  fairly  be  increased.  We  endeavored  to  point 
this  out  as  early  as  1926,  in  Revenues  in  Western  District,  113  I.  C.  C. 
3,  when  the  carriers  in  that  district  were  seeking  an  increase  of  5  per 
cent  in  all  their  freight  rates.  We  refused  to  permit  such  an  increase, 
but  directed  their  attention  to  the  great  inequalities  in  rates  in  that 
territory,  in  effect  advising  them  to  seek  needed  increases  in  revenues, 
not  by  a  horizontal  increase  in  all  rates,  but  by  search  for  the  partic- 
ular rates  which  could  and  should  be  increased. 

It  is  likely  that  present-day  competition  in  the  transportation 
industry  will  require  not  only  changes  in  forms  and  methods  of  rail- 
road service  but  also  very  considerable  changes  in  railroad  rate  struc- 
tures, including  those  which  we  have  prescribed  and  which  were  well 
adapted  to  the  conditions  which  then  existed  but  are  not  so  well 
adapted  to  the  conditions  now  prevailing.     In  this  necessary  process 
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of  change,  it  is  of  vital  importance  to  avoid  a  degeneration  into  rate 
chaos,  and  to  proceed  with  caution  and  foresight,  rather  than  with 
panic. 

THE  RAILROAD  CREDIT  CORPORATION 

Pursuant  to  our  findings  and  decision  in  Fifteen  Per  Cent  Case,  1981, 
the  rail  carriers  organized  the  Railroad  Credit  Corporation  to  admin- 
ister the  proceeds  derived  from  rate  increases  authorized  on  certain 
specified  commodities  in  that  decision.  The  carriers  had  proposed  a 
plan,  referred  to  as  the  "Marshalling  and  Distributing  Plan,  1931, " 
which,  without  either  approving  or  disapproving,  we  permitted  to  be 
put  in  operation,  relying  on  the  carriers  to  apply  the  realized  funds  in 
the  aid  of  the  financially  weak  roads.  Under  the  plan  the  carriers 
remit  the  emergency  revenues  to  the  corporation  within  50  days  after 
the  close  of  the  month  in  which  they  are  earned. 

The  effect  of  the  depression  on  carriers'  revenues  is  well  known. 
The  necessities  of  operation  depleted  working  capital  and  other  avail- 
able resources.  These  conditions  made  it  impossible  for  many  carriers 
to  meet  the  security  requirements  for  loans  from  banks  or  from  the 
Reconstruction  Finance  Corporation.  The  plan  of  the  Railroad 
Credit  Corporation  upon  which  the  rate  increases  were  predicated 
anticipated  such  conditions  and  included  the  right  to  make  loans 
when  secured  by  the  best  available  collateral,  with  the  further  provi- 
sion that  this  requirement  might  be  waived  in  the  public  interest  when 
the  applicant,  if  helped  over  the  immediate  emergency,  could  pros- 
pectively carry  on.  As  a  result,  the  Railroad  Credit  Corporation 
was,  in  many  instances,  the  sole  source  from  which  aid  might  be 
secured.  The  agency  has  at  times  supplied  all  funds  necessary  to 
prevent  interest  defaults,  and  in  numerous  cases,  where  the  available 
security  could  not  be  found  adequate  for  a  loan  from  the  Reconstruc- 
tion Finance  Corporation  in  the  full  amount  needed,  has  assumed  a 
part  of  the  load. 

The  loans  by  the  Railroad  Credit  Corporation  bear  interest  at  the 
current  rediscount  rate  of  the  Federal  Reserve  Bank  in  the  New 
York  District.  Accordingly,  the  interest  rate  was  3  per  cent  to  and 
including  June  23, 1932,  and  2}{  per  cent  thereafter.  The  rate  charged 
by  the  Reconstruction  Finance  Corporation  on  straight  loans  to  rail- 
roads is  6  per  cent  and  on  so-called  work  loans  5  per  cent.  The  sav- 
ings to  borrowers  from  the  Railroad  Credit  Corporation  are  therefore 
material,  and  benefit  the  carriers  having  the  greatest  need. 

The  Railroad  Credit  Corporation  has  prevented  defaults  by  carriers 
which  would  have  entailed  serious  consequences,  not  only  to  the 
carriers,  but  to  savings  banks,  insurance  companies,  fiduciaries,  etc., 
with  their  depositors,  policyholders,  and  dependents.  We  have  no 
authority  to  supervise  or  inspect  its  records,  but  have  had  its  full 
cooperation.     Monthly  financial  statements  and  reports  have  been 
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voluntarily  filed  with  us.  From  these  statements  it  appears  that  as 
of  October  31,  1932,  the  corporation's  receipts  of  revenues  from  the 
emergency  rate  increases  amounted  to  $40,847,002.89,  and  its  total 
loans  to  carriers  $34,376,219.  Of  this  amount,  $16,064,942.50,  or 
approximately  47  per  cent,  consisted  of  loans  taken  over  from  the 
Reconstruction  Finance  Corporation. 

An  extension  of  the  surcharges  and  their  collection  and  distribution 
through  this  corporation  is  a  question  for  early  consideration. 

THE  RECONSTRUCTION  FINANCE  CORPORATION  ACT 

This  act  became  effective  January  22,  1932,  and  provides,  in  part, 
for  loans  "to  aid  in  the  temporary  financing  of  railroads  and  railways 
engaged  in  interstate  commerce,  to  railroads  and  railways  in  process 
of  construction,  and  to  receivers  of  such  railroads  and  railways," 
when  such  loans  are  approved  by  us  and  in  the  opinion  of  the  board 
of  directors  of  the  Reconstruction  Finance  Corporation  such  railroads 
or  railways  are  unable  to  obtain  funds  upon  reasonable  terms  through 
banking  channels  or  from  the  general  public,  and  the  corporation 
will  be  adequately  secured. 

During  the  pendency  of  the  legislation,  and  prior  to  the  organization 
of  the  corporation,  we  were  able  to  do  considerable  work  preparatory 
to  the  administration  of  this  provision.  In  the  light  of  our  experience 
in  the  administration  of  section  210  of  the  transportation  act,  1920, 
we  considered  the  probable  requirements  of  applications  for  loans 
from  the  corporation.  The  results  of  this  preliminary  study  were 
made  available  to  the  corporation  and  were  included  in  Circular 
No.  2  of  that  body,  issued  in  February,  1932,  which  contains  informa- 
tion for  railroads  and  receivers  thereof  desiring  to  apply  for  loans. 
These  instructions  were  designed  to  meet  both  our  requirements  and 
those  of  the  corporation. 

The  provisions  of  section  5  of  this  act,  relating  to  loans  to  railroads, 
became  effective  at  a  time  of  great  financial  stringency  and  when 
emergency  situations  confronted  many  carriers.  It  was  necessary  for 
us  to  act  promptly  in  order  that  loans  to  meet  fixed  interest  charges 
and  maturities  of  principal  might  be  made  in  time  to  prevent  receiver- 
ships, and  in  order  that  the  effect  of  such  loans  might  be  realized  as 
soon  as  possible  in  easing  the  general  credit  situation  through  disposi- 
tion of  the  proceeds  to  the  security  holders  and  creditors  of  the 
applicant  carriers. 

During  the  first  three  months  after  the  act  became  effective  50 
applications  were  filed  by  carriers,  for  loans  aggregating  $394,154, 
708.83,  and  during  the  same  period  we  approved  loans  upon  these 
applications  aggregating  $108,975,797.  Prior  to  November  1,  1932, 
we  certified  our  approval  of  loans  to  69  carriers  aggregating  $346,- 
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829,179.     A  more  detailed  statement  will  be  found  in  Appendix  F 
accompanying  this  report. 

The  principal  purposes  for  which  loans  have  been  approved  and  the 
total  amount  for  each  purpose  are  as  follows:

Prior  to  the  effective  date  of  the  act  many  of  the  carriers  had  found 
it  necessary  to  borrow  large  sums  from  banking  institutions,  many  of 
which  were  not  engaged  regularly  in  the  business  of  making  com- 
mercial loans.  Most  of  this  accommodation  was  of  a  temporary 
nature,  in  anticipation  of  the  passage  of  the  act,  and  many  of  the 
loans  were  for  terms  ranging  from  demand  to  90  days.  Faced  with 
these  pressing  obligations,  which  in  many  instances  had  been  in- 
curred upon  the  understanding  that  they  would  be  covered  by  the 
carriers'  applications  to  the  corporation,  the  carriers  sought  loans 
from  the  corporation  which  would  discharge  these  temporary  bank 
loans  in  full.  In  procuring  these  loans  the  railroads  had  generally 
been  obliged  to  agree  with  the  banks  that  the  collateral  security 
would  be  maintained  at  all  times  at  market  value  in  ratio  of  approxi- 
mately 125  per  cent  of  the  loans. 

While  no  statutory  limitations  on  the  funds  of  the  corporation 
available  for  railroad  loans  were  involved,  it  seemed  that  the  approval 
of  loans  to  railroads  to  discharge  in  full  the  amount  of  their  bank 
loans  would  place  upon  the  corporation,  and  through  it  upon  the 
Federal  treasurj^,  a  disproportionate  burden  of  funds  to  be  provided 
by  the  Government.  As  the  resources  of  the  banks  holding  these 
loans  became  more  liquid  through  operations  of  the  corporation  and 
other  governmental  agencies,  including  the  Federal  Reserve  banks, 
it  seemed  not  unreasonable  to  expect  them  to  contribute  their  re- 
sources in  part  to  the  financing  of  their  railroad  debtors  during  the 
remaining  period  of  the  depression.  We  therefore  decided  in  several 
cases  to  approve  reconstruction  loans  for  substantially  50  per  cent  of 
the  amount  of  the  bank  loans  upon  condition  that  the  banks  agree 
to  extend  the  remaining  50  per  cent  of  such  loans  for  corresponding 
periods.  As  a  general  rule  the  collateral  pledged  as  security  for  the 
bank  loans  was  to  be  divided  equally  between  the  banks  and  the 
corporation. 
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Applications  have  recently  been  filed  by  several  carriers  for  so- 
called  "work  loans,"  by  which  is  meant  loans  to  be  used  in  the  con- 
struction or  repair  and  rehabilitation  of  roadway  and  equipment. 
The  purposes  of  these  loans,  as  clearly  stated  in  the  applications,  has 
been  solely  to  aid  employment,  both  with  respect  to  the  forces  of  the 
applicants  and  employees  in  industries  furnishing  the  materials  and 
specialties  used  in  the  work.  We  have  approved  a  total  of  $7,200,000 
of  such  loans  to  date,  as  follows :

Among  the  loans  we  have  approved  for  new  construction  are  those 
of  the  New  York  Central  Railroad  Company,  the  Pennsylvania  Rail- 
road Company  and  the  Denver  &  Rio  Grande  Western  Railroad  Com- 
pany. The  loan  to  the  New  York  Central  was  made  for  the  purpose 
of  enabling  it  to  complete  its  program  of  improvements  in  New  York 
City,  involving  a  project  of  considerable  magnitude  begun  well  in 
advance  of  the  passage  of  the  act  and  expected  to  extend  beyond  the 
current  year.  The  loan  to  the  Pennsylvania  was  made  to  enable  that 
carrier  to  finance  a  portion  of  its  1932  expenditures  for  electrification 
of  its  line  between  Washington  and  New  York,  together  with  the  com- 
pletion of  the  necessary  terminals  and  related  projects.  The  loan  to 
the  Denver  &  Rio  Grand  Western  was  made  for  the  purpose  of 
enabling  it  to  finance  the  construction  of  the  so-called  Dotsero  cut-off, 
in  Colorado,  connecting  the  rail  lines  of  the  Denver  &  Salt  Lake 
Railroad  with  those  of  the  applicant  carrier  and  effecting  a  reduction  of 
approximately  175  miles  in  the  short-line  distance  from  Denver  to 
Salt  Lake  City  and  beyond. 

In  our  consideration  of  applications  for  loans  under  this  act  we 
have  had  the  helpful  cooperation  not  only  of  the  Reconstruction 
Finance  Corporation  but  also  of  the  Railroad  Credit  Corporation, 
created  by  the  railroads  for  the  purpose  of  administering  through  its 
"Marshalling  and  Distributing  Plan,  1931 "  the  revenue  from  increases 
in  freight  rates  under  our  decisions  in  Fifteen  Per  Cent  Case,  1931. 
Because  of  the  lag  in  the  receipt  of  revenues  from  these  rate  increases, 
the  Railroad  Credit  Corporation  was  at  the  outset  without  funds  with 
which  to  assist  in  financing  the  requirements  of  the  carriers  for  fixed 
interest  charges,  and  under  its  charter  it  was  without  power  to  borrow 
funds  in  anticipation  of  receipts.  An  arrangement  was  worked  out 
whereby  the  Reconstruction  Finance  Corporation,  with  our  approval, 
would  make  loans  to  the  railroads  for  their  immediate  pressing 
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requirements  for  fixed  interest  charges  on  condition  that  the  Rail- 
road Credit  Corporation  would  later  assume  portions  of  such  loans 
and  reimburse  the  Reconstruction  Finance  Corporation  therefor  when 
it  had  funds  available  for  the  purpose.  A  total  of  $16,064,942.50  of 
such  interim  loans  was  made  against  commitments  of  the  Railroad 
Credit  Corporation.  All  of  these  loans  have  been  taken  over  by  the 
latter.  More  concerning  the  Railroad  Credit  Corporation  will  be 
found  in  the  preceding  chapter. 

Our  approvals  of  loans  are  certified  to  the  corporation  under 
■order,  accompanied  by  formal  reports.  The  reports  are  printed  and 
appear  in  our  volumes  of  finance  reports.  We  have  found  it  necessary 
to  deny  approval  in  a  number  of  cases,  usually  upon  the  ground  that 
the  security  offered  by  applicants  was  not  found  adequate. 

RECEIVERSHIPS  AND  REORGANIZATIONS 

Over  20,000  miles  of  railroad  owned  by  more  than  50  companies 
are  now  being  operated  by  receivers.  The  current  depression,  as  well 
as  changing  methods  of  transportation,  threaten  materially  to  increase 
the  mileage  operated  in  this  manner.  Receiverships  under  the  present 
laws  are  not  well  adapted  to  public  service  operations.  The  process 
not  only  makes  the  continuation  of  adequate  service  difficult,  but 
imposes  on  the  public  and  the  security  holders  losses  and  expenses 
which  frequently  are  very  burdensome  and  should  be  unnecessary. 
The  receivership  of  a  railroad  corporation  ordinarily  extends  over  a 
period  of  years,  and  in  most  cases  results  in  the  foreclosure  of  mort- 
gages and  sale  of  the  property.  Seldom  is  such  a  sale  one  in  the 
ordinary  sense.  It  usually  consists  of  "bidding  in "  by  a  committee 
representing  some  class  or  classes  of  security  holders  with  a  view  to 
reorganization.  The  reorganization  normally  consists  of  the  accept- 
ance by  security  holders  of  new  securities  in  the  property.  To  arrange 
reorganization,  managers,  usually  banking  concerns,  are  employed 
at  large  expense.  Committees  representing  various  classes  of  security 
holders  are  created  to  represent  particular  interests  in  the  property. 
Counsel  for  such  committees,  counsel  for  the  reorganization  managers, 
counsel  for  the  receivers,  counsel  for  trustees,  trustees,  the  receivers 
themselves,  and  other  officials,  have  to  be  paid  out  of  the  property 
or  at  the  expense  of  the  security  holders.  In  many  cases  members 
of  the  various  committees  also  require  payment  out  of  the  assets 
available.  Litigation  between  interests  claiming  priorities  of  one 
sort  or  another  is  widespread  and  expensive.  It,  too,  is  usually  made 
a  charge  on  the  property. 

The  result  is  that  security  holders  are  deprived  of  a  return  on  their 
investments  for  varying  periods  that  may,  and  usually  do,  extend 
into  years.  Much  of  the  delay,  expense,  and  difficulty  involved  in 
a  receivership  and  reorganization  is  due  to  the  opportunity  afforded, 
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under  our  present  laws,  for  a  minority,  no  matter  how  small,  to  make 
trouble  without  regard  to  the  interests  of  the  property  as  a  whole. 
We  believe  the  subject  of  receiverships  and  reorganization  of  car- 
riers by  railroad  should  be  considered  by  the  Congress,  with  a  view 
to  legislation  intended  to  reduce  the  time  and  expense  involved  in  the 
process.  Such  legislation  should  be  directed  particularly  to  facilitat- 
ing the  financial  reorganization  of  a  company  in  difficulties.  In  other 
words,  voluntary  reorganization  of  a  financial  structure  should  be 
made  feasible  when  it  is  shown  to  be  necessary  and  is  in  the  best 
interests  of  the  security  holders  concerned. 

SECTION   15a  OF  THE  ACT 

For  the  past  two  years  we  have  recommended  repeal,  both  for  the 
future  and  retroactively,  of  the  recapture  provisions  of  section  15a  and 
also  the  substitution  of  a  new  rate-making  rule  for  the  one  which  is 
now  contained  in  that  section.  Our  reasons  were  given  quite  fully  in 
our  last  annual  report,  at  pages  107-110  and  in  Appendix  G.  Later 
they  were  presented  comprehensively  at  public  hearings  before  the 
Committee  on  Interstate  and  Foreign  Commerce  of  the  House  of 
Representatives.  Repeal  of  the  recapture  provisions  was  favored  at 
those  hearings  by  representatives  of  the  carriers,  shippers,  State  com- 
missions, railroad  labor,  and  investors.  There  was  no  opposition.  It 
was  also  generally  agreed  that  the  rate-making  rule  in  section  15a 
should  be  changed. 

Both  the  present  rate-making  rule  and  the  recapture  provisions 
were  founded  upon  the  theory  that  the  rates  charged  by  the  railroads 
could  be  so  adjusted — moved  up  and  down  from  time  to  time — as  to 
maintain  a  comparatively  stable  level  of  aggregate  earnings.  These 
aggregate  earnings  would  provide  a  fair  average  return,  but  the  more 
favorably  situated  railroads  would  earn  more  than  a  fair  return  while 
those  not  so  well  situated  would  earn  less.  As  a  partial  correction  of 
these  anticipated  results,  provision  was  made  for  recapture  by  the 
Government  of  one-half  of  the  income  earned  by  a  railroad  in  any 
year  in  excess  of  a  fair  return,  the  funds  so  recaptured  to  be  loaned  to 
the  less  prosperous  carriers. 

Accepting  the  premises  on  which  it  was  based,  this  was  a  logical 
plan;  but  in  fact  the  premises  were  unsound.  Railroad  earnings 
reflect  general  economic  conditions  very  closely,  and  to  the  extent 
that  such  conditions  fluctuate  railroad  earnings  will  fluctuate,  and  it  is 
impracticable  to  avoid  these  fluctuations  by  moving  railroad  charges 
up  and  down.  To  attempt  this  would  mean  higher  rates  in  times  of 
depression  and  lower  rates  in  times  of  prosperity.  Perhaps  it  was  as- 
sumed, when  the  present  section  15a  was  devised,  that  we  had  reached 
an  era  when  economic  conditions  would  remain  stable;  but  if  so,  no 
such  thought  is  any  longer  entertained.  Another  important  factor 
which  was  then  unanticipated  or  disregarded  was  the  competition  of 
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other  transportation  agencies  which  has  developed  so  rapidly  in  recent 
years,  to  the  detriment  of  railroad  earnings. 

The  recapture  provisions  make  no  allowance  for  fluctuations  in 
earnings.  If  a  carrier  is  fortunate  enough  to  have  excess  income  in 
any  year,  half  of  that  excess  is  subject  to  recapture,  regardless  of  the 
fact  that  it  may  be  completely  offset  by  deficiencies  in  succeeding 
years.  This  was  the  most  serious  defect  in  the  recapture  logic,  but 
the  plan  has  been  shown  to  be  subject  to  other  objections  of  a  practical 
nature.  Some  railroads  which  in  the  past  have  been  regarded  as 
financially  strong  have  derived  this  strength  from  the  fact  that  they 
are  undercapitalized  in  comparison  with  the  rate-making  values  of 
their  properties.  Other  railroads  which  have  been  rated  as  financially 
weak  owe  their  weakness  to  corresponding  overcapitalization.  Excess 
income,  however,  is  measured  under  the  recapture  provisions  by  a 
fair  return  on  rate-making  value,  with  the  result  that  our  estimates 
show  no  recapturable  income  in  the  case  of  some  of  the  strongest 
railroads  financially,  whereas  they  show  considerable  amounts  of  such 
income  in  the  case  of  other  railroads  which  are  much  weaker  finan- 
cially. Furthermore,  recapture  is  a  time-consuming  and  burden- 
some process,  both  to  the  railroads  and  to  the  Government,  and  a 
certain  source  of  litigation  which  has  no  terminus  which  can  now  be 
foreseen.  And  even  if  substantial  funds  were  recaptured,  they  offer 
little  hope  of  relieving  the  weak-railroad  problem,  because  they  do 
no  more  than  offer  to  a  poor  carrier  the  opportunity  to  increase  its 
indebtedness. 

It  has  been  suggested  that  the  defect  in  the  recapture  theory  could 
be  cured  by  making  the  period,  which  is  now  a  single  year,  long  enough 
to  cover  fairly  peaks  of  prosperity  and  valleys  of  depression.  But 
who  can  say,  under  present  conditions,  how  long  such  a  period  should 
be?  The  strongest  argument  in  favor  of  retaining  recapture  in  some 
form  is  the  fact  that  there  are  a  comparatively  few  railroads  which 
have  enjoyed  extraordinary  prosperity  in  the  past  and  have  even 
maintained  relatively  good  earnings  down  to  the  present  time.  Aside 
from  the  fact  that  there  is  no  telling  how  long  such  carriers  will 
remain  exceptions,  in  view  of  the  continual  change  in  industrial 
conditions  and  probable  railroad  consolidations,  we  doubt  the  wisdom 
of  devising  a  recapture  rule  to  cover  such  situations.  There  are 
other  means  of  dealing  with  them.  Nor  is  it  at  all  certain  that  it  is 
a  bad  thing  for  the  country  that  some  railroads  should  be  able  to 
earn  more  than  ordinarily  generous  returns,  in  view  of  the  hazards 
to  railroad  earnings  which  have  become  so  clearly  manifest  in  the 
light  of  recent  events.  The  opportunity  to  earn  more  than  ordinary 
profits  in  exceptional  cases  is  an  inducement,  when  such  hazards 
exist,  to  investment  which  might  not  otherwise  be  made. 
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It  is  our  view,  therefore,  that  section  15a  should  be  remodeled  to 
fit  the  conditions  which  actually  beset  the  railroad  industry,  instead 
of  the  theoretical  conditions  which  were  assumed  when  its  present 
provisions  were  made  law.  We  renew  our  recommendation  that  the 
recapture  provisions  be  repealed  from  the  beginning.  The  railroads 
are  facing  a  difficult  future.  They  have  much  to  contend  with  and 
the  prospects  are  not  alluring.  Kepeal  of  recapture  will  remove  one 
dark  cloud  which  hangs  over  their  credit,  and  the  removal  will  benefit 
rather  than  harm  the  country.  We  also  renew  our  recommendation 
that  for  the  present  rule  of  rate  making  in  that  section  a  simple  rule 
be  substituted  which  will  make  it  clear  that  in  regulating  the  general 
level  of  rates  we  shall  always  keep  in  mind  and  be  guided  by  the 
need  for  producing,  so  far  as  possible,  revenues  which  are  sufficient 
for  the  maintenance  of  an  adequate  national  railway  transportation 
system,  and  also  recognize  the  principle  that  the  railroads  may  justly 
earn  a  surplus  in  times  of  prosperity  to  offset  deficiencies  in  times 
of  depression. 

REGULATION  OF  COMPETING  TRANSPORTATION  AGENCIES 

In  our  last  annual  report  we  presented  at  some  length  certain  facts 
in  regard  to  the  rapid  development  of  competition  with  the  railroads 
by  motor  carriers,  water  carriers,  pipe  lines,  and  airplanes.  This 
competition  has  continued  to  develop  and  has  given  rise  to  questions 
of  great  public  importance.  These  questions  also  were  discussed  in 
our  last  report  but,  since  they  still  exist  in  even  more  acute  form,  they 
merit  further  consideration.     They  may  be  grouped  under  four  heads: 

1.  Whether  these  other  transportation  agencies  are  in  effect  sub- 
sidized by  the  Government,  with  the  result  that  they  have  an  unfair 
advantage  in  competing  with  the  railroads. 

2.  Whether  they  are  subjected  to  sufficient  public  regulation  in  the 
interests  of  public  convenience  and  safety. 

3.  Whether  their  rates  and  charges  should  be  subjected  to  further 
public  regulation. 

4.  Whether  there  should  be  a  greater  degree  of  coordination 
between  the  railroads  and  these  other  transportation  agencies. 

The  charge  has  been  widely  disseminated  that  these  other  transpor- 
tation agencies  have  an  unfair  advantage  in  competition  with  the 
railroads.  With  respect  to  competing  motor  vehicles,  the  claim  rests 
primarily  on  the  huge  public  investment  in  highways.  It  is  asserted 
that  the  motor  vehicles  do  not  contribute  through  taxation  their  fair 
share  to  the  support  of  this  investment  or  to  the  general  expenses  of 
government.  With  respect  to  water  carriers,  the  claim  rests  chiefly 
on  the  similar  public  investment  in  canals,  waterways,  harbor  im- 
provements, docks,  terminals,  and  the  like,  but  in  part  on  transactions 
of  the  United  States  Shipping  Board  and  contracts  for  the  carriage  of 
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the  mails,  and  on  the  operations  of  the  Inland  Waterways  Corpora- 
tion, which  is  owned  by  the  Federal  Government.  With  respect  to 
air  carriers,  the  claim  rests  on  contracts  for  the  carriage  of  the  mails. 

There  being  an  utter  absence  of  agreement  as  to  the  facts  in  regard 
to  these  matters,  we  recommended  in  our  last  annual  report  that 
they  be  ascertained  by  a  thorough  and  impartial  investigation  under 
authority  of  the  Congress,  and  we  now  renew  this  recommendation. 
There  can  be  no  excuse  for  giving  any  competitor  an  unfair  advantage 
over  another  at  public  expense,  but  until  the  facts  as  to  benefits 
derived  and  payments  made  are  definitely  known,  it  is  quite  impossible 
to  determine  the  extent,  if  any,  to  which  this  situation  exists  and  how 
it  should  be  corrected.  The  subject,  in  its  broader  aspects,  is  not 
within  the  scope  of  our  own  powers  of  investigation.  In  Coordina- 
tion of  Motor  Transportation,  182  I.  C.  C.  263,  some  evidence  was  pre- 
sented in  regard  to  the  extent  to  which  those  who  use  the  highways 
sustain  the  cost  thereof  through  taxation.  This  evidence,  which  was 
incomplete,  was  summarized  and  analyzed  in  Appendix  G  of  that 
report.  It  was  found  that  in  1929  "  direct  charges  against  owners 
and  users  of  motor  vehicles  contributed  about  75  per  cent  of  the  funds 
currently  provided  for  State  highways,  16  per  cent  of  those  for  county 
and  local  roads,  and  48.5  per  cent  of  all  such  funds."  It  was  also 
found  that  the  " railroads  are  being  increasingly  relieved  of  contribut- 
ing to  funds  used  for  State  highway  purposes,  but  they  contribute 
very  substantially  to  those  used  for  county  and  local  roads;  highway 
operators  make  relatively  small  contributions  to  the  latter  funds. " 

The  second  question  relates  to  the  regulation  which  public  safety 
and  convenience  in  the  use  of  the  highways  may  make  necessary, 
including  such  matters  as  the  size  of  the  vehicle,  its  weight  including 
lading,  qualifications  and  hours  of  service  of  drivers,  and  the  like. 
Many  States  are  now  imposing  such  regulations,  and  their  authority 
to  do  so  has  recently  been  fully  sustained  by  the  Supreme  Court  in 
Sproles  v.  Binford,  286  U.  S.  374.  There  is,  however,  no  uniformity 
in  these  regulations,  which  apply  whether  the  motor  operator  is 
engaged  in  intrastate  or  interstate  operations.  It  may  be  that  this  is  a 
field  which  the  Federal  Government  should  enter  in  the  interest  of 
both  uniformity  and  effective  enforcement.  We  recommended  in  our 
last  annual  report  that  this  subject  also  be  investigated  and  con- 
sidered by  the  Congress,  and  this  recommendation  we  now  renew. 

The  third  question  relates  to  the  public  regulation  of  the  charges, 
practices,  and  service  of  the  other  carriers.  In  April  of  this  year  we 
issued  our  report  on  Coordination  of  Motor  Transportation,  supra, 
which  is  mentioned  elsewhere  herein.  In  that  report  we  renewed, 
in  somewhat  modified  form,  the  recommendations  for  the  regulation 
of  motor  busses  engaged  in  the  transportation  of  persons  in  interstate 
commerce  which  we  had  previously  made  in  Motor  Bus  and  Motor 
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Truck  Operation,  140  I.  C.  C.  685.  They  covered  the  granting  of 
certificates  of  convenience  and  necessity  and  comprehensive  regula- 
tion of  charges,  practices,  service,  and  accounting.  With  respect  to 
motor  trucks,  we  recommended  that  a  permit  to  operate  in  interstate 
commerce  be  required,  but  that  for  the  present  no  requirements  be 
imposed  in  the  granting  of  such  permits,  except  provision  of  liability 
insurance  and  the  keeping  of  such  records  and  the  making  of  such 
reports  as  we  may  request. 

As  we  pointed  out  in  the  report  above  cited,  special  and  unusual 
difficulties  surround  regulation  of  the  charges,  practices,  and  service 
of  motor  trucks.  As  nearly  as  we  can  determine,  not  more  than  20 
per  cent  of  all  such  traffic  is  performed  by  common-carrier  trucks. 
The  great  bulk  is  performed  by  contract  or  private  operators.  Obvi- 
ously, when  motor  trucks  carry  the  property  of  their  owners,  charges 
for  the  service  become  a  mere  matter  of  bookkeeping.  Nor  is  it  yet 
entirely  clear  to  what  extent  the  charges  of  contract  carriers  may 
lawfully  be  regulated.  Regulation  of  the  charges  of  only  the  common- 
carrier  trucks  might  drive  them  into  the  contract  field.  It  might  also 
prejudice  the  smaller  shipper,  because  it  is  he  who  is  largely  served  by 
the  common-carrier  truck,  whereas  larger  shippers  more  often  employ 
contract  carriers  or  operate  their  own  trucks.  Moreover,  the  in- 
dications are  that  the  number  of  motor-truck  operators  is  very 
large  and  that  their  operations  are  mostly  on  a  small  scale.  Regula- 
tion which  is  appropriate  and  practicable  in  the  case  of  a  compara- 
tively few  large,  well-organized  companies  may  be  quite  impracticable 
in  the  case  of  a  multitude  of  individuals  or  small  concerns.  Further, 
the  greater  part  of  all  trucking  is  intrastate.  It  is  also  a  significant 
circumstance  that  there  is  substantially  no  demand  for  public  regula- 
tion of  the  charges  of  motor  trucks  to  protect  shippers  against  ex- 
orbitant or  discriminatory  charges.  The  demand  has  been  chiefly 
from  the  railroads,  and  for  the  prescription  of  minimum  rather  than 
maximum  charges.  Some  shippers  do  protest,  however,  against  the 
disorganizing  effects  of  trucks  on  marketing  operations. 

Because  of  the  difficulties  indicated,  it  has  seemed  to  us  wise 
for  the  Federal  Government  "to  make  haste  slowly"  in  the  regulation 
of  motor  trucks,  and  to  be  guided  by  the  experiments  which  the 
States  are  making  in  this  direction,  and  by  its  own  experience  in 
regulating  the  charges,  practices,  and  service  of  motor  busses,  if  the 
latter  regulation  be  established  as  we  recommend.  Our  information 
is  that  much  the  same  conclusion  has  been  reached  in  other  countries 
which  have  considered  this  matter. 

There  is  some  demand  for  the  further  regulation  of  the  rates  and 
charges  of  water  carriers.  Their  joint  rates  with  connecting  rail  lines 
are  under  our  jurisdiction,  but  not  their  port- to-port  rates,  except  in 
instances  where  we  have  permitted  rail  carriers  under  the  Panama 
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Canal  act  to  continue  in  control  of  water  carriers.  As  we  stated  in  our 
last  annual  report,  the  need  for  public  regulation  of  these  port-to-port 
rates  is  not  a  matter  which  we  are  authorized  to  investigate,  and  in 
default  of  thorough  investigation  we  hesitate  to  express  an  opinion 
upon  it.  This  much  can  be  said,  however,  that  information  which 
has  come  to  us  in  connection  with  our  inquiries  into  rail  rates  suggests 
that  there  may  often  be  an  instability  and  uncertainty  in  these  port- 
to-port  rates,  and  a  tendency  toward  purely  destructive  competition, 
which  are  opposed  to  the  public  interest  as  well  as  to  the  interests  of 
competing  rail  carriers.  The  matter  is  one  which  we  believe  should 
be  carefully  considered  by  the  Congress. 

The  fourth  and  final  question  relates  to  the  coordination  of  the 
railroads  with  the  other  transportation  agencies  and  this  is,  we  believe, 
the  most  important  question  of  all.  If  a  dictator  existed  with  power 
and  ability  to  adjust  the  transportation  service  of  the  country  to  its 
real  needs  in  the  best  possible  way,  no  doubt  he  would  confine  each 
transportation  agency  to  the  field  where  it  can  function  more  effici- 
ently and  economically  than  any  other  and  provide  for  complete 
coordination  of  the  service  of  all  agencies  While  there  is  little  pros- 
pect that  such  a  division  of  the  field  can  or  will  be  effected,  it  at  least 
represents  an  ideal  towards  which  it  is  possible  to  make  progress; 
and  it  is  a  pleasure  to  be  able  to  record  that  the  railroads  are  moving 
in  the  direction  of  planned  coordination. 

In  a  statement  "To  the  American  Public "  given  out  in  behalf  of 
the  railroads  some  months  ago,  the  surprising  statement  was  made 
that  the  "railroads  are  forbidden  to  engage  in  any  other  form  of 
transportation."  There  is  no  Federal  prohibition  of  this  character, 
except  so  far  as  the  antitrust  or  other  statutes  forbid  acquisitions  which 
result  in  lessening  of  competition  or  restraint  of  trade.  Nor  are 
there  any  extensive  State  prohibitions,  for  it  was  shown  in  Coordina- 
tion of  Motor  Transportation,  supra,  that  in  the  first  six  months  of 
1930  the  railroads  operated,  directly  or  indirectly,  551  motor  trucks 
and  115  trailers  and  3,105  motor  busses.  The  total  investment  in 
such  facilities  on  December  31,  1929,  was  $46,114,891.  Many  of 
these  trucks  and  busses,  however,  are  owned  by  separate  subsidiary 
companies.  There  are  also  several  important  instances  in  which 
railroads  own  water  lines,  including  the  Sound  lines,  which  are  owned 
by  the  New  York,  New  Haven  &  Hartford,  the  Morgan  line,  which  is 
owned  by  the  Southern  Pacific,  and  the  Ocean  Steamship  Company, 
which  is  owned  by  the  Central  of  Georgia.  Railroads  further  have, 
we  understand,  certain  interests  in  airplane  companies. 

In  our  judgment  there  is  great  opportunity  for  the  advantageous 
use  of  motor  trucks  and  busses  to  supplement  or  in  substitution  for 
railroad  service,  and  we  welcome  the  numerous  experiments  which 
are  being  made  in  this  direction.     It  appears,  also,  that  the  Railway 
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Express  Agency,  which  is  owned  and  controlled  by  many  of  the  rail- 
roads collectively,  has  ample  charter  powers  to  use  motor  trucks  in  its 
operation  not  only  in  local  pick-up  and  delivery  service  but  also  for 
certain  line  hauls,  and  that  it  is  experimenting  in  such  use.  It  is 
quite  possible  that  this  agency  can  be  made  to  serve  the  railroads  in 
less-than-carload  freight  service  as  well  as  in  express  package  service, 
utilizing  motor  trucks  to  facilitate  and  improve  such  operations. 

If  the  railroads  desire  wider  powers  to  utilize  these  other  transpor- 
tation agencies  than  they  now  possess,  they  should  seek  such  powers 
from  the  appropriate  legislative  authorities  in  order  that  the  question 
may  receive  early  and  thorough  consideration.  Upon  present  infor- 
mation we  are  unable  to  express  any  opinion  as  to  the  need  for  or  the 
desirability  of  legislation  of  this  character.  We  are  firmly  of  the 
opinion,  however,  that  coordination  of  the  various  transportation 
agencies  and  their  extensive  use  to  supplement  each  other  is  highly 
desirable  in  the  public  interest  and  preferable  to  conditions  of  unre- 
stricted competition. 

COORDINATION  OF  RAIL  AND  MOTOR  TRANSPORTATION 

Reference  was  made  in  our  last  annual  report  to  the  then  pending 
investigation  relating  to  coordination  of  motor  transportation.  The 
results  of  this  study  were  published  in  our  report,  Coordination  of 
Motor  Transportation,  182  I.  C.  C.  263,  decided  April  6,  1932,  and 
copies  thereof  transmitted  to  the  Congress. 

The  pertinent  facts  developed  by  the  investigation  are  set  forth  in 
the  report,  together  with  our  conclusions  and  recommendations.  We 
found  that  transportation  by  motor  vehicles,  busses,  and  trucks,  over 
the  public  highways  is,  within  certain  distances  and  in  certain  respects, 
a  superior  service,  and  that  the  rail  and  water  lines  should  be  en- 
couraged in  the  use  of  this  instrumentality  of  commerce  wherever  such 
use  will  promote  more  efficient  operation  or  improve  the  public  service; 
that  there  is  substantial  competition  between  rail  and  water  carriers 
on  the  one  hand  and  motor  carriers  on  the  other  for  the  transportation 
of  both  passengers  and  freight  and  that  this  competition  is  increasing; 
that  such  competition  is  conducted  under  conditions  of  inequality, 
particularly  in  regard  to  regulation;  that  a  contributing  cause,  aside 
from  the  general  business  conditions,  of  the  present  unsatisfactory 
financial  condition  of  the  railroads  is  the  existence  of  unrestrained  com- 
petition by  rival  transportation  agencies;  that  there  is  now,  and 
probably  will  be  under  normal  conditions,  an  excess  of  carrying  capa- 
city of  existing  transportation  facilities;  that  such  competition  is 
incompatible  with  the  aim  of  coordination  under  regulation;  and  that 
legislation  relating  to  the  regulation  of  motor  vehicles  operating  upon 
the  public  highways  and  engaged  in  interstate  commerce  is  desirable 
in  the  public  interest.    Specific  recommendations  are  set  forth  in  the 
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Teport  at  pages  385-387.    The  following  excerpt  from  the  report  will 
indicate  their  general  purport: 

*  *  *  Our  recommendation  is,  therefore,  that  Congress  provide  at  once  to 
put  Federal  regulation  to  the  test  so  far  as  the  transportation  of  passengers 
by  motor  busses  is  concerned.  This  would  provide  an  organization  which  would 
serve  as  a  nucleus  for  such  further  steps  in  motor-vehicle  regulation  as  experience 
And  added  information  may  show  to  be  desirable  and  practicable.  We  also  recom- 
mend that  immediate  authority  be  exercised  over  motor  trucks,  of  both  the  com- 
mon-carrier and  contract  type,  to  the  extent  necessary  to  locate  those  which  are 
operating  in  interstate  commerce  and  obtain  from  them  such  information  in 
regard  to  their  operations  as  the  commission  may  reasonably  require.  In  this 
way  data  will  be  secured  which,  as  the  legal  situation  clarifies,  will  be  of  great  aid 
in  pointing  the  way  to  further  regulation  in  the  public  interest. 

Our  recommendations,  therefore,  must  be  regarded  in  the  light  of  a  progress 
report.  They  do  not  cover  the  utmost  which  we  believe  will  ultimately  prove 
necessary  and  desirable  in  the  way  of  Federal  regulation  of  motor  vehicles.  They 
represent  merely  the  first  step  which  we  believe  it  is  wise  and  practicable  to  take 
under  existing  conditions. 

HOLDING  COMPANIES 

In  each  of  the  past  three  years  we  have  called  attention  in  our 
annual  report  to  the  operations  of  so-called  holding  companies  in 
acquiring  control  of  railroads.  We  first  recommended  a  thorough 
investigation  with  a  view  to  determining  what  legislation,  if  any,  is 
necessary  or  desirable.  Such  an  investigation  was  authorized  by  the 
House  of  Representatives  and  conducted  by  its  Committee  on 
Interstate  and  Foreign  Commerce.  In  1930  the  committee  submitted 
an  elaborate  report  (printed  as  House  Report  No.  2789)  of  its  special 
-counsel  "on  the  phases  of  the  investigation  pertaining  to  the  control 
of  railroads  through  stock  ownership  and  the  regulation  of  such 
control."  He  recommended,  among  other  things,  that  section  5  of 
the  interstate  commerce  act  be  amended  "so  as  to  bring  within  the 
jurisdiction  of  the  commission  for  approval  or  disapproval  any  ac- 
quisition of  the  control  of  a  railroad  which  would  result  in  bringing 
that  road  into  affiliation  with,  in  control  of,  or  under  the  management 
of  another  railroad,  whether  the  acquisition  be  by  holding  company 
or  otherwise,"  and  that  the  "committee  give  consideration  to  whether 
or  not  legislation  is  necessary  to  deal  with  any  past  acquisitions  of 
railway  properties  such  as  are  disclosed  in  the  report,  and  which  have 
not  had  the  approval  of  the  commission  as  being  in  the  public  in- 
terest." We  endorsed  these  recommendations  in  our  last  annual 
report. 

When  the  matter  came  before  the  House  Committee  on  Interstate 
and  Foreign  Commerce  at  the  last  session  of  the  Congress,  we  favored 
a  bill  designed  to  carry  these  recommendations  into  effect,  and  also 
to  cure  certain  other  defects  in  section  5.  As  it  now  stands,  that 
section  does  not  clearly  provide  for  mergers  or  purchases  of  property, 
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as  distinguished  from  consolidations,  and  its  provisions  are  such  that 
even  the  latter  are  in  many  instances  of  doubtful  practicability.  The 
bill  which  we  submitted  undertakes  to  authorize,  under  commission 
supervision,  every  legitimate  and  desirable  method  of  combining  rail- 
way properties,  including  consolidations,  mergers,  purchases,  leases, 
operating  contracts,  and  acquisitions  of  stock  control  of  carriers  by 
other  carriers,  and  also  by  a  single  holding  company.  All  combina- 
tions under  the  methods  specified  must  be  in  harmony  with  and  fur- 
therance of  the  plan  of  consolidation,  and  we  must  find  that  they 
will  promote  the  public  interest  before  approving  them.  We  are 
given  full  authority  to  prescribe  modifications  and  just  and  reason- 
able conditions,  as  in  the  present  law.  The  bill  further  provides 
that  if  we  authorize  union  through  the  medium  of  a  single  holding 
company,  we  shall  have  jurisdiction  over  the  capitalization  of  that 
holding  company  and  power,  in  our  discretion,  to  regulate  its  account- 
ing, inspect  its  books  and  records,  and  require  reports. 

Having  authorized  every  method  of  combining  railway  properties 
that  may  conceivably  be  desirable  in  the  public  interest,  the  bill 
proceeds  to  prohibit  every  other  means  of  bringing  railroad  companies 
under  common  control  or  management  in  a  common  interest,  "how- 
ever such  result  is  attained,  whether  directly  or  indirectly,  by  use  of 
common  directors,  officers,  or  stockholders,  a  holding  or  investment 
company  or  companies,  a  voting  trust  or  trusts,  or  in  any  other 
manner  whatsoever."  To  make  the  matter  clearer,  it  supplements 
this  prohibition  with  certain  explanatory  provisions,  intended  to 
spell  out  to  the  law-enforcing  bodies  precisely  what  it  is  intended  to 
prohibit,  in  order  that  possible  opportunities  for  doubt  or  misunder- 
standing may  be  minimized. 

The  bill,  finally,  contains  a  provision  authorizing  us  for  the  "  proper 
protection  and  in  furtherance  of  the  complete  plan  of  consolidation," 
to  investigate  holdings  of  railroad  stock,  unless  acquired  prior  to  the 
passage  of  the  transportation  act,  1920,  or  thereafter  with  our  ap- 
proval. If  upon  such  investigation  we  find  that  any  such  stock- 
holding "is  or  is  likely  to  be  a  cause  in  whole  or  in  part  of  preventing 
or  hindering  the  carrying  out  of  any  such  plan  or  impairing  the  inde- 
pendence, one  of  another,  of  the  systems  provided  for  in  such  plan, 
by  reason  of  subjecting  such  carrier  to  the  control,  domination,  or 
influence  of  another  carrier,"  we  may  require  the  divestment  of  such 
stockholding,  or  of  the  voting  power  of  such  stock,  "to  the  extent, 
within  the  time,  and  in  the  manner  prescribed  by  the  commission  as 
necessary  for  the  protection  and  furtherance  of  such  plan."  In 
administering  these  provisions,  however,  we  are  directed  to  take 
appropriate  measures,  through  trust  agreements  or  otherwise,  to 
protect  holders  of  stocks  from  unnecessary  and  unjust  losses  resulting 
from  any  divestment  order. 
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The  time  available  did  not  permit  of  action  on  this  matter  at  the 
last  session  of  Congress,  and  therefore  we  renew  our  recommendation. 
At  the  time  when  it  was  first  made,  the  main  purpose  which  we  had 
in  view  was  to  prevent  evasion  or  defeat  of  the  consolidation-plan 
provisions  of  the  act,  which  were  designed  to  subject  the  unifica- 
tion of  railroads  to  the  orderly  processes  of  a  carefully  planned  scheme 
of  public  regulation.  This  remains  one  of  the  chief  purposes  of  the 
legislation  which  we  recommend,  but  recent  events  have  brought 
sharply  into  the  foreground  the  need  for  curbing  the  operations  of 
holding  companies  in  the  interest  of  the  investor. 

CONSOLIDATION  OF  RAILROADS 

On  December  9,  1929,  we  adopted  and  published  our  final  plan  for 
the  consolidation  of  the  railway  properties  of  the  continental  United 
States  into  a  limited  number  of  systems,  as  required  by  section  5 
(5)  of  the  act,  159  I.  C.  C.  522.  On  May  10,  1932,  upon  application 
of  the  Southern  Pacific  Company,  we  modified  this  plan  so  as  to  assign 
the  St.  Louis  Southwestern  Railway  Company  and  the  Paris  &  Mount 
Pleasant  Railroad  Company  to  system  No.  16,  Southern  Pacific, 
instead  of  system  No.  10,  Illinois  Central,  Consolidation  oj  Railroads, 
183  I.  C.  C.  663. 

On  October  3,  1931,  the  Baltimore  &  Ohio  Railroad  Company, 
Chesapeake  &  Ohio  Railway  Company,  New  York  Central  Railroad 
Company,  and  Pennsylvania  Railroad  Company  filed  with  us  an 
application  for  modification  of  our  published  plan  for  eastern  territory, 
excluding  New  England,  so  as  to  provide  for  four  instead  of  five 
systems.  Thereupon  we  afforded  the  applicants  and  all  others 
interested  an  opportunity  to  be  heard  for  or  against  said  applica- 
tion. On  July  13,  1932,  with  certain  modifications  and  subject  to 
specified  conditions,  we  gave  our  approval  to  that  application,  and 
modified  our  published  plan  so  as  to  provide  for  four  instead  of  five 
systems  in  eastern  territory,  excluding  New  England.  185  I.  C.  C. 
403.  Since  then  we  have  been  advised  that  the  presidents  of  the 
four  applicants  referred  to  have  accepted  the  plan  and  that  they  in- 
tend to  proceed  with  consolidations  in  eastern  territory,  excluding 
New  England,  in  general  accord  with  our  modified  plan. 

On  May  17,  1932,  the  Chicago,  Rock  Island  &  Pacific  Railway 
Company  and  1 1  of  its  subsidiary  railway  companies  filed  with  us  an 
application  under  section  5  (6)  to  consolidate  their  properties  into 
one  corporation.  That  application  is  pending.  On  October  24,  1932, 
the  Texas  &  New  Orleans  Railroad  Company  and  13  subsidiary  com- 
panies filed  an  application  to  consolidate  their  properties  under  sec- 
tion 5  (6)  of  the  act. 
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DELEGATION  OF  AUTHORITY 

Beginning  in  1928  we  have  recommended  in  our  annual  reports  that 
the  commission  be  given  express  statutory  authority  to  delegate  to 
individual  commissioners  and  employees  the  power  to  perform  speci- 
fied duties,  and  to  consider  and  determine  specified  matters  and  sub- 
jects, under  the  general  control  and  supervision  of  the  commission 
and  the  exercise  by  it  of  appropriate  powers  of  review.  This  recom- 
mendation, when  first  made,  excited  some  fear  that  issues  of  substan- 
tial importance  would  be  delegated  to  employees  without  adequate 
opportunity  for  securing  a  review  by  the  commission.  To  allay  this 
fear,  we  suggested  the  following  limitation: 

provided,  however,  that  this  authority  shall  not  extend  to  investigations  instituted 
upon  the  commission's  own  motion,  nor,  without  the  consent  of  the  parties  thereto,, 
to  contested  proceedings  involving  the  taking  of  testimony  at  public  hearings. 

In  drafting  a  bill  to  carry  out  the  recommendation,  we  also  made  it 
clear  that  parties  should  have  a  right  to  present  a  petition  for  rehear- 
ing, reargument,  or  reconsideration  to  a  division  of  the  commission, 
and  finally  to  the  commission  itself.  If  there  is  now  opposition  to 
this  recommendation,  thus  limited  and  safeguarded,  it  has  not  been 
brought  to  our  attention. 

We  again  ask  that  this  statutory  authority  be  granted,  and  earnestly 
hope  that  it  may  receive  early  consideration  by  the  Congress.  The 
reasons  for  the  recommendation  have  been  given  in  prior  reports,  and 
we  refer  especially  to  our  last  annual  report,  at  pages  94-95.  As  we 
there  stated,  by  way  of  summary,  such  authority  to  delegate  work 
would  have  the  following  beneficial  effects: 

(1)  Enable  the  commissioners  to  devote  more  time  and  attention 
to  the  matters  of  major  importance,  of  which  there  is  an  abundance. 

(2)  Expedite  the  handling  of  the  commission's  work  generally. 

(3)  Permit  greater  opportunity  for  argument  of  the  cases  of  lesser 
importance  before  the  body  rendering  decision  in  the  first  instance. 

The  recommendation  is  in  accord  with  the  principles  of  efficient 
administration  and  would,  we  are  confident,  enable  us  to  function  to 
the  greater  satisfaction  of  all  concerned. 

SIX-HOUR-DAY  INVESTIGATION 

At  the  last  session  of  Congress  a  joint  resolution  was  adopted  direct- 
ing us  to  investigate  "what  would  be  the  effect  upon  operation,  serv- 
ice, and  expenses  of  applying  the  principle  of  a  6-hour  day  in  the  em- 
ployment of  all  classes  and  each  particular  class  of  railway  employees 
because  of  such  application/ '  and  to  report  our  findings  to  the  Con- 
gress on  or  before  December  15,  1932.  Extensive  public  hearings, 
have  been  had  before  a  division  of  the  commission  on  the  subject- 
matter  of  this  investigation,  and  a  report  will  be  transmitted  to  Con- 
gress on  or  before  the  date  specified. 
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APPLICATIONS  UNDER  THE  DENISON  ACT 

Since  our  last  annual  report  we  have  issued  an  additional  supple- 
mental report  in  Ex  parte  No.  96,  Through  Routes  and  Joint  Rates,  181 
I.  C.  C.  675,  fixing  a  basis  of  divisions  of  joint  rates  between  the  Fed- 
eral barge  lines  and  connecting  rail  carriers  via  Illinois  River  ports. 
A  supplemental  petition  is  pending  in  this  proceeding  in  which  the 
Federal  barge  lines  seek  the  establishment  of  through  routes  and  joint 
rates  in  connection  with  its  proposed  service  on  the  Missouri  River. 

In  Ex  parte  No.  99,  Application  of  Mississippi  Valley  Barge  Line 
Co.,  a  supplemental  report  was  issued  covering  the  extension  of  this 
applicant's  service  to  the  Mississippi  River  between  Cairo.  111.,  and 
St.  Louis,  Mo.,  182  I.  C.  C.  512.  Another  supplemental  report  in 
the  same  proceeding,  183  I.  C.  C.  503,  dealt  with  divisions  of  joint 
rates  previously  established. 

In  Ex  parte  No.  102,  Application  of  American  Barge  Line  Co.,  182 
I.  C.  C.  521,  185  I.  C.  C.  483,  a  certificate  was  granted  to  this  appli- 
cant, operating  between  Pittsburgh,  Pa.,  and  lower  Mississippi  River 
ports. 

INTERLOCKING  DIRECTORATES  OF  INDEPENDENT  SYSTEMS 

In  Consolidation  of  Railroads,  159  I.  C.  C.  522,  we  assigned  all  rail- 
roads of  the  United  States  to  certain  systems  therein  prescribed.  The 
plan  has  been  modified  subsequently  in  certain  particulars.  It  would 
appear  that  the  public  interest  will  be  served  in  greatest  measure  if 
complete  independence  and  impartiality  can  be  secured  and  main- 
tained between  such  systems  generally,  although  directly  serving 
different  territories.  Actual  independence  of  the  systems  concerned 
will  not  be  served  by  permitting  the  same  persons  to  serve  upon  the 
boards  of  directors  of  two  major  carriers,  each  of  which  is  an  important 
member  of  a  different  independent  system. 

DEFERRED  CHARGES  TO  OPERATING  EXPENSES 

In  some  few  cases,  upon  application,  we  have  during  the  year 
authorized  carriers  to  carry  in  suspense  accounts  charges  to  operating 
expenses  arising  from  the  retirement  of  large  items  of  fixed  property; 
also  from  the  repair  and  rehabilitation  of  equipment,  both  where  the 
cost  of  the  work  has  been  met  out  of  the  carriers'  funds  and  where  the 
funds  were  obtained  from  Reconstruction  Finance  Corporation  loans. 
In  the  case  of  fixed  property  retirements,  the  suspended  charges  are 
to  be  included  in  operating  expenses  within  a  specified  period;  in  the 
case  of  repaired  or  rehabilitated  equipment,  when  it  is  returned  to 
service.  This  relieves  current  income  account  of  an  undue  burden. 
It  should  be  borne  in  mind,  however,  that  when  these  suspense  items 
are  cleared  to  operating  expenses  in  later  periods  the  showing  of  income 
in  such  periods  will  be  correspondingly  reduced.  In  a  much  larger 
number  of  cases  we  have  authorized  carriers  to  charge  to  surplus 
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losses  on  retired  property  which  would  otherwise  have  been  chargeable 
to  operating  expense,  or  to  augment  depreciation  reserve  by  charges 
to  surplus.  In  1931  and  the  first  nine  months  of  1932  these  charges 
so  authorized  aggregated  $85,092,807.33. 

IRREGULAR  AND  IMPROPER  METHODS  IN  HANDLING  CORPORATE 
BUSINESS  OF  RAILROAD  COMPANIES 

During  the  year  we  have  had  occasion  to  bring  to  public  attention, 
in  a  specific  case,  practices  in  conducting  the  business  of  railroad 
corporations  that  merit  condemnation.  Knowledge  having  reached 
us  of  acquisitions  of  stock  of  the  Gulf,  Mobile  &  Northern  by  the 
St.  Louis-San  Francisco  and  of  St.  Louis-San  Francisco  stock  by  the 
Chicago,  Rock  Island  &  Pacific,  at  a  time  and  under  circumstances 
that  seemed  to  require  explanation,  an  investigation  was  instituted 
and  a  hearing  held.  The  results  are  stated  in  our  report  in  St.  Louis- 
S.  F.  Ry.  and  Chicago,  R.  I.  <&  P.  Ry.  Stock  Acquisitions,  186 1.  C.  C.  137. 
It  was  developed  that  one  official  who  held  the  positions  of  chairman 
of  the  board  of  directors  and  of  the  executive  committee  of  the  St. 
Louis-San  Francisco  and  of  chairman  of  the  executive  committee  of 
the  Rock  Island  had  undertaken  to  commit  those  corporations  to 
investments  of  large  amounts  in  the  capital  stocks  of  other  carriers 
after  incidental  and  more  or  less  casual  discussion  of  his  plans  with 
some  of  the  members  of  the  boards  of  directors  and  executive  commit- 
tees individually,  but  without  authorization  by  either  boards  or  com- 
mittes.  In  one  case,  the  transaction  was  not  recorded  in  the 
corporate  books  or  mentioned  in  writing  for  nearly  a  year.  The  fact 
that  such  purchases  were  afterward  readily  approved  at  meetings  does 
not  cure  the  defect  but  reflects  rather  upon  the  competency  of  the 
boards  as  a  whole.  Witnesses  at  the  hearing,  holding  official  posi- 
tions that  qualified  them  to  speak  from  experience,  testified  that  the 
methods  here  used  were  common  in  railroad  management.  As 
stated  in  our  report,  "  Stockholders  have  a  right  to  expect  competent 
conduct  of  corporate  affairs.  Directors  who  merely  ratify  without 
investigating  large  transactions  engaged  in  on  their  behalf  without 
their  knowledge,  are  likely  to  disappoint  such  an  expectation."  The 
plea  that  such  transactions,  to  be  successful,  must  be  concealed  even 
from  directors  or  from  members  of  an  executive  committee,  is  not 
believed  to  be  sound;  if  it  were,  it  would  be  but  additional  evidence  of 
irresponsibility  in  positions  which  have  an  important  relationship  to 
the  public  welfare  as  well  as  to  that  of  the  corporations. 

INVESTIGATIONS  OF  PRACTICES  OF  CARRIERS  BY  RAILROAD 

In  our  last  report  we  referred  to  the  investigation  in  Ex  parte  No. 
104,  Practices  of  Carriers  Affecting  Operating  Revenues  or  Expenses, 
and  stated  that  for  convenience  in  handling  it  had  been  divided  into 
parts,  each  identified  by  number.     At  that  time  five  separate  parts

had  been  assigned  for  investigation,  and  they  have  since  progressed, 
but  not  to  the  stage  of  submission. 

Since  that  time  we  have  added  another  part  identified  as  Part  VI, 
covering  Warehousing  and  Storage  of  Property  by  Carriers  at  the  Port 
of  New  York,  N.  Y.  This  part  has  been  fully  heard,  and  we  are  now 
awaiting  the  filing  of  briefs.  Other  matters  are  having  consideration 
but  have  not  as  yet  reached  the  point  where  we  have  felt  justified  in 
making  them  separate  parts  of  this  investigation. 

RECIPROCITY  IN  PURCHASING  AND  ROUTING 

Hearings  in  No.  22455,  In  the  Matter  of  Eeciprocity  in  Purchasing 
and  Kouting,  have  been  completed,  and  the  matters  involved  therein 
were  the  subject  of  oral  argument  before  us.  Our  report  in  this 
proceeding  will  be  issued  shortly  after  the  period  covered  by  this 
annual  report. 

INVESTIGATION  OF  PASSENGER  FARES 

The  continued  decline  in  the  number  of  passengers  carried  by  the 
railways  of  the  United  States  and  in  the  revenue  from  passenger 
business  has  been  the  subject  of  frequent  comment.  Although  con- 
siderable effort  has  been  made  by  the  railway  executives  to  adjust 
the  passenger  operations  to  fit  the  reduced  demand  therefor,  the 
operating  expenses  chargeable  to  this  service  under  our  reporting 
requirements  have  not  fallen  as  rapidly  as  the  revenues.  The  expenses 
so  chargeable  to  the  passenger  and  allied  services  for  the  year  1931, 
before  taxes,  rentals,  and  interest,  were  110.82  per  cent  of  the  revenues 
from  those  services.  For  the  freight  service  the  corresponding  figure 
was  only  68.62  per  cent.  No  doubt  the  passenger  business  still 
covers  the  out-of-pocket  expenses  assignable  to  it,  but  it  does  not 
contribute  to  the  maintenance  of  the  roadway  and  buildings  and  to 
taxes  and  interest  to  the  same  relative  extent  as  it  did  formerly,  and 
if  a  fair  return  on  the  entire  investment  is  to  be  achieved,  a  heavier 
burden  for  overhead  falls  on  the  freight  traffic. 

Early  in  October  of  this  year  we  addressed  a  communication  to  the 
presidents  of  all  Class  I  carriers  seeking  their  views  as  to  (a)  whether 
by  a  general  reduction  in  basic  fares  a  betterment  could  be  brought 
about  in  the  volume  of  passenger  traffic,  and  (6)  what  suggestions 
they  might  care  to  offer  for  relieving  the  users  of  freight  service  from 
the  burden  due  to  unprofitable  passenger  service.  We  are  now 
receiving  replies  to  this  communication,  and  we  have  hopes  that  our 
inquiry  may  culminate  in  a  constructive  united  effort  to  find  a 
solution  for  this  difficult  problem. 

THE  HOCH-SMITH  RESOLUTION 

The  steps  taken  under  the  second  paragraph  of  the  resolution  were 
detailed  in  our  annual  report  for  1925,  at  pages  38-41.     We  insti- 
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tuted  a  general  investigation  entitled  No.  17000,  Bate  Structure 
Investigation j  comprising  13  general  inquiries  covering  class  rates  or 
rates  on  important  commodities  or  commodity  groups.  The  various 
parts  and  their  status  have  been  set  forth  from  time  to  time  in  our 
annual  reports. 

Reports  have  thus  far  been  issued  in  the  investigations  covering 
class  rates  in  western  trunk  line  territory,  rates  on  cotton,  cottonseed 
and  its  products  and  related  articles,  grain  and  its  products,  hay, 
livestock,  sand  and  gravel,  petroleum  and  its  products,  furniture,  and 
iron  and  steel  articles.  Hearings  in  the  parts  covering  nonferrous 
metals  and  salt  have  been  completed  and  proposed  reports  thereon 
are  in  preparation. 

In  most  instances  the  rates  approved  by  us  have  become  effective, 
while  in  some  it  has  been  found  necessary  to  clarify  certain  adjust- 
ments or  to  postpone  the  effective  dates  due  to  practical  difficulties 
encountered  in  rate  relations  or  to  make  necessary  changes  in  the 
requirements  prescribed  for  removal  of  undue  preference  or  preju- 
dice. It  has  also  been  necessary,  on  account  of  changed  conditions, 
to  reopen  certain  of  the  proceedings  to  bring  the  records  down  to 
date. 

The  Resolution  directed  us,  among  other  things,  to  reconstruct  the 
rate  structure  of  the  country  and  to  reapportion  the  burden  under  it. 
In  a  sense,  every  rate  case  is  a  revision  of  the  existing  rate  structure, 
but  the  Hoch-Smith  Resolution  was  apparently  intended  to  hasten  that 
process.  Generally  speaking,  the  Docket  17000  cases  have  developed 
into  unwieldy  proportions.  Our  experience  with  them  has  shown  that 
the  country  is  too  big  to  make  it  generally  practicable  to  deal  with  it 
as  a  whole  or  even  with  the  major  classification  territories,  except  in 
proceedings  especially  adapted  to  large  territorial  treatment,  such 
as  the  classifications  themselves.  Substantial  benefits  have  resulted 
from  the  general  surveys  which  have  been  made  in  the  Hoch-Smith 
cases,  but  these  have  been  offset  by  the  disadvantages  connected  with 
unavoidable  delay  because  of  the  protracted  character  of  the  hearings 
in  arriving  at  specific  rate  changes  in  particular  territories  or  to  meet 
particular  situations. 

Other  benefits  which  its  sponsors  may  have  expected  from  the 
Resolution  were  not  realized  because  of  the  interpretation  placed 
upon  it  by  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  United  States  in  the  so-called 
Ann  Arbor  case,  summarized  at  pages  61  to  63  inclusive  of  our  44th 
annual  report. 

Experience  indicates  that  large  proceedings  like  these  should  be 
initiated  in  the  future  only  sparingly  and  in  response  to  imperative 
needs  which  can  be  met  to  advantage  only  in  that  way. 

A  chronological  history  of  these  cases  is  contained  in  the  following 
tabulation. 
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CLASS-RATE  READJUSTMENTS 

Class-rate  readjustments  in  purported  compliance  with  our  findings 
and  orders  in  Eastern  Class-Rate  Investigation,  164  I.  C.  C.  314, 
171  I.  C.  C.  481,  and  177  I.  C.  C.  156,  became  effective  December  3, 
1931,  contemporaneously  with  those  required  in  Western  Trunk-Line 
Class  Rates,  164  I.  C.  C.  1,  and  173  I.  C.  C.  637,  referred  to  elsewhere 
in  this  report  under  the  heading  Hoch-Smith  resolution.  The  lake- 
rail  rates  published  for  application  to  and  via  Lake  Michigan  and 
Lake  Superior  ports  were  originally  suspended,  but  later  upon  motion 
of  the  water  lines  were  permitted  to  become  effective  prior  to  the  open- 
ing of  the  1932  season  of  navigation,  pending  our  investigation  of 
these  rates. 

INVESTIGATIONS

PRACTITIONERS  BEFORE  THE  COMMISSION 

During  the  period  from  October  16,  1931,  to  October  15,  1932,  449 
applicants  were  admitted  to  practice  before  the  commission.  Of 
these,  258  were  admitted  upon  presentation  of  certificates  showing 
admission  to  practice  in  the  courts,  and  191  upon  showings  as  to 
qualifications,  and  required  vouchers,  and  upon  the  motions  of  three 
registered  practitioners. 

COOPERATION  OF  FEDERAL  AND  STATE  COMMISSIONS 

Since  our  last  report  we  have  cooperated  with  State  commissions  in 
22  proceedings  involving  interstate-intrastate  rate  relations.  Of  these, 
15  were  complaints  filed  with  us  in  respect  of  rates  in  effect  and  7 
were  investigation  and  suspension  proceedings  arising  out  of  orders 
issued  by  us  and  by  State  commissions  suspending  the  effective  dates 
of  rates  proposed  by  carriers.  In  these  cases  we  had  the  cooperation 
of  1 1  different  State  commissions,  6  of  which  cooperated  in  more  than 
one  case.  Active  cooperation  has  continued  in  various  inquiries 
conducted  under  No.  17000,  Rate  Structure  Investigation.  We  have 
also  received  cooperation  from  State  commissions  in  19  cases  involving 
the  construction  of  new  or  the  abandonment  of  old  railroad  lines. 

RAILWAY  MAIL  PAY 

Three  short-line  railroads  were  found  to  be  separately  operated 
railroads  and  entitled  to  receive  the  higher  rates  of  mail  pay  estab- 
lished for  railroads  so  classified.  Railway  Mail  Pay,  185  I.  C.  C. 
715.  Hearings  have  been  completed  and  a  proposed  report  served 
in  the  reexamination  of  the  rates  of  mail  pay  upon  the  Georgia  & 
Florida  Railroad. 

PARCEL  POST 

We  gave  our  consent  to  proposals  of  the  Postmaster  General  to 
reform  the  rates  of  postage  on  parcel-post  matter.  The  changes 
agreed  to  consisted  of  increases  and  reductions.  The  proposals  were 
submitted  pursuant  to  section  7  of  the  parcel  post  act  of  May  29, 
1928,  45  Stat.  942,  U.  S.  Code,  Title  39,  section  247.  Changes  in 
Rates  on  Fourth-Class  Mail  Matter,  182  I.  C.  C.  187. 

STANDARD  TIME-ZONE  INVESTIGATION 

In  our  last  annual  report  we  referred  to  the  pendency  before  us  of 
petitions  for  changes  in  the  boundary  line  between  the  United  States 
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standard  eastern  and  central  time  zones  through  the  States  of  Ohio 
and  Michigan.  These  petitions  on  behalf  of  the  State  of  Michigan 
and  the  Pennsylvania  Railroad  Company  were  denied  in  the  nine- 
teenth supplemental  report  in  this  proceeding.  185  I.  C.  C.  266. 
This  report  indicates  clearly  the  confusion  and  inconvenience  which 
result  from  States  or  municipalities  shifting  at  pleasure  from  one 
zone  to  another,  either  permanently,  or  for  a  few  months  of  the  year. 
Home  rule  is  inconsistent  with  the  maintenance  of  a  uniform  stand- 
ard of  time  when  it  has  the  effect  of  compelling  neighboring  States 
or  municipalities  to  adjust  their  standards  against  their  wills,  and  of 
making  much  more  dangerous,  inconvenient,  and  expensive,  the 
operation  of  the  interstate  carriers  which  are  required  to  observe 
the  Federal  standard.  Our  previous  recommendation  that  the  field 
be  more  fully  occupied  by  act  of  Congress  or  left  entirely  to  the 
States  is  given  added  force  by  the  record  developed  on  further  hearing 
on  these  petitions. 

In  the  same  report  we  considered  petitions  of  the  Baltimore  & 
Ohio  Railroad  Company  for  permission  to  operate  the  portion  of  its 
line  from  Garrett,  Ind.,  to  Willard,  Ohio,  on  central  time  instead  of 
eastern  time,  and  of  the  Atlanta,  Birmingham  &  Coast  Railroad 
Company  for  authority  to  operate  under  central  time  all  of  that 
part  of  its  line  located  in  the  eastern  zone.  These  changes  were 
sought  on  the  ground  of  more  economical  operation,  but  they  would 
have  resulted  in  confusing  and  dangerous  situations,  and  the  peti- 
tions were  denied.  On  petition  of  the  Union  Pacific  Railroad  Com- 
pany we  modified  our  outstanding  orders  by  granting  an  exception 
effective  at  2.00  o'clock  ante  meridian,  June  12,  1932,  permitting 
that  road  to  operate  under  central  time  that  portion  of  its  line  from 
Plain ville,  Kans.,  to  but  not  including  Oakley,  Kans. 

ESTABLISHMENT  OF  THROUGH  ROUTES 

In  our  last  three  annual  reports  we  have  called  attention  to  the 
situation  resulting  from  the  decision  of  the  Supreme  Court  in  United 
States  v.  Missouri  Pac.  R.  Co.,  278  U.  S.  269.  Briefly,  it  was  there 
decided  that  in  connection  with  the  establishment  of  through  routes 
section  15  (4)  of  the  act  prohibits  us  from  requiring  any  carrier  by 
railroad  to  join  in  an  all-rail  through  route  which  does  not  embrace 
its  long  haul,  unless  the  inclusion  of  its  long  haul  would  render  the 
route  unreasonably  long.  Our  interpretation  of  the  paragraph  had 
theretofore  been  that  it  was  intended  to  protect  the  long  hauls  only  of 
originating  carriers,  or  of  subsequent  carriers  after  obtaining  posses- 
sion of  the  traffic  Such  an  interpretation,  which  the  Supreme  Court 
found  erroneous,  was  necessary  to  give  reasonable  effect  to  the  statute, 
for  otherwise  there  are  innumerable  instances  of  overlapping  lines 
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where  the  conflicting  long-haul  interests  of  participating  carriers 
wholly  prevent  us  from  establishing  any  through  route.  In  order, 
therefore,  to  avoid  substantial  nullification  in  many  instances  of  a 
statutory  provision  of  great  importance  to  shippers,  and  often  to 
carriers  as  well,  we  recommended  that  paragraph  (4)  of  section  15  be 
amended  so  as  to  restrict  the  "  long-haul  right"  to  originating  carriers, 
thus  restoring  to  the  statute  the  meaning  which  was  in  actual  admin- 
istration placed  upon  it  for  many  years.  We  renew  this  recommen- 
dation. 

FREIGHT-FORWARDING  COMPANIES 

Two  years  ago  we  reported  that  an  investigation  had  disclosed  an 
urgent  need  for  legislation  to  subject  freight-forwarding  companies 
to  the  regulatory  provisions  of  the  act.  The  discussion  at  length  was 
repeated  in  our  last  annual  report.  We  shall  not  repeat  it  again, 
except  to  quote  the  following: 

Our  investigation  has  disclosed  that  the  business  of  the  forwarding  companies  is 
in  such  a  general  state  of  chaos  that  many  of  them,  and  the  rail  carriers  which 
dominate  them,  favor  legislation  of  this  character  as  the  best  means  of  stamping 
out  practices  which  have  resulted  in  serious  depletion  of  revenues  and  unequal 
and  unjustly  discriminatory  treatment  of  shippers. 

We  renew  our  former  recommendations.  In  connection  therewith, 
in  our  last  annual  report,  we  called  attention  to  the  fact  that  the  less- 
than-carload  freight  service  of  the  railroads  is  particularly  susceptible 
to  motor-truck  competition,  and  that  the  economy  with  which  it  is 
handled  is  also  affected  adversely  by  the  competition  of  the  railroads 
with  each  other.  We  pointed  out  that  the  service  which  they  per- 
form per  unit  of  less-than-carload  freight  handled  has  been  increasing 
continually,  and  suggested  that  this  service  might  be  handled  with 
greater  efficiency  and  economy  through  a  centralized  agency  employed 
by  the  railroads  collectively,  as  the  express  service  is  now  handled. 
We  suggested  that  such  centralized  agency  might  with  advantage  take 
over  and  perform  the  services  which  the  freight-forwarding  companies 
are  now  performing  in  a  decentralized  and,  in  some  respects,  unsatis- 
factory way.  This  matter  is  still  receiving  study  by  committees 
representing  the  railroads  collectively,  and  the  possibility  of  utilizing 
the  Railway  Express  Agency  for  this  purpose  is  being  considered 
along  with  other  plans.  We  trust  that  this  study  will  be  pursued  to 
a  definite  conclusion. 

REFRIGERATOR-CAR  COMPANIES 

In  our  last  annual  report  we  discussed  at  some  length,  at  pages 
88-89,  the  situation  under  which  refrigeration  service  is  now  very 
largely  furnished  by  the  railroads  through  the  agency  of  refrigerator- 
car  companies  which  are  not  common  carriers  nor  subject  to  our  juris- 
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diction.  Without  repeating  most  of  this  discussion,  we  quote  the 
concluding  sentences : 

These  refrigerator  car  companies  are  agencies  through  which  the  rail  carriers 
perform  a  part  of  the  transportation  service  which  they  are  in  duty  bound  to 
furnish  to  the  public.  It  is  anomalous  that  we  should  have  no  authority  over 
these  refrigerator  car  companies,  nor  access  to  their  accounts  except  as  a  matter 
of  grace.  It  is  likewise  anomalous  that  we  should  have  no  control  over  the 
arrangements  for  service  and  compensation  therefor  which  the  rail  carriers  see 
fit  to  make  with  these  pseudoprivate  agencies.  We  recommend  that  in  the 
public  interest  the  commission  be  given  jurisdiction  over  these  matters. 

This  recommendation  we  renew. 

REPARATION 

In  our  annual  reports  for  the  years  1916, 1919,  1920,  1930,  and  1931 
we  discussed  our  powers  and  duties  under  the  act  in  respect  to  repara- 
tion awards. 

Recommendations  as  to  amendments  of  the  act  made  in  our  reports 
for  1930  and  1931  we  now  renew. 

THE  OREGON  CONSTRUCTION  CASE 

In  Public  Service  Commission  oj  Oregon  v.  Central  Pac.  Ry.  Co.,  159 
I.  C.  C.  630,  we  issued  an  order  under  paragraph  21  of  section  1  of  the 
interstate  commerce  act  requiring  the  Oregon- Washington  Railroad 
&  Navigation  Company  to  construct  an  extension  from  a  point  on  its 
Ontario-Burns  branch  at  or  near  Crane,  Oreg.,  across  the  central 
portion  of  the  State  to  a  point  of  connection  with  the  Cascade  line  or 
Natron  cut-off  of  the  Southern  Pacific  Company  at  or  near  Crescent 
Lake,  Oreg.  The  length  of  the  extension  ordered  is  about  185  miles 
and  the  cost  of  construction  is  estimated  to  be  approximately 
$9,000,000,  or  about  $49,000  per  mile.  We  found  that  this  expense 
would  not  impair  the  carrier's  ability  to  perform  its  duty  to  the 
public,  that  the  extension  is  reasonably  required  in  the  interest  of 
public  convenience  and  necessity,  and  that  the  facts  justified  an  order 
requiring  the  extension  to  be  constructed. 

Suit  was  instituted  by  the  carrier  to  enjoin  and  annul  our  order. 
In  a  decision  rendered  January  29,  1931,  the  District  Court  held  that 
the  order  exceeded  our  authority  and  is  void.  Oregon-Washington 
R.  &  Nav.  Co.  v.  United  States,  47  Fed.  (2d)  250.  The  court  con 
eluded  that  the  provision  of  the  act  authorizing  us  to  require  railroads 
to  extend  their  lines  is  unconstitutional  and  void  if  it  must  be  con- 
strued broadly  and  liberally  as  we  construed  it  in  this  case.  But  the 
court  held  that  such  construction  is  neither  necessary  nor  permissible. 
It  stated  the  familiar  rule  that  if  a  statute  is  susceptible  of  two  con- 
structions, by  one  of  which  grave  and  doubtful  constitutional  ques- 
tions arise  and  by  the  other  of  which  such  questions  are  avoided,  it 
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is  the  duty  of  the  courts  to  adopt  the  latter.  "The  extension  pro- 
vision of  the  Transportation  Act,"  the  court  said,  "may  therefore 
well  be  limited  to  such  extensions  as  are  reasonably  necessary  to 
reach  communities  and  industries  in  the  territory  which  the  carrier 
has  professed  to  serve  or  according  to  the  undertaking  which  it  has 
expressly  or  impliedly  assumed.  Such  a  construction  will  give  full 
effect  to  the  purpose  of  Congress  and  make  the  Act  conform  to  the 
practice  then  prevailing  in  many  of  the  states."  The  court  found 
that  the  order  plainly  required  the  carrier  "to  devote  its  property  to 
a  service  which  it  has  never  professed  to  render  and  to  a  service 
entirely  beyond  the  scope  of  the  undertaking  which  it  has  expressly 
or  impliedly  assumed."  When  the  act  is  thus  construed,  the  court 
concluded,  the  order  in  question  exceeds  our  authority. 

In  view  of  the  importance  of  the  statutory  and  constitutional 
questions  involved  and  of  the  desirability  of  securing  a  final  deter- 
mination of  these  questions,  appeal  was  taken  to  the  Supreme  Court 
of  the  United  States  and  the  case  argued  before  that  tribunal  during 
November. 

BUREAU  OF  ACCOUNTS 

For  the  fiscal  year  ended  June  30,  1932,  the  appropriation  for 
our  Bureau  of  Accounts  was  $1,504,420  and  its  actual  expenditures 
were  $1,407,896.48.  For  the  current  fiscal  year  the  Bureau  of  the 
Budget  recommended  an  appropriation  of  $1,383,560,  but  this  was 
reduced  by  the  Congress  to  $683,560.  This  reduction  of  more 
than  50  per  cent  has  made  drastic  changes  necessary,  impairing 
the  ability  of  the  bureau  to  perform  the  duties  which  it  should 
perform.  After  augmenting  the  appropriation  by  15  per  cent  (the 
maximum  permitted  by  the  law)  through  transfer  from  other  funds 
of  the  commission,  cutting  per  diem  allowances  very  severely, 
and  applying  in  addition  to  the  legislative  furlough  of  one  month 
a  graduated  administrative  furlough  ranging  from  two  months 
for  the  higher-salaried  employees  to  one  month  for  the  lower- 
salaried,  it  was  found  necessary  to  release  from  duty  on  indefinite 
furlough  no  less  than  48  men.  Unless  relief  be  obtained  in  the 
form  of  a  supplemental  appropriation,  it  will  probably  be  necessary 
to  increase  this  number  materially  before  the  end  of  the  fiscal 
year. 

This  severe  reduction  in  appropriation  was  due,  we  believe,  to  a 
misunderstanding  in  regard  to  the  functions  of  the  bureau  and  the 
purposes  for  which  it  was  created.  At  the  time  of  the  Hepburn 
amendment  to  the  act  to  regulate  commerce  in  1906,  the  Congress 
recognized  that  an  essential  to  adequate  and  effective  regulation  of 
carriers  is  provision  for  uniform  and  reliable  accounts  and  records. 
This  principle  is  basic.     We  were,  therefore,  given  full  authority  to

prescribe  uniform  accounting  systems  for  the  several  classes  of  car- 
riers subject  to  our  jurisdiction,  and  likewise  full  authority  to  enforce 
these  accounting  systems.  It  was  recognized  that  a  force  of  exam- 
iners would  be  necessary  for  the  latter  purpose,  and  we  were  given 
free  access  to  all  accounts,  records,  and  memoranda  of  the  carriers 
with  authority  to  inspect  them  through  these  examiners  of  accounts. 
The  normal  functions  of  our  Bureau  of  Accounts,  therefore,  are 
three : 

1.  To  prescribe  and  revise  from  time  to  time  uniform  systems  of 
accounts  for  all  classes  of  carriers  under  our  jurisdiction. 

2.  To  enforce  these  systems  of  accounts  by  test  examinations  and 
inspections  from  time  to  time,  inasmuch  as  no  system  of  accounts, 
however  well  devised,  is  self -enforcing  or  will  produce  reliable  results 
without  some  degree  of  policing. 

3.  To  make  such  special  accounting  examinations  from  time  to 
time  as  our  duties  in  the  regulation  of  rates  and  charges  and  in 
securing  adequate  information  in  regard  to  the  management  and 
business  of  the  carriers  may  require. 

These  three  purposes  were  all  clearly  understood  and  recognized  at 
the  time  of  the  1906  legislation,  as  is  evidenced  by  the  reports  and 
debates  of  that  period.  It  was  the  intent  that  uniform  accounts 
should  be  not  only  prescribed  but  policed,  and  that  our  force  of 
accountants  would  further  be  available  for  the  special  investigations 
necessary  to  prevent  rebating,  direct  or  indirect,  and  in  the  perform- 
ance of  our  other  duties. 

The  force  of  accountants  needed  for  these  purposes  must  be  judged 
in  relation  to  the  extent  of  the  field  to  be  covered.  With  the  force 
which  we  had  in  active  service  on  June  30,  1932,  it  is  estimated  that  a 
test  examination  of  the  accounts  of  each  Class  I  railroad  could  not  be 
made  more  often  than  once  in  three  years,  if  our  accountants  did 
nothing  else.  Allowing  for  the  fact  that  they  have  numerous  other 
duties,  the  best  that  could  be  done  would  be  a  test  examination  once 
in  five  years,  and  this  assumes  confining  attention  to  the  railroads 
without  consideration  of  the  other  classes  of  carriers  under  our  juris- 
diction. An  appropriation  of  $1,383,560,  as  recommended  by  the 
Bureau  of  the  Budget  last  year,  may  seem  large  when  considered 
alone,  but  it  assumes  small  proportions  when  compared  with  operating 
revenues  of  the  rail  carriers  amounting  in  1930  to  $5,343,000,000  and 
with  operating  expenses  aggregating  $3,975,000,000. 

Beginning  with  about  1918,  however,  the  activities  of  the  Bureau  of 
Accounts  have  been  largely  diverted  from  its  normal  functions  to 
special  and  extraordinary  duties.     These  were : 

(a)  To  determine  for  each  rail  carrier  or  system,  through  an  audit 
of  income  accounts,  the  average  annual  railway  operating  income 
for  a  test  period  of  three  years,  otherwise  known  as  the  "standard 
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return,"  which  formed  the  basis  of  the  compensation  paid  by  the 
Government  for  the  use  of  the  railroad  properties  during  the  period 
of  Federal  control. 

(6)  To  determine,  through  a  similar  audit,  the  amounts  of  net 
railway  operating  income  guaranteed  to  carriers  under  sections  204 
and  209  of  the  transportation  act,  1920. 

(c)  To  determine,  through  a  similar  audit,  the  correct  net  railway 
operating  income  of  carriers  as  one  of  several  factors  in  arriving  at 
recapturable  excess  income  under  the  provisions  of  section  15a  of  the 
interstate  commerce  act. 

There  were  other  new  duties  resulting  from  the  Federal  control  act 
and  the  transportation  act,  1920,  but  the  above  were  those  of  major 
importance  and  they  have  largely  engrossed  the  attention  of  the 
bureau  since  1918.  Incidentally,  the  amount  saved  to  the  Govern- 
ment as  the  result  of  our  accounting  examinations  under  (a)  and  (b) 
aggregated  $29,211,319.  Like  results  are  being  shown  by  our  recap- 
ture examinations.  The  appropriations  thus  far  made  for  the  work 
of  the  bureau  beginning  with  the  first  appropriation  in  July,  1908,  and 
including  that  for  the  current  year,  total  $16,839,618. 

The  special  duties  under  (a)  and  (6)  above,  although  very  onerous,, 
have  practically  been  completed,  but  the  special  duty  under  (c)  is  a 
continuing  duty  so  long  as  recapture  remains  a  part  of  the  law.  It 
developed  at  the  hearings  on  the  appropriation  for  the  bureau  at  the 
last  session  that  this  recapture  work  was  engrossing  a  very  large  part 
of  the  attention  of  the  bureau;  and  we  were  recommending  the  repeal 
of  the  recapture  provisions.  Apparently  the  conclusion  was  reached 
that  if  recapture  were  repealed,  the  force  of  the  bureau  could  appro- 
priately be  reduced  very  greatly. 

Recapture  has  not  as  yet  been  repealed,  and,  therefore,  the  duties 
of  the  bureau  have  in  no  way  been  lightened  so  far  as  this  matter  is 
concerned.  If  recapture  is  repealed,  however,  as  we  recommend,  we 
challenge  the  assumption  that  our  force  of  accountants  ought  for  that 
reason  to  be  cut  to  small  proportions.  The  special  duties  above  set 
forth  have  been  necessary  duties  which  we  believe  have  been  well 
performed,  but  they  have  in  fact  diverted  the  bureau  from  the  normal 
functions  for  which  it  was  originally  intended,  and  to  the  detriment  of 
adequate  public  regulation  of  the  carriers.  These  special  examinations 
have  served  to  police  the  income  accounts  of  the  carriers,  but  have 
made  it  necessary  to  neglect  other  accounts  quite  as  important  to 
examine  in  the  public  interest.  At  a  time  when  intense  competition 
among  themselves  for  traffic  was  inducing  the  carriers  to  extend 
various  concessions,  direct  and  indirect  and  in  the  nature  of  rebates, 
to  large  shippers  in  bidding  for  traffic — concessions  which  were  waste- 
ful and  harmful  in  the  long  run  to  the  railroad  industry  as  well  as  to 
the  general  public — we  were  unable  to  give  this  matter  the  degree  of 
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attention  which  it  would  have  had  if  the  accountants  had  not  been 
otherwise  engaged.  At  a  time,  also,  when  many  of  the  carriers  were 
enjoying  a  prosperity  which  tempted  them  to  unnecessary  antf. 
wasteful  expenditures  of  capital  for  various  purposes,  we  were  for  the 
same  reason  unable  to  keep  ourselves  adequately  informed  in  regard 
to  these  activities. 

We  submit  that  adequate  examination  and  surveillance  of  accounts 
lies  at  the  very  root  of  effective  public  regulation  of  carriers,  and  that 
the  force  of  accountants  which  we  had  at  our  command  at  the  end 
of  the  1932  fiscal  year  was  certainly  no  more  than  sufficient  for  this 
purpose,  even  if  the  special  duties  incident  to  recapture  were  entirely 
eliminated.  In  this  connection,  attention  may  be  called  to  the  work 
performed  by  this  bureau,  prior  to  1918,  in  the  investigations  of  the 
financial  operations  of  the  New  Haven,  the  Rock  Island,  the  Frisco, 
the  Pere  Marquette,  the  Cincinnati,  Hamilton  &  Dayton,  the  Mil- 
waukee, the  Louisville  &  Nashville,  and  the  Wab ash-Pittsburgh  ter- 
minal, to  its  special  investigation  of  the  pipe-line  situation,  to  its 
elaborate  investigation  into  the  cost  of  transportation  of  coal  (which 
had  most  important  rate  results),  and  to  its  investigation  of  the 
express-rate  situation  which  led  to  a  complete  revision  of  the  express- 
rate  structure.  Some  of  these  investigations  were  among  the  out- 
standing accomplishments  of  the  commission  during  that  period. 

It  has  seemed  desirable  to  make  this  explanation  of  the  work  of 
the  bureau  because  of  what  has  occurred  with  respect  to  its  appro- 
priation. During  the  year  most  of  its  accounting  investigations  were, 
for  reasons  indicated  above,  for  the  purpose  of  ascertaining  recaptur- 
able  income  under  section  15a.  There  were  202  such  recapture 
examinations  affecting  the  accounts  of  83  carriers.  The  total  number 
of  examinations  of  the  accounts  of  steam  roads  thus  far  made  for 
section  15a  purposes  is  4,068.  Further  details  in  regard  to  this 
matter  appear  elsewhere  in  the  report.  In  addition  to  the  recapture 
examinations,  82  special  investigations  were  made  during  the  year 
requiring  field  examinations  of  carriers'  accounts. 

Upon  consideration  of  petitions  filed  by  the  interested  carriers  and 
in  recognition  of  the  extraordinary  economic  conditions  now  existing, 
which  make  a  change  in  the  practice  of  carriers  with  respect  to  de- 
preciation charges  difficult  and  inadvisable  at  this  time,  the  effective 
date  of  our  orders  pertaining  to  the  depreciation  accounting  of  tele- 
phone and  steam  railroad  companies,  which  was  set  for  January  1, 
1933,  has  been  postponed  for  one  year.  Under  the  circumstances 
final  action  in  the  matter  of  depreciation  charges  of  other  classes  of 
carriers  has  been  held  in  abeyance. 

Revision  of  our  accounting  classifications  for  railroads  and  for 
telephone  companies  is  practically  complete.  Under  existing  con- 
ditions the  introduction  of  the  revised  classification  for  the  railroads 
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will  be  postponed,  but  it  is  hoped  to  make  the  revised  telephone 
classification  effective  beginning  January  1,  1933,  as  the  companies 
themselves  desire.  Considerable  work  has  been  done  during  the 
year  in  the  preparation  of  drafts  of  revised  classifications  for  sleeping- 
car  companies  and  carriers  by  water.

A  number  of  applications  disposed  of  during  the  year  were  pending 
on  October  31,  1931. 

We  have  continued  the  practice  of  enlisting  the  cooperation  of  the 
State  commissions  in  these  cases.  In  19  of  them  hearings  have  been 
held  for  us  by  State  commissions,  and  in  most  of  such  cases  in  which 
a  decision  has  been  reached  their  recommendations  and  our  con- 
clusions have  coincided. 

Since  the  effective  date  of  the  act  we  have  authorized  the  construc- 
tion of  approximately  9,659  miles  of  new  railroad.  As  stated  in  our 
report  for  1927,  our  certificates  of  authorization  have,  since  April 
4,  1923,  generally  included  the  requirement  that  carriers  shall  com- 
plete the  proposed  construction  within  a  specified  period,  and  shall 
report  to  us  such  completion  within  15  days  thereafter.  We  have, 
upon  good  cause  shown  by  the  carriers,  granted  a  number  of  applica- 
tions for  extension  of  time  for  completion.     Based  on  reports  by 
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carriers  and  on  other  available  information  it  appears  that  of  the 
construction  authorized,  approximately  6,495  miles  of  road  have  been 
completed,  and  that  projects  aggregating  1,400  miles  have  been 
abandoned  or  deferred.  The  balance,  about  1,764  miles,  represents 
cases  in  which  the  specified  completion  periods  have  not  expired. 
A  list  of  certificates  issued  appears  in  Appendix  F. 

ACQUISITION     OF    CONTROL    OF    ONE     CARRIER    BY    ANOTHER    CARRIER 

Under  the  provisions  of  section  5  (2)  of  the  act  we  are  authorized 
to  approve,  by  order,  the  acquisition  by  one  carrier  of  control  of  one 
or  more  other  carriers,  whether  by  lease,  purchase  of  stock,  or  in 
any  other  manner  not  involving  the  consolidation  of  such  carriers 
into  a  single  system  for  ownership  and  operation,  whenever  we  are 
of  opinion,  after  hearing,  that  such  control  will  be  in  the  public 
interest,  the  acquisition  to  be  under  such  rules  and  regulations,  for 
such  consideration,  and  on  such  terms  and  conditions  as  shall  be 
found  by  us  to  be  just  and  reasonable.  Under  this  paragraph  26 
applications  have  been  filed,  26  authorizations  have  been  issued, 
3  applications  were  denied,  and  2  were  dismissed. 

A  list  of  authorizations  issued  appears  in  Appendix  F. 

CONSOLIDATION    OF    TELEPHONE    COMPANIES 

Under  section  5  (9)  of  the  act  we  have  received  16  applications 
and  granted  16,  authorizing  telephone  companies  to  merge  their 
properties,  or  portions  thereof,  or  permitting  one  telephone  company 
to  acquire  control  of  another  by  purchase  of  capital  stock.  One  appli- 
cation was  denied,  and  one  was  dismissed. 

A  list  of  authorizations  appears  in  Appendix  F. 

ISSUANCE    OF   SECURITIES   AND   ASSUMPTION    OF   OBLIGATIONS 

We  have  received  190  applications  and  33  supplements  thereto 
under  section  20a  of  the  act  and  have  authorized  the  issuance  of  secu- 
rities and  the  assumption  of  obligations  and  liabilities  in  respect  of 
the  securities  of  others  in  the  aggregate  amounts  and  for  the  purposes 
shown  in  Appendix  F. 

Under  section  20a  (9)  certificates  of  notification  of  the  issue  of 
notes  maturing  within  two  years  in  the  aggregate  sum  of  $248,548,- 
945.08  were  filed. 

The  tabulation  given  in  Appendix  F  includes  all  securities  author- 
ized, whether  for  nominal  issue,  conditional  issue,  or  actual  issue.1 
It  does  not  include  notes  and  other  obligations  given  the  Reconstruc- 
tion Finance  Corporation  to  evidence  or  secure  loans  by  that  corpo-

Of 
mortgage  bonds  for  conditional  issue  $95,151,900  was  authorized  to  be 
issued  in  exchange  for,  or  in  lieu  of,  or  to  pay,  extend,  or  refund  other 
securities  nominally,  conditionally  or  actually  outstanding,  and 
$337,720,600  had  been  previously  authorized  for  nominal  or  conditional 
issue.  Of  the  securities  for  actual  issue  $3,725,000  of  equipment-trust 
obligations  had  been  previously  authorized,  $7,500,000  of  preferred 
stock  and  $5,693,000  of  mortgage  bonds,  or  a  total  of  $13,193,000,  was 
authorized  to  be  issued  in  conversion  of  other  securities  if  and  when 
such  other  securities  are  presented  for  that  purpose,  and  $24,660,400 
of  common  stock,  $84,274,000  of  mortgage  bonds,  $99,329,000  of 
secured  notes,  $26,507,967  of  unsecured  notes,  and  $23,390,469.71  of 
receivers'  certificates,  or  a  total  of  $258,161,836.71,  was  authorized  to 
be  issued  in  exchange  for,  or  to  pay,  extend,  or  refund  other  outstanding 
securities.  From  the  foregoing  it  appears  that  additional  capitaliza- 
tion to  result  from  the  various  authorizations  is  as  follows:  Nominal 
issue  $128,283,807.93,  conditional  issue  $396,752,606.93,  and  actual 
issue  $81,936,888.25. 

During  the  period  covered  by  this  report  many  carriers  have  re- 
sorted to  temporary  financing  to  meet  their  current  requirements. 
The  amount  of  short-term  notes  issued  without  our  authorization 
under  the  provisions  of  section  20a  (9)  of  the  act  is  shown  above.

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Of  this  amount  $143,196,879.92  was  for  renewal  of  notes  previously 
issued  and  the  remainder,  $105,352,065.16,  was  to  meet  current 
corporate  requirements.  In  addition  there  are  included  in  the 
foregoing  tabulation  bonds  and  secured  and  unsecured  notes  of  a 
maturity  ranging  from  a  few  months  to  three  years  and  aggregating 
$182,092,754.25  authorized  by  us  for  actual  issue.  Of  the  short-term 
securities  so  authorized  $128,086,967  was  to  pay,  renew,  extend,  or 
refund  outstanding  securities  and  $54,005,787.25  was  for  other  cor- 
porate purposes. 

Upon  petition  of  certain  carriers  we  have  entered  supplemental 
orders  reducing  the  amount  of  securities  originally  authorized  to  be 
issued.  These  orders  effected  reductions  of  $247,107  in  the  amount 
of  common  capital  stock  and  $117,900  in  the  amount  of  bonds  pre- 
viously authorized  to  be  issued. 

Upon  petition  of  various  carriers  a  number  of  previous  orders  were 
so  modified  as  to  authorize  the  carriers  to  use  the  proceeds  of  bonds 
for  purposes  other  than  those  originally  authorized,  or  to  substitute 
as  bases  for  the  issue  of  stock  and  bonds  expenditures  other  than  those 
originally  submitted  and  accepted  as  such  bases. 

INTERLOCKING  DIRECTORATES 

Under  the  provisions  of  section  20a  (12)  of  the  act  it  is  unlawful  for 
any  person  to  hold  the  positions  of  officer  or  director  of  more  than  one 
carrier  unless  such  holding  shall  have  been  authorized  by  our  order. 
During  the  period  covered  by  this  report  we  received  361  applications 
from  individuals  and  six  from  carriers  under  this  paragraph.  These 
applications  related  to  612  different  individuals.  There  were  pending 
on  November  1,  1931,  seven  applications  from  individuals.  Dispo- 
sition was  made  of  366  applications,  of  which  354  individual  applica- 
tions and  five  carrier  applications  were  granted,  and  six  individual 
applications  and  one  carrier  application  were  withdrawn. 

As  stated  in  our  last  report,  the  effect  of  the  statute  can  not  be 
measured  by  the  number  of  cases  in  which  we  have  refused  to  grant 
authority.  It  may  be  assumed  that  in  many  instances  the  law  has 
exercised  a  controlling  influence  in  the  selection  of  individuals  for 
positions  with  carriers  having  conflicting  interests.  Comparatively 
few  applications  for  authority  to  serve  such  carriers  have  been  filed 
with  us. 

REIMBURSEMENT    OF    DEFICITS    DURING   FEDERAL    CONTROL 

In  our  last  report  information  was  given  concerning  reimbursement 
to  carriers  under  section  204  of  the  transportation  act,  1920.  There 
have  been  no  changes  in  the  status  thereof  except  that  we  have  dis- 
missed the  claims  of  the  Federal  Valley  Railroad  Company,  the  Deg- 
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non  Terminal  Railroad  Corporation,  the  Elk  &  Little  Kanawha  Rail- 
road Company,  the  Philadelphia,  Bethlehem  &  New  England  Railroad 
Company,  and  the  Puget  Sound  &  Cascade  Railway  Company,  thus 
reducing  the  pending  claims  to  five,  and  the  estimated  amount 
required  to  settle  these  claims  to  $175,000. 

SIX   MONTHS'    GUARANTY    AFTER   TERMINATION    OF    FEDERAL 

CONTROL 

There  has  been  no  change  in  the  situation  stated  in  considerable 
detail  in  our  last  report  with  respect  to  the  six  months'  guaranty  under 
section  209  of  the  transportation  act,  1920,  except  that  of  the  four 
pending  claims  it  is  now  estimated  that  it  will  require  approximately 
$55,000  to  settle  two  of  them,  and  it  is  possible  that  disposition  of  the 
other  two  may  involve  litigation. 

LOANS   TO    CARRIERS 

Our  duties  during  the  year  in  connection  with  the  revolving  fund 
created  by  section  210  of  the  transportation  act,  1920,  have  been  only 
such  as  are  usually  incidental  to  supervision  by  the  Secretary  of  the 
Treasury  of  loans  outstanding  under  this  section. 

During  the  year  a  total  of  $392,994.33  was  repaid  on  the  principal  of 
such  loans  outstanding. 

Since  the  effective  date  of  the  act  we  have  certified  loans  to  carriers 
aggregating  $350,600,667,  of  which  $316,995,076.06  has  been  repaid. 
Interest  paid  on  loans  amounts  to  $89,156,575.64. 

Lists  of  outstanding  unmatured  loans,  and  of  principal  and  interest 
due  and  in  default  appear  in  Appendix  F. 

Applications  of  railway  companies  for  loans  from  the  Reconstruc- 
tion Finance  Corporation  are  handled  initially  by  the  Section  of 
Loans,  the  force  having  been  augmented  for  that  purpose  by  examiners 
from  the  Engineering  Section  and  from  the  Bureau  of  Valuation.  Our 
work  in  connection  with  such  applications  is  discussed  more  fully  else- 
where in  this  report. 

BUREAU  OF  FORMAL  CASES 

The  formal  complaints  filed  numbered  971  of  which  825  were 
original  complaints  and  146  subnumbers,  a  decrease  of  50  as  compared 
with  the  previous  period.  We  decided  1,175  cases  and  253  have  been 
dismissed  by  stipulation  or  on  complainants '  request,  making  a  total 
of  1,428  cases  disposed  of,  not  including  subnumbers  as  compared 
with  1,623  during  the  previous  period. 

Approximately  267  formal  and  investigation  and  suspension 
cases  have  been  reopened  for  further  hearing  and  reconsideration. 
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We  conducted  1,192  hearings  and  took  approximately  239,812 
pages  of  testimony,  as  compared  with  1,188  hearings  and  206,407 
pages  of  testimony  during  the  preceding  period.

SHORTENED    PROCEDURE 

Approximately  36  per  cent  of  the  total  number  of  formal  complaints 
are  now  handled  by  the  shortened-procedure  method  as  compared 
with  40,  37,  31,  and  34  per  cent  during  the  four  preceding  years.  In 
cases  so  handled  and  decided  during  this  year  the  average  elapsed  time 
to  reach  a  decision  was  355  days  from  the  receipt  of  complaint  and 
207  days  from  receipt  of  the  final  memorandum.  The  corresponding 
periods  during  the  four  preceding  years  were  480  and  300,  452  and 
285,  399  and  218,  and  358  and  200  days,  respectively.  The  following 
statement  gives  details  concerning  the  docket  as  of  October  31  of  the 
years  indicated :

BUREAU  OF  INFORMAL  CASES 

The  number  of  informal  complaints  received  was  4,159,  a  decrease 
of  2,193.  The  carriers  filed  8,362  special  docket  applications  for 
authority  to  refund  amounts  collected  under  the  published  tariffs  and 
admitted  by  them  to  have  been  unreasonable,  a  decrease  of  2,374. 
Orders  authorizing  refund  were  entered  in  7,690  cases,  a  decrease  of 
2,457,  and  reparation  thereon  was  awarded  in  the  sum  of  $1,171,- 
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754.21.  In  addition,  1,314  cases  were  dismissed  or  disposed  of 
without  orders.  The  bureau  also  handled  approximately  26,000 
letters,  many  of  which  had  the  characteristics  of  informal  complaints, 
although  not  so  classified.  Others  sought  general  information  and 
informal  rulings  upon  the  rights  and  obligations  of  the  public  and 
common  carriers  under  existing  statutes. 

BUREAU  OF  INQUIRY 

During  the  year  our  staff  of  attorneys  and  special  agents  directed 
and  conducted  investigations  of  more  than  150  matters  for  the  pur- 
poses of  (a)  enabling  us  to  perform  our  statutory  duty  of  enforcing 
the  criminal  and  penal  provisions  of  the  act  and  related  statutes,  (6) 
obtaining  information  for  presentation  at  hearings  in  formal  investi- 
gations instituted  on  our  own  motion,  and  (c)  otherwise  keeping  us 
informed  of  the  manner  and  method  in  which  the  business  of  the 
carriers  is  being  conducted. 

Certain  of  these  field  investigations  disclosed  that  the  carriers,  in 
order  to  compete  with  trucking  companies,  have  created  subsidiary 
trucking  and  drayagje  companies  through  whom  they  perform  for 
shippers  over  their  rails  services  which  are  not  provided  for  by  tariff, 
such  as  the  free  storage  of  freight,  the  loading  and  unloading  of  freight 
moving  at  carload  rates  which  under  the  tariffs  should  be  performed 
by  the  shippers  themselves,  and  split  delivery  at  destination  of  car- 
load freight.  These  practices  constitute  indirect  methods  on  the 
part  of  the  railroads  of  failing  to  observe  tariffs  and  granting  conces- 
sions in  violation  of  the  Elkins  Act. 

Additional  concessions  unearthed  were  the  performance  by  carriers 
for  shippers  of  trade  services  and  other  unpublished  services,  such  as 
the  stacking  and  sorting  of  perishable  freight  at  piers  in  New  York 
without  charge,  and  the  free  use  of  cranes  for  the  loading  and  unload- 
ing of  heavy  arid  bulky  freight.  These  matters  were  made  the  sub- 
ject of  investigations  by  us  on  our  formal  docket.  Allowances  for 
Stacking,  179  I.  C.  C.  780;  Loading  and  Unloading  Freight  by  Cranes, 
186  I.  C.  C.  247. 

Other  field  investigations  were  made  into  the  devices  adopted  by 
carriers  and  shippers  to  grant  and  obtain  concessions  from  published 
rates.  One  of  such  devices  was  as  follows:  Automobile  manufactur- 
ers ordered  from  carriers  railway  cars  of  a  certain  length,  which  were 
furnished.  In  tendering  to  the  carriers  for  transportation  shipments 
loaded  in  such  cars,  those  manufacturers  made  out  shipping  orders 
containing  notations,  which  the  carriers  knew  were  false,  that  shorter 
cars  had  been  ordered  and  that  the  longer  cars  were  furnished  for 
carriers'  convenience.  The  carriers,  instead  of  imposing  freight 
charges  based  on  the  minimum  weights  prescribed  by  their  tariffs 
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for  freight  loaded  in  the  longer  cars,  imposed  charges  based  on  the 
minimum  weights  prescribed  for  shipments  loaded  in  the  shorter 
cars,  which  would  have  been  applicable  under  the  tariffs  if  the  longer 
cars  in  fact  had  been  furnished  for  carriers'  convenience.  Indict- 
ments based  on  this  device  were  obtained  against  several  carriers  and 
shippers,  one  defendant  was  convicted  and  others  have  entered  pleas 
of  guilty,  and  substantial  fines  have  been  imposed  upon  such  pleas. 

Another  method  of  unduly  favoring  shippers,  and  of  materially 
depleting  the  carriers'  resources,  as  revealed  by  our  field  investigations, 
is  the  offering  and  granting  by  carriers,  through  subsidiary  and  affili- 
ated companies,  to  receivers  of  fruits  and  vegetables  at  large  cities,  of 
substantial  sums  of  money  and  other  valuable  concessions  to  induce 
such  shippers  to  remove  their  business  from  the  produce  terminals 
of  other  carriers  in  those  cities  and  become  tenants  at  the  produce 
terminals  of  the  carriers  offering  the  concessions. 

Still  another  method  of  unduly  favoring  shippers  is  the  payment  by 
carrier  of  loss  and  damage  claims  on  perishable  commodities  in  amount 
in  excess  of  the  actual  loss  and  damage  attributable  to  the  carriers. 
This  practice  led  to  the  indictment  of  one  carrier  during  the  year. 
In  another  instance  a  so-called  claim  adjuster,  who  had  filed  with  car- 
riers on  behalf  of  shippers  numerous  claims  for  loss  and  damage  to. 
grape  shipments,  was  convicted  of  conspiring  with  several  shippers- 
and  the  local  agent  of  a  carrier  to  file  false  claims,  and  was  sentenced 
to  pay  a  fine  of  $5,000  and  serve  18  months  in  the  penitentiary.  An 
appeal  to  the  Circuit  Court  of  Appeals  has  been  taken  in  this  case. 

A  field  investigation  by  this  bureau  resulted  in  the  institution  by 
us  of  a  formal  investigation  on  our  own  motion,  as  to  irregular  and 
improper  methods  of  handling  corporate  business  of  railroad  com- 
panies, discussed  elsewhere  in  this  report. 

In  our  last  annual  report  reference  was  made  to  a  preliminary  field 
investigation  at  New  York  of  a  practice  of  the  carriers,  which  was- 
alleged  to  exist  at  that  point  and  several  other  large  cities,  of  accord- 
ing warehouse  services  at  charges  which  are  less  than  the  cost  of  such 
services  to  those  carriers.  Our  investigation  of  this  matter  at  New 
York  was  completed  during  the  year,  and  the  information  thus 
developed,  indicating  that  certain  storage  privileges  granted  by  the 
carriers  under  their  published  tariffs  constitutes  a  serious  drain  upon 
their  revenues,  was  presented  at  hearings  held  by  us  during  the 
summer  in  a  formal  docket  proceeding  which  we  instituted.  Our 
report  in  this  proceeding  has  not  yet  been  rendered. 

For  violations  of  the  act  and  related  acts,  41  indictments  were 
returned  and  10  informations  were  filed.  The  specific  offenses 
alleged  therein  were  the  granting  and  accepting  of  concessions  by 
carriers  and  shippers,  respectively;  false  billing  of  freight  by  ship- 
pers; filing  of  false  claims  for  loss  and  damage  by  shippers  with  car- 
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riers;  failure  of  carriers  to  observe  tariffs;  unlawful  extension  by 
carriers  to  shippers  of  credit  for  freight  charges;  and  unlawful  use  of 
interstate  passes. 

Forty-seven  cases  were  concluded  in  the  district  courts  during  the 
year.  Fines  aggregating  $111,910  and  several  substantial  sentences 
of  imprisonment  were  imposed. 

Prosecutions  instituted  and  concluded  during  the  year  were  dis- 
tributed over  the  following  states:  California,  Colorado,  Florida, 
Georgia,  Illinois,  Kansas,  Kentucky,  Maryland,  Massachusetts, 
Michigan,  Missouri,  Nebraska,  New  York,  Ohio,  Pennsylvania,  Ten- 
nessee, Washington,  West  Virginia,  and  Wyoming. 

A  case,  mentioned  in  our  last  report,  wherein  our  jurisdiction  is 
being  contested,  still  is  pending  in  court.  In  Pennsylvania  R.  Co, 
and  Pennsylvania  Co.  v.  Interstate  Commerce  Commission,  the  appel- 
lants are  seeking  to  have  set  aside  our  order  in  Interstate  Commerce 
Commission  v.  Pennsylvania  R.  Co.,  169  I.  C.  C.  618,  which  required 
the  Pennsylvania  Railroad  Company  and  the  Pennsylvania  Com- 
pany to  dispose  of  stock  of  the  Wabash  and  the  Lehigh  Valley  Rail- 
road Companies,  which  we  found  to  have  been  acquired  in  violation 
of  section  7  of  the  Clayton  Act.  The  case  still  is  pending  in  the 
Circuit  Court  of  Appeals,  Third  Circuit.  On  December  28,  1931, 
over  the  Government's  objection,  it  was  removed  by  the  court  from 
the  calendar  for  oral  argument  pending  our  decision  on  rehearing  in 
Consolidation  oj  Railroads.  Our  report  in  that  proceeding  was  issued 
on  July  13  (185  I.  C.  C.  403),  and  the  court  has  restored  the  case  to 
the  calendar  for  early  argument. 

In  Piedmont  &  N.  Ry.  Co.  v.  Interstate  Commerce  Commission,  286 
U.  S.  299,  and  in  United  States  v.  Chicago,  N.  S.  &  M.  R.  Co., 
the  former  more  fully  discussed  in  the  chapter  on  the  Bureau  of  Law, 
and  the  latter  in  Appendix  B,  this  Bureau  made  the  preliminary 
investigations  on  which  the  proceedings  were  based. 

Another  important  case,  which  was  referred  to  in  our  last  report  and 
which  still  is  pending  in  the  District  Court  for  the  Northern  District 
of  Illinois,  is  United  States  v.  Elgin,  J.  <&  E.  Ry.  Co.  This  proceeding 
is  based  upon  a  petition  for  an  injunction  to  restrain  the  carrier  from 
violating  the  provisions  of  the  commodity  clause  of  the  act  by  trans- 
porting the  products  of  an  industry  which  controls  the  carrier.  No 
hearing  on  the  merits  of  the  petition  has  yet  been  had. 

A  summary  (a)  of  indictments  returned  and  informations  filed  in 
the  United  States  district  courts,  and  (b)  of  cases  concluded  in  those 
courts,  is  set  forth  in  Appendix  A. 

BUREAU  OF  LAW 

On  October  31,  1931,  there  were  19  cases  involving  our  orders  or 
requirements  pending  in  the  courts.     During  the  year,  17  cases  have 
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been  instituted  and  16  have  been  concluded,  leaving  30  cases  now 
pending  in  different  courts.  Of  these,  9  are  in  the  Supreme  Court  of 
the  United  States,  16  are  in  the  District  Courts,  2  are  in  the  Court  of 
Appeals,  and  3  are  in  the  Supreme  Court,  of  the  District  of  Columbia. 

Sixteen  cases  were  submitted  for  decision  to  the  Supreme  Court  of 
the  United  States  and  10  of  these  were  decided,  2  cases  were  restored 
to  the  docket  for  reargument,  1  case  was  concluded  in  the  Supreme 
Court  of  the  District  of  Columbia,  and  5  were  concluded  in  the  Dis- 
trict Courts  of  the  United  States.  Summaries  of  all  the  foregoing 
cases  are  shown  in  Appendix  B. 

The  cases  decided  by  the  Supreme  Court  were : 

Chicago,  R.  I.  &  P.  Ry.  Co.  v.  United  States,  284  U.  S.  80. 

In  this  case  the  Supreme  Court  held  invalid  the  fifth  paragraph  of 
our  order  of  July  15,  1930,  in  Docket  No.  17801,  Rules  for  Car  Hire 
Settlement,  160  I.  C.  C.  369;  165  I.  C.  C.  495.  By  this  order  we  had 
required  the  carriers  to  establish  on  or  before  October  1,  1930,  and 
thereafter  to  maintain  and  observe,  rules  with  respect  to  car-hire 
settlement  which  would  provide : 

(1)  That  the  same  daily  car  rental  shall  be  paid  to  common-carrier  nonsub- 
scribers  as  respondents  contemporaneously  pay  to  subscribers  to  the  per  diem 
rules  agreement  of  the  American  Railway  Association,  for  the  use  of  general- 
service  freight  cars. 

(2)  That  similar  reclaim  allowances  shall  be  made  to  nonsubscribers  as  to  sub- 
scribers of  the  per  diem  rules  agreement,  in  connection  with  cars  handled  in 
terminal  switching  service,  as  the  latter  term  is  denned  by  the  switching  reclaim 
rules  of  the  American  Railway  Association. 

(3)  That  short-line  railroads  which  are  less  than  100  miles  in  length,  and  which 
return  railroad-owned  equipment  to  the  road  from  which  received,  shall  not  be 
required  to  report  per  diem  accruals  to  numerous  car  owners  throughout  the 
country,  but  shall  be  attached  to  their  connecting  carriers  for  purpose  of  car-hire 
settlement. 

(4)  That  common-carrier  railroads  which  interchange  freight  cars  with  more 
than  one  subscriber  railroad,  and  which  deliver  to  one  or  more  subscribing  car- 
riers, freight  cars  which  are  received  from  another  such  carrier,  and  railroads  100 
miles  or  more  in  length,  regardless  of  the  number  of  railroads  with  which  they 
connect,  shall  make  car-hire  settlements  direct  with  car  owners  in  accordance 
with  the  per  diem  rules. 

(5)  That  common-carrier  railroads  outside  switching  districts,  other  than  those 
referred  to  in  paragraph  4  hereof,  shall  pay  per  diem  to  connecting  carriers  on 
railroad-owned  freight  cars  after  deducting  an  average  of  two  days  free  time  per 
loaded  freight  car  interchanged,  settlements  to  be  made  at  the  end  of  each  cal- 
endar month,  except  that  no  car  hire  need  be  paid  on  cars  received  for  return 
loading  with  coal  from  coal  mines  which  are  customarily  dependent  upon  con- 
necting carriers  for  car  supply. 

No  attack  was  made  on  paragraphs  1  and  4,  and  the  suit  was  con- 
fined to  paragraphs  2,  3,  and  5  of  the  order. 

After  pointing  out  that  in  the  early  history  of  railroad  operation, 
through  freight  was  transferred  from  the  cars  of  one  road  to  those  of 
the  connecting  line  at  junction  points  and  that  this  resulted  in  waste 
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of  time  and  money,  and  after  showing  the  events  leading  up  to  the 
adoption  by  the  American  Railway  Association  of  the  per  diem  rules, 
the  court  held  that  our  order  was  within  the  scope  of  the  authority 
conferred  upon  us  by  section  1  (14)  of  the  act.  Coming  to  the  three 
paragraphs  attacked  as  invalid,  the  opinion  of  the  court  may  be 
summarized  as  follows: 

First. — Paragraph  2  of  the  order,  termed  by  the  court  the  logical 
corollary  of  paragraph  1,  not  attacked,  was  held  valid. 

Second. — In  sustaining  paragraph  3  of  the  order,  the  court  held  the 
classification  which  results  in  exempting  railroads  less  than  100  miles 
in  length  from  the  necessity  of  making  reports  of  per  diem  accruals 
separately  to  each  of  the  numerous  car  owners  throughout  the  country 
to  be  reasonable. 

Third. — Paragraph  5  of  the  order  was  held  by  the  court  to  be 
invalid,  and  for  this  reason  the  lower  court's  decision  was  reversed. 
The  court's  reasoning  on  this  point  is  as  follows : 

This  paragraph  stands  upon  a  different  footing  from  those  just  considered. 
We  do  not  find  it  necessary  to  review  the  various  arguments  made  for  and  against 
the  power  of  the  Commission  to  make  this  part  of  the  order.  Section  1  (14) 
supra,  authorizes  the  Commission  to  fix  the  compensation  to  be  paid  for  the  use 
of  cars,  etc.,  not  owned  by  the  carrier  using  them.  This  the  Commission  under- 
took to  do,  and  expressly  found  that,  whether  subscribers  or  not,  all  common 
carrier  railroads  were  "entitled  to  receive  reasonable  compensation  in  the  form  of 
a  daily  rental  for  the  use  of  their  general-service  freight  cars  when  on  foreign  lines, 
and  that  the  present  per  diem  charge  of  $1  per  car  day"  was  such  reasonable 
compensation.  In  so  doing  it  followed  the  direction  of  the  statute.  It  then 
proceeded,  however,  by  an  order  to  grant  to  the  short  line  railroads  two  days  free 
time  for  int3rchanged  loaded  cars,  and  denied  compensation  altogether  in  the  case 
of  cars  received  for  return  loading  with  coal  from  coal  mines  customarily  dependent 
upon  connecting  carriers  for  car  supply. 

That  exceptions  of  this  character  could  be  made  if  applied  to  all  railroads,  may 
be  conceded,  but  that  is  not  what  was  done.  Here  the  Commission,  having  found 
that  all  railroads  were  entitled  to  receive  a  definitely  fixed  sum  per  day  for  every 
car  used  by  a  foreign  line,  entered  an  order  relieving  some  of  the  railroads,  in 
whole  or  in  part,  from  such  payments.  Plainly  this  order  is  in  flat  opposition  to 
the  finding  and  cannot  be  permitted  to  stand. 

Confiscation  may  result  from  a  taking  of  the  use  of  property  without  compensa- 
tion quite  as  well  as  from  the  taking  of  the  title.  Chicago,  M.  &  St.  P.  Ry.  Co., 
v.  Minnesota,  134  U.  S.  418,  458;  Reagan  v.  Farmers'  Loan  &  Trust  Co.,  154  U.  S. 
362,  410,  412;  Chicago,  M.  &  St.  P.  R.  Co.  v.  Wisconsin,  238  U.  S.  491,  498-499. 
The  use  of  railroad  property  is  subject  to  public  regulation,  but  a  regulation  which 
is  so  arbitrary  and  unreasonable  as  to  become  an  infringement  upon  the  right  of 
ownership  constitutes  a  violation  of  the  due  process  of  law  clause  of  the  Fifth 
Amendment.  Atlantic  Coast  Line  v.  No.  Carolina  Corporation  Comm.,  206 
U.  S.  1,  20.  And  certainly  a  regulation  permitting  the  free  use  of  property  in  the 
face  of  an  express  finding  that  the  owner  is  entitled  to  compensation  for  such  use 
cannot  be  regarded  otherwise  than  as  arbitrary  and  unreasonable. 

******* 

The  part  of  the  order  [paragraph  (5)]  now  under  consideration  creates  an 
exemption  in  favor  of  all  short  lines  and  against  all  connecting  carriers,  irre- 
spective of  varying  circumstances,  in  the  face  of  a  general  finding  that  all  common 
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carrier  railroads  are  entitled  to  compensation  in  the  form  of  daily  rental  for  the 
use  of  cars  when  on  foreign  lines.  The  language  of  the  finding  could  not  be  more 
comprehensive.  If  followed,  it  necessarily  compels  payment  of  rental  by  the 
lines  exempted  as  well  as  all  other  lines.  It  affords  no  justification  for  any  exemp- 
tion. We  are  not  called  upon  to  consider  the  evidence,  since  the  Commission, 
upon  the  evidence,  has  made  its  findings.  The  vice  of  the  situation  is  that  the 
order  of  the  Commission,  that  is  to  say,  its  judgment,  does  not  conform  to  its 
conclusions  upon  the  facts.  In  disapproving  this  paragraph,  we  do  not  mean,  for 
the  present,  to  go  beyond  the  precise  case  presented,  or  to  pass  upon  the  question 
of  the  authority  of  the  Commission  to  make  fair  apportionment  of  car  hire  costs, 
or,  in  special  cases,  to  make  adjustments  and  afford  a  proper  measure  of  relief 
in  the  matter  of  payment  of  charges  for  the  use  of  cars.  Compare  Ohio  Farm 
Bureau  Federation  v.  Ahnapee  &  W.  Ry.  Co.,  89  I.  C.  C.  489,  499;  Kanawha  Black 
Band  Coal  Co.  v.  Chesapeake  &  0.  Ry.  Co.,  142  I.  C.  C.  433,  442. 

Louisiana  Public  Service  Comm.  v.  United  States,  284  U.  S.  125. 

In  this  case  the  court  had  before  it  the  validity  of  our  order  of  June 
3,  1929,  in  Docket  No.  17000,  Rate  Structure  Investigation,  Part  11, 
Sandk  Gravel,  155  I.  C.  C.  247,  157  I.  C.  C.  498,  prescribing  intrastate 
rates  in  western  Louisiana  south  of  the  line  of  the  Vicksburg,  Shreve- 
port  &  Pacific  Railroad,  and  prescribing  joint  rates,  including  ferry- 
transfer  charges,  for  Mississippi  River  crossings  at  New  Orleans, 
Harahan,  Baton  Rouge,  and  Angola,  La.,  and  Natchez  and  Vicks- 
burg, Miss.  The  lower  court  sustained  the  order  and  reversal  was 
sought  in  the  Supreme  Court  on  three  grounds :  (1)  That  the  inclusion 
of  allowance  for  ferrying  the  Mississippi  River  gives  preference  to 
Galveston,  Houston  and  other  ports  of  Texas  over  New  Orleans  and 
Baton  Rouge  in  Louisiana,  in  violation  of  Article  I,  section  9,  clause 
6,  of  the  Constitution;  (2)  That  we  had  made  no  findings  and  had  no 
evidence  before  us  as  to  the  cost  of  the  ferry  service,  and  (3)  That 
there  is  no  evidence  to  warrant  a  finding  that  the  lower  intrastate 
rates  in  effect  under  State  authority  operate  as  a  real  and  substan- 
tial obstruction  to,  burden  upon  or  discrimination  against,  interstate 
commerce. 

All  of  these  contentions  were  overruled.  In  overruling  the  first 
contention,  the  court  said : 

The  clause  of  the  Constitution  invoked  is:  "No  Preference  shall  be  given  by 
any  Regulation  of  Commerce  or  Revenue  to  the  Ports  of  one  State  over  those 
of  another;  Nor  shall  Vessels  bound  to,  or  from,  one  State,  be  obliged  to  enter, 
clear,  or  pay  Duties  in  another."  The  specified  limitations  on  the  power  of 
Congress  were  set  to  prevent  preference  as  between  States  in  respect  of  their  ports 
or  the  entry  and  clearance  of  vessels.  It  does  not  forbid  such  discriminations  as 
between  ports.  Congress,  acting  under  the  commerce  clause,  causes  many  things 
to  be  done  that  greatly  benefit  particular  ports  and  which  incidentally  result  to 
the  disadvantage  of  other  ports  in  the  same  or  neighboring  States.  The  establish- 
ing of  ports  of  entry,  erection  and  operation  of  lighthouses,  improvement  of  rivers 
and  harbors  and  the  providing  of  structures  for  the  convenient  and  economical 
handling  of  traffic  are  examples.  Pennsylvania  v.  Wheeling  &  Belmont  Bridge  Co., 
18  How.  421,  433-5.  And  see  Armour  Packing  Co.  v.  United  States,  209  U.  S. 
£6,  80.     The  construction  for  which  appellants  contend  would  strip  Congress  of 
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much  of  the  power  that  it  long  has  been  accustomed  to  exert  and  which  always 
has  been  held  to  have  been  granted  to  it  by  the  commerce  clause.  It  is  clear 
that  the  Constitution  does  not  forbid  the  allowance  for  ferrying  the  Mississippi 
at  Louisiana  ports. 

Concerning  the  claim  that  we  had  made  no  findings  and  had  no 
evidence  as  to  the  cost  of  the  ferry  service,  the  opinion  reads: 

Neither  the  failure  of  the  Commission  separately  to  ascertain  and  state,  nor  the 
absence  of  evidence  to  show,  the  cost  to  carriers  of  the  ferry  service  requires 
annulment  of  the  rates  prescribed  for  transportation  between  the  places  on  the 
east  bank  of  the  Mississippi  and  points  west  of  the  river. 

Those  rates  were  made  by  adding  eight  cents  per  ton  to  the  mileage  scale  which 
was  applied  generally  throughout  the  above  mentioned  states.  No  rate  specifi- 
cally applies  to  the  carriage  across  the  river.  The  orders  do  not  relate  to  divisions 
under  Section  15  (6)  or  to  allowances  under  Section  15  (13).  Every  railroad  ship- 
ment requires  two  terminal  services  and  the  line  haul.  Shipments  moving  in 
carloads  require  switching  at  places  of  loading  and  unloading  and  frequently  at 
intermediate  points.  Some  require  the  use  of  floating  equipment  and  other 
special  facilities.  Some  are  moved  on  stretches  of  line  where  by  reason  of  physical 
conditions,  the  service  is  performed  at  costs  per  mile  much  in  excess  of  the  aver- 
age on  other  parts  of  the  haul.  Straight  mileage  schedules  appropriately  may  be 
applied  where  conditions  affecting  transporation  are  reasonably  uniform,  but 
substantial  additions  to  rates  so  made  are  necessary  to  cover  extraordinary  costs 
of  service.  While  in  the  making  of  reasonable  rates  all  the  material  facts  are  to  be 
regarded,  it  has  never  been  deemed  necessary  or  practicable — if  indeed  it  is  at 
all  possible — to  ascertain  in  advance  the  cost  to  carriers  of  each  of  the  various 
elements  embraced  in  the  transporation  service.  The  Act  does  not  require 
any  such  determination. 

The  decision  then  reviews  the  evidence  before  us,  which  it  finds  to 
be  clearly  sufficient  to  warrant  our  prescribing  the  schedule  of  intra- 
state rates  under  consideration. 

The  Atchison,  T.  &  S.  F.  By.  Co.  v.  United  States,  284  U.  S.  248. 

This  case  involved  the  validity  of  our  order  of  July  1,  1930,  as 
amended  by  a  supplemental  order  of  April  10, 1931,  Docket  17000,  Part 
VII,  prescribing  maximum  rates  for  the  transportation  of  grain  and 
grain  products  on  domestic  shipments  within  the  western  district  and 
for  export,  and  directing  the  carriers  to  desist  from  certain  practices. 
(164  I.  C.  C.  619;  173  I.  C.  C.  511.)  The  District  Court  sustained 
the  order  and  denied  the  interlocutory  injunction.  (51  Fed.  (2d)  510.) 
In  an  opinion  rendered  by  Mr.  Chief  Justice  Hughes,  the  Supreme 
Court  held  the  action  of  the  lower  court  in  denying  the  injunction  as 
prayed  to  be  erroneous.  In  its  opinion  the  court  set  forth  figures 
used  in  the  carriers'  petitions  for  rehearing  describing  in  great  detail 
the  unfavorable  situations  of  the  carriers  at  the  time  the  petitions 
were  being  presented,  namely,  1931,  as  compared  with  the  conditions 
existing  at  the  time  the  record  before  us  was  closed,  September,  1928, 
and  said  we  should  have  reopened  the  proceeding  to  afford  the  car- 
riers an  opportunity  to  show  how  changed  conditions  had  altered  the 
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situation.     Pertinent  language  used  by  the  court  in  this  connection 
is  as  follows : 

We  do  not  find  it  to  be  necessary  to  consider  these  contentions,  and  the  counter 
arguments  advanced  on  behalf  of  the  Commission,  or  to  review  the  Commission's 
reports,  as  it  is  sufficient  for  the  present  purpose  to  deal  with  the  fundamental 
question  presented  by  the  action  of  the  Commission  in  denying  the  appellants' 
second  application  for  a  rehearing.  Ordinarily,  a  petition  for  rehearing  is  for  the 
purpose  of  directing  attention  to  matters  said  to  have  been  overlooked  or  mis- 
takenly conceived  in  the  original  decision  and  thus  invites  a  reconsideration  upon 
the  record  upon  which  that  decision  rested.  The  second  petition  for  rehearing, 
in  this  proceeding,  was  not  of  that  character.  It  was  of  the  nature  of  a  supple- 
mental bill.  It  presented  a  new  situation,  a  radically  different  one,  which  had 
supervened  since  the  record  before  the  Commission  had  been  closed  in  September, 
1928.  It  asserted  that  whatever  might  be  the  view  of  the  order  when  made,  and 
upon  that  record,  a  changed  economic  condition  demanded  reopening  and  recon- 
sideration. The  carriers  insisted  upon  this  reopening  as  a  right  guaranteed  to 
them  not  only  by  the  Act  of  Congress  but  by  the  Constitution  itself. 

There  can  be  no  question  as  to  the  change  in  conditions  upon  which  the  new 
hearing  was  asked.  Of  that  change  we  may  take  judicial  notice.  It  is  the  out- 
standing contemporary  fact,  dominating  thought  and  action  throughout  the 
country.  As  the  Interstate  Commerce  Commission  said  in  its  recent  report  to 
the  Congress,  "a  depression  such  as  the  country  is  now  passing  through  is  a  new 
experience  to  the  present  generation."  The  Commission  also  recognized  in  that 
report  "the  very  large  reductions  in  railroad  earnings  which  have  accompanied 
the  economic  depression,"  and  stated  that  "the  chief  cause  of  these  reductions 
has  been  loss  of  traffic."  For  "in  such  depressions  the  railroads  suffer  severely. 
Their  traffic  is  a  barometer  of  general  business  conditions." 

It  is  plain  that  a  record  which  was  closed  in  September,  1928 — relating  to  rates 
on  a  major  description  of  the  traffic  of  the  carriers  in  a  vast  territory — cannot  be 
regarded  as  representative  of  the  conditions  existing  in  1931.  That  record 
pertains  to  a  different  economic  era  and  furnishes  no  adequate  criterion  of  present 
requirements.  *  *  *  the  Commission  stood  upon  the  record  of  1928  and, 
without  reopening  the  proceeding  or  taking  further  evidence,  provided  that  its 
order  should  become  effective  on  June  1,  1931.  In  justification  of  this  course,  it 
is  urged  on  behalf  of  the  Commission  that  its  determination  had  been  reached  after 
regularly  conducted  and  protracted  hearings  in  which  carriers  and  shippers  had 
co-operated  and  that  the  adjustments  related  not  only  to  the  level  of  rates  but  to 
the  relation  of  rates  and  to  discriminatory  and  wasteful  practices,  and  that  a 
reopening  would  have  meant  further  lengthy  proceedings.  It  is  said  that  "in 
performing  its  legislative  function  of  prescribing  reasonable  rates,  the  Commission 
necessarily  projects  into  the  future  the  results  of  a  decision  based  on  the  condi- 
tions disclosed  in  the  record,"  and  that  its  determination  "cannot  reflect  accurate- 
ly fluctuating  conditions."  These  suggestions  would  be  appropriate  in  relation 
to  ordinary  applications  for  rehearing,  but  are  without  force  when  overruling 
economic  forces  have  made  the  record  before  the  Commission  irresponsive  to 
present  conditions.  This  is  not  the  usual  case  of  possible  fluctuating  conditions 
but  of  a  changed  economic  level.  And  the  prospect  that  a  hearing  may  be  long 
does  not  justify  its  denial  if  it  is  required  by  the  essential  demands  of  justice. 

We  are  thus  brought  to  the  fundamental  considerations  governing  the  authority 
of  the  Commission.  It  has  broad  powers  and  a  wide  extent  of  administrative 
discretion,  with  the  exercise  of  which,  upon  evidence,  and  within  its  statutory 
limits,  the  courts  do  not  interfere.  The  important  and  salutary  functions  of  the 
Commission  to  enforce  public  rights  are  not  to  be  denied  or  impaired.     But  the 
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Commission,  exercising  a  delegated  regulatory  authority  which  does  not  have  the 
freedom  of  ownership,  operates  in  a  field  limited  by  constitutional  rights  and 
legislative  requirements.  Its  duty  under  sections  1  (5),  3  (1)  and  15  (1)  of  the 
Interstate  Commerce  Act  with  respect  to  the  prescribing  of  reasonable  rates  and 
the  preventing  of  unreasonable  or  unjustly  discriminatory  or  unduly  preferential 
practices,  has  not  been  changed  by  the  Hoch-Smith  Resolution.  Ann  Arbor 
R.  Co.  v.  United  States,  281  U.  S.  658,  669.  The  legal  standards  governing  the 
action  of  the  Commission  in  determining  the  reasonableness  of  rates  are  unaltered. 
In  the  discharge  of  its  duty,  a  fair  hearing  is  a  fundamental  requirement.  Inter- 
state Commerce  Commission  v.  Louisville  &  Nashville  R.  Co.,  227  U.  S.  88,  91. 
In  the  instant  proceeding,  the  hearing  accorded  related  to  conditions  which  had 
been  radically  changed,  and  a  hearing,  suitably  requested,  which  would  have  per- 
mitted the  presentation  of  evidence  relating  to  existing  conditions,  was  denied. 
\ .  e  think  that  this  action  was  not  within  the  permitted  range  of  the  Commission 's 
discretion,  but  was  a  denial  of  right.  The  order  of  the  Commission  which  was 
thus  made  effective,  and  the  ensuing  supplemental  order,  cannot  be  sustained. 

United  States  v.  Baltimore  &  0.  R.  Co.,  284  U.  S.  195. 

In  this  case  the  court  held  invalid  our  orders  of  November  5,  1927, 
and  May  7, 1929,  in  Docket  No.  18672,  Hoboken  Mfrs.'  R  Co.  v.  Atchi- 
son, T.  &  S.  F.  Ry.  Co.,  132  I.  C.  C.  579,  155  I.  C.  C.  330. 

The  facts  were:  By  complaint  filed  August  6,  1926,  the  Hoboken 
attacked  the  division  of  5%  cents  per  100  pounds  of  the  joint  rate  on 
silk  from  Pacific  Coast  ports  to  Hoboken,  N.  J.,  of  $9  per  100  pounds, 
as  being  unjust,  unreasonable,  and  inequitable.  After  hearing,  divi- 
sion 1,  on  November  5,  1927,  found  that  the  Hoboken's  division  had 
been  since  August  6,  1926,  and  for  the  future  would  be,  unjust  and 
unreasonable,  and  that  the  just  and  reasonable  division  would  be  not 
less  than  22  cents  per  100  pounds.  Its  order  of  November  5,  1927, 
required  that  the  Hoboken  be  accorded  a  division  of  22  cents,  and 
also  provided  that  the  order  should  take  effect  as  of  August  6,  1926, 
and  continue  in  force  until  its  further  order.  On  February  20,  1928, 
the  Supreme  Court  decided  the  case  of  Brimstone  R.  &  C.  Co.  v.  United 
States,  276  U.  S.  104,  which  indicated  that  the  order  of  Division  1 
might  be  erroneous  in  so  far  as  it  prescribed  a  retroactive  division. 
Thereupon,  on  our  own  motion,  we  reopened  the  case  and  further 
hearing  was  had.  In  our  report  upon  rehearing,  dated  May  7,  1929, 
we  found  that  our  earlier  action  in  making  the  increased  division  retro- 
active to  the  date  of  the  complaint  was  erroneous,  but  further  found 
that  the  order  of  November  5, 1927,  although  invalid  in  its  retroactive- 
ness,  was  valid  in  so  far  as  it  prescribed  the  division  for  the  future, 
and  by  order  of  the  same  day,  amended  the  November  5,  1927,  order 
by  changing  its  effective  date  from  August  6,  1926,  to  December  5, 
1927,  or  30  days  after  the  date  on  which  the  order  was  issued.  By 
petition  filed  January  7,  1930,  the  Hoboken  informed  us  that  the 
defendants  were  refusing  to  comply  with  the  orders  of  November  5, 
1927,  and  May  7,  1929;  the  carriers  answered,  and  on  February  4, 
1930,  we  issued  an  order  providing  that  on  and  after  March  10,  1930 
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(more  than  30  days  subsequent  to  the  date  of  the  order),  the  Hoboken 
should  receive  a  division  of  22  cents  per  100  pounds  out  of  the  rates 
in  question,  with  the  proviso  that  the  order  of  February  4,  1930, 
should  not  be  construed  as  modifying,  amending,  or  rescinding  the 
prior  orders  of  November  5,  1927,  and  May  7,  1929,  in  so  far  as  they 
relate  to  and  determine  the  matters  in  controversy  or  the  rights  of 
the  parties  prior  to  March  10,  1930,  or  with  respect  to  the  division  of 
rates  on  any  shipments  delivered  to  or  transported  by  the  Hoboken 
prior  to  that  date. 

The  lower  court  held  invalid  the  orders  of  November  5,  1927,  and 
May  7,  1929,  but  did  not  disturb  the  order  of  February  4,  1930.  In 
affirming  the  action  of  the  lower  court  holding  our  first  two  orders  to 
be  invalid,  the  Supreme  Court  said: 

Section  15,  paragraph  (2),  Transportation  Act,  provides  that  "all  orders  of 
the  Commission  other  than  orders  for  the  payment  of  money  shall  take  effect 
within  such  reasonable  time,  not  less  than  30  days,  and  shall  continue  in  force 
until  its  further  order,  or  for  a  specified  period  of  time,  according  as  shall  be  pre- 
scribed in  the  order,  unless  the  same  shall  be  suspended  or  modified  or  set  aside 
by  the  Commission,  or  be  suspended  or  set  aside  by  a  court  of  competent  jurisdic- 
tion." 

The  only  provision  in  the  first  order  in  respect  of  the  effective  date  is  this — "It 
is  further  ordered,  that  this  order  take  effect  as  of  Aug.  6,  1926,  and  shall  continue 
in  force  until  the  further  order  of  the  Commission."  The  Commission  had  no 
power  to  put  this  order  into  effect  as  of  a  prior  day;  no  further  day  was  prescribed; 
the  designated  date  was  not  a  lawful  one.  Accordingly,  the  order  did  not  become 
operative  and  was  wholly  ineffective. 

"Orders  *  *  *  shall  take  effect  *  *  *  according  as  shall  be  pre- 
scribed in  the  order."  The  courts  may  not  usurp  the  function  of  the  Commission 
and  say  one  of  its  orders  shall  become  effective  30  days,  100  days,  or  at  any  other 
time  after  entry.  An  order  must  take  effect  as  prescribed;  its  effective  date,  if 
any,  is  the  one  actually  appointed,  not  one  which  might  have  been.  Unless  and 
until  the  Commission  duly  designates  a  lawful  date  no  carrier  can  know  what  is 
required  and  the  courts  can  not  command  obedience.  It  follows  that,  notwith- 
standing the  first  order,  the  agreed  division  of  the  through  rate  continued  to  be 
the  lawful  one. 

Under  the  guise  of  putting  a  former  one  into  effect,  the  second  order  likewise 
undertook  retrospectively  to  change  an  existing  agreed  rate.  This  was  beyond 
the  power  conferred.  The  order  was  not  divisible;  it  specified  no  lawful  date 
upon  which  it  should  become  effective  and  was  invalid.  The  division  as  originally 
agreed  by  the  carriers  remained  the  lawful  one. 

The  third  order  appointed  a  definite  time,  as  the  statute  requires  not  less  than 
30  days  after  entry,  upon  which  it  should  go  into  effect;  it  also  definitely  stated 
that  nothing  therein  should  be  construed  as  modifying,  amending,  or  rescinding 
the  previous  ones.     Appellees  do  not  question  its  validity. 

Atlantic  Coast  Line  R.  Co.,  v.  United  States,  284  U.  S.  288. 

In  this  case  the  court  considered  the  validity  of  our  order  of  June 
9,  1930,  in  Restriction  in  Routing  in  Connection  with  the  Georgia  & 
F.  R.  between  Greenwood,  S.  C,  and  Augusta,  Ga.,  165  I.  C.  C.  3.  This 
order  was  entered  under  section  15  (7)  of  the  interstate  commerce 
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act,  and  by  it  we  had  required  the  cancellation  of  provisions  in  tariff 
schedules  by  which  the  appellants  sought  to  exclude  the  Georgia  & 
Florida  from  participating  as  connecting  carrier  in  through  routes 
established  over  the  Carolina,  Clinchfield  &  Ohio  Railway.  We  held 
that  the  restrictive  schedules  violated  the  conditions  under  which 
that  railroad  had  been  leased  to  the  Atlantic  Coast  Line  and  the 
Louisville  &  Nashville.     Clinchfield  Ry.  Lease,  90  I.  C.  C.  113. 

Our  decision  in  Clinchfield  Ry.  Lease,  supra,  authorized  the  lease  of 
the  Clinchfield  to  the  A.  C.  L.  and  L.  &  N.,  subject  to  five  conditions, 
all  of  which  were  accepted  by  the  lessees.  These  conditions  are  sum- 
marized by  the  Supreme  Court  in  its  opinion  as  follows: 

*  *  *  Condition  1  requires  the  maintenance  of  a  separate  organization  for 
the  Clinchfield  so  that  the  road  "shall  constitute  a  separate  operating  unit." 
Condition  3  requires  the  continuance  of  existing  routes  and  channels  of  trade, 
existing  gateways  for  the  interchange  of  traffic  and  "the  present  neutrality  of 
handling  the  traffic  inbound  and  outbound"  so  as  to  permit  equal  service,  routing, 
and  movement  of  competitive  traffic  to  and  from  all  connecting  lines  reached  by 
the  Clinchfield.  Condition  4  requires  the  lessees  to  permit  carriers  then  con- 
necting with  the  line  of  the  Clinchfield,  or  which  may  thereafter  connect  with  it, 
to  participate,  without  discrimination,  in  through  routes  and  joint  rates  on  traffic 
moving  over  the  Clinchfield  as  an  intermediate  road  between  points  at  and  beyond 
the  Ohio  River,  on  the  one  hand,  and  points  in  southeastern  and  Carolina  territory, 
on  the  other;  and  that  to  this  end  the  Clinchfield  shall  be  maintained  as  an  open 
route  for  traffic  available  to  all  carriers  connecting  with  it.  The  order  of  June  9, 
1930,  here  assailed,  canceled  the  restrictive  schedules  on  the  ground  that  they 
violated  Conditions  3  and  4. 

The  Court  considered  the  case  under  three  points: 

First.  The  plaintiffs  contend  that  the  restrictive  schedules  are  consistent  with 
the  conditions  because  the  Georgia  &  Florida  is  not  a  carrier  "connecting  with  the 
Clinchfield."  The  argument  is  that  the  Georgia  &  Florida  does  not  connect, 
since  its  own  rails  do  not  physically  abut  on  the  Clinchfield  rails — the  connection 
being  made  over  the  Piedmont  &  Northern,  an  intermediate  carrier.  There  is 
no  warrant  for  limiting  the  meaning  of  "connecting  lines"  to  those  having  a  direct 
physical  connection  with  the  Clinchfield.  The  term  is  commonly  used  as  refer- 
ring to  all  the  lines  making  up  a  through  route. 

Second.  The  plaintiffs  contend  that  the  restrictive  schedules  are  consistent  with 
the  conditions,  because  these  assure  equality  of  treatment  only  to  connections  exist- 
ing at  the  time  the  order  was  entered  authorizing  the  lease,  and  the  Greenwood 
extension,  by  means  of  which  the  Georgia  &  Florida  connects  with  the  Piedmont 
&  Northern,  was  not  built  until  several  years  thereafter.  But  the  open  route 
guaranteed  by  the  conditions  is  not  so  limited.  Condition  4  prescribes  that  the 
lessees  "shall  permit  the  line  of  the  Clinchfield  and  its  subsidiaries  to  be  used  as 
a  link  for  through  traffic,  .  .  .  equally  available  to  such  other  carriers,  now  con- 
necting, or  which  may  thereafter  connect,  with  the  line  of  the  Clinchfield  and  its 
subsidiaries,  as  may  desire  to  participate  in  through  routes  and  joint  rates  be- 
tween points  in  territory  north  and  west  of  the  line  of  the  Clinchfield  and  points 
at  and  beyond  the  Ohio  River,  on  the  one  hand,  and  points  in  the  Southeastern 
and  Carolina  territory,  on  the  other." 
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Third.  In  overruling  the  contention  that  certain  of  the  conditions 
violate  the  short-haul  provision  of  section  15  (4),  in  that  the  order 
short-hauls  traffic  which  would  otherwise  pass  over  the  C.  &  W., 
which  is  a  part  of  the  Coast  Line  System,  the  court  said: 

The  Commission's  order  of  June  3,  1924,  which  prescribed  the  conditions  did 
not  require  the  lessees  to  abandon  any  protection  given  by  Section  15  (4)  in 
respect  to  their  then  existing  lines.  It  was  not  an  order  establishing  a  through 
route  within  the  meaning  of  Section  15  (3).  In  respect  to  the  Clinchfield,  which 
the  carriers  sought  to  acquire,  the  Commission  gave  them  the  option  of  either 
consenting  to  certain  through  routing  over  that  road  or  abandoning  their  plan 
to  lease  the  road.  In  effect,  the  Commission  found  that  without  such  a  condi- 
tion the  proposed  lease  was  not  in  the  public  interest.  With  that  condition  it 
was.  Compare  Chicago  Junction  Case,  264  U.  S.  258,  265.  It  was  within  the 
powers  of  the  Commission  to  make  such  a  condition.  Obviously  the  condition 
was  not  arbitrary.  The  provision  was  requested  by  the  carriers  interested;  and 
it  was  required  in  order  that  competition,  which  the  Commission  deemed  to  be 
in  the  public  interest,  be  preserved.  Compare  Chesapeake  &  Ohio  Ry.  Co.  v.  United 
States,  283  U.  S.  35,  42.  The  limitation  imposed  by  Section  15  (4)  of  the  Act 
upon  the  Commission's  power  under  Section  15  (3)  to  establish  through  routes 
is  designed  to  protect  the  existing  long  haul  routes  of  carriers.  Compare  United 
States  v.  Missouri  Pacific  R.  Co.,  278  U.  S.  269,  277.  It  applies  only  when  the 
Commission  is  exercising  the  power  conferred  by  that  paragraph.  It  is  not  a 
limitation  upon  the  power  of  the  Commission  to  approve  new  combinations  of 
carriers. 

Transit  Coram,  v.  United  States,  284  U.  S.  360. 

In  this  case  the  Supreme  Court  sustained  the  validity  of  our 
order  in  Finance  Docket  No.  7353  (162  I.  C.  C.  363;  166  I.  C.  C. 
671;  175  I.  C.  C.  163),  authorizing  the  Long  Island  Railroad  Com- 
pany to  abandon  that  portion  of  its  Whitestone  branch  extending 
from  the  west  bank  of  the  Flushing  River  to  Whitestone  Landing, 
a  distance  of  4.1  miles. 

In  its  statement  of  the  case,  the  court  reviewed  the  facts  developed 
in  our  report,  .emphasizing  the  large  decrease  in  passenger  revenue 
on  the  branch  following  the  opening  of  the  city-owned  rapid  transit 
line  connecting  Flushing  with  Manhattan  in  January,  1928,  and  the 
expense  the  carrier  would  have  to  incur  in  order  to  comply  with  cer- 
tain grade  crossing  elimination  orders  of  the  Transit  Commission. 
The  company's  share  of  these  costs  was  estimated  at  $2,000,000, 
which  was  compared  by  the  court  with  the  total  value  of  land  and 
improvements  on  the  portion  of  the  branch  sought  to  be  abandoned, 
approximately  $933,000. 

The  State  of  New  York  and  the  Transit  Commission  challenged 
our  power  to  issue  a  certificate  of  public  convenience  and  necessity 
in  such  a  case  as  is  here  presented,  and  asserted  that  if  we  have  such 
power  the  proofs  do  not  warrant  our  action.  The  lower  court  sus- 
tained the  order.  In  its  decision,  the  Supreme  Court  discussed  two 
propositions  of  law,  as  follows: 
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First. — In  answering  appellants'  claim  that  the  certificate  has  as 
its  sole  basis  the  order  of  the  Transit  Commission  for  the  removal  of 
grade  crossings,  a  valid  exercise  of  the  state's  police  power,  which  we 
could  not  destroy  or  impair  by  authorizing  an  abandonment  of  the 
line,  the  court  said: 

*  *  *  We  think  this  assertion  is  based  upon  a  misconception  of  the  Com- 
mission's action.  In  ascertaining  the  public  convenience  and  necessity  the 
Commission  was  bound  to  weigh  the  benefit  to  accrue  to  interstate  commerce 
by  the  abandonment  against  the  resultant  prejudice  and  injury  to  intrastate 
commerce.  Colorado  v.  United  States,  271  U.  S.  153,  168.  The  finding  was  that 
continued  operation  would  result  in  a  serious  and  increasing  depletion  of  revenue, 
due  to  the  competition  by  the  city's  rapid  transit  lines  and  their  probable  exten- 
tion  which  would  entail  an  unreasonable  burden  on  interstate  commerce.  It 
was  found  that  the  expenditure  for  removal  of  grade  crossings  would,  in  the  cir- 
cumstances, be  a  waste  of  the  company's  funds,  and  that  the  requirement  of  the 
State  Transit  Commission  removed  all  doubt  of  the  propriety  of  abandonment  of 
the  branch.  The  magnitude  of  the  required  outlay  as  compared  with  the  value 
of  the  whole  property,  and  the  resulting  effect  on  the  company's  revenue,  were 
facts  properly  taken  into  account  in  passing  on  the  application.  Compare 
Oregon  R.  &  N.  Co.  v.  Fairchild,  224  U.  S.  510,  529;  Lehigh  Valley  R.  Co.  v. 
Board  of  Commissioners,  278  U.  S.  24,  34;  New  Orleans  Public  Service,  Inc.,  v. 
New  Orleans,  281  U.  S.  682,  687. 

In  reaching  these  conclusions  the  Commission  considered  the  needs  of  the 
•communities  served,  and  gave  due  regard  to  them.  It  was  shown  that  the  city 
authorities  had  refused  to  take  over  the  line,  when  the  company  offered  to  convey 
it,  on  the  ground  that  the  territory  could  be  adequately  served  by  bus  transporta- 
tion. Moreover,  the  company  could  not  maintain  satisfactory  schedules  on  the 
branch,  because  of  congestion  in  the  tunnels  under  the  East  River,  and  without 
better  schedules  could  not  hope  to  increase  use  of  this  line.  It  was  in  evidence 
that  the  company's  offer  to  establish  an  adequate  bus  system  had  not  been  ac- 
cepted by  the  city  authorities.  There  was  other  proof,  which  need  not  be  de- 
tailed, as  to  the  intrastate  traffic  needs.  All  these  matters  were  given  due  con- 
sideration by  the  Commission  in  reaching  its  ultimate  conclusion.  It  followed 
the  course  outlined  in  Colorado  v.  United  States,  supra,  and  the  claim  that  its 
action  was  beyond  its  authority  and  without  warrant  of  law  cannot  be  sustained. 
That  decision  requires  a  holding  that  appellant's  assertion  of  unconstitutional 
invasion  of  the  State's  sovereignty  is  without  merit.  We  need  not  elaborate  what 
was  there  said  on  the  subject  (271  U.  S.  165). 

Second. — Appellants  contended  that  our  findings  and  conclusions 
lack  support  in  the  evidence,  and  that  the  evidence  shows  that  the 
continued  operation  of  the  branch  will  not  prejudice,  burden,  obstruct, 
or  interfere  with  interstate  commerce,  and  sought  to  distinguish  this 
•case  from  the  Colorado  Case,  supra,  asserting  that  we  had  ignored  the 
test  approved  in  that  case  and  had  acted  upon  an  erroneous  theory 
that  proof  that  the  continuance  of  the  Whitestone  branch  would 
constitute  a  burden  on  interstate  commerce  was  unnecessary.  In 
overruling  this  contention,  and  in  affirming  the  judgment  of  the 
District  Court,  the  Supreme  Court  said: 

We  do  not  so  read  the  Commission's  report.  That  body  professed  to  follow 
the  decision  in  the  Colorado  case  and  we  think  that  it  did  so.     The  Court  there 
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held  that  in  the  issuance  of  a  certificate  of  public  convenience  and  necessity  the 
Commission  need  not  determine  with  mathematical  exactness  the  extent  of  the 
burden  imposed  upon  interstate  commerce  by  the  operation  of  a  branch  line; 
that  such  burden  might  involve  various  elements,  and  that  if  upon  the  whole 
proof  the  conclusion  was  warranted  that  continued  operation  would  in  fact  un- 
reasonably burden  the  interstate  commerce  of  the  carrier,  the  Commission  was 
justified  in  authorizing  abandonment.  There  as  here  the  system  lay  wholly 
within  the  state  and  was  prosperous,  and  no  claim  was  made  that  immediate 
abandonment  of  the  local  branch  was  necessary  to  enable  the  carrier  to  earn  a 
reasonable  return  on  its  investment.  Here,  as  in  the  Colorado  case,  the  Commis  • 
sion  had  regard  for  the  needs  of  intrastate  as  well  as  interstate  commerce.  The 
evidence  was  ample  to  give  a  comprehensive  view  of  the  entire  situation,  and  due 
weight  was  accorded  all  of  the  proofs  in  the  light  of  the  conflicting  requirements. 
The  contention  that  the  Commission  went  upon  the  theory  that  it  might  authorize 
abandonment  in  disregard  of  the  evidence  is  not  supported  by  the  record. 

Piedmont  &  N.  R.  Co.  v.  Interstate  Commerce  Commission,  286 
U.  S.  299. 

This  case  involved  the  question  of  whether  the  Piedmont  &  North- 
ern, an  electrically  operated  railroad,  was  a  " street,  suburban  or 
interurban  electric  railway,"  as  that  term  is  used  in  section  1  (22) 
of  the  interstate  commerce  act. 

The  history  of  the  case  is  this :  In  Proposed  Construction  of  Lines 
by  Piedmont  &  N.  Ry.  Co.,  138  I.  C.  C.  363,  after  investigation  of  the 
character  of  the  road  and  the  nature  of  its  business,  we  held  that  the 
company  came  within  the  affirmative  provisions  of  the  statute  and 
not  within  the  exception  stated  in  paragraph  (22),  and  therefore 
accepted  jurisdiction  and  denied  the  carrier's  application  for  a  certifi- 
cate upon  the  merits.  The  carrier  attempted  to  have  our  action  set 
aside  by  suit  under  the  Urgent  Deficiencies  Act.  A  3-judge  court  in 
Piedmont  &  N.  Ry.  Co.  v.  United  States,  30  Fed.  (2d)  421,  held  we  had 
jurisdiction  and  sustained  our  order  on  the  merits.  The  carrier 
appealed  to  the  Supreme  Court,  and  that  court  (280  U.  S.  469)  held 
that  the  order  attacked  was  negative  in  character  and  that  the  3-judge 
court  should  have  dismissed  the  case  for  want  of  jurisdiction  rather 
than  upon  the  merits. 

The  Piedmont  &  N.,  then,  by  authority  of  a  resolution  of  its  board 
of  directors,  commenced  construction  of  an  extension  of  its  lines 
between  Spartanburg,  S.  C,  and  Gastonia,  N.  C,  and  advised  us  of 
the  fact.  Whereupon  we  brought  suit  in  the  United  States  District 
Court  for  the  Western  District  of  South  Carolina  to  enjoin  the  pro- 
posed construction.  Existing  steam  railways  operating  in  the  vicinity 
were  permitted  to  intervene  as  parties  plaintiff.  The  court  found  for 
the  plaintiffs  and  decreed  that  the  injunction  issue.  (Interstate  Com- 
merce Commission  v.  Piedmont  <&  N.  Ry.  Co.,  51  Fed.  (2d)  766.)  The 
Piedmont  &  N.  appealed  to  the  United  States  Circuit  Court  of  Appeals 
for  the  Fourth  Circuit,  and,  before  hearing  in  that  court,  applied  to 
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the  United  States  Supreme  Court  for  writ  of  certiorari,  which  writ 
the  court  granted. 

The  Supreme  Court  in  its  opinion  pointed  out  that  the  Piedmont  & 
Northern's  position  was  that  because  certain  features  of  its  con- 
struction and  manner  of  operation  were  peculiar  to  electric  railways 
of  local  scope  and  influence,  rather  than  characteristic  of  the  ordinary 
type  of  steam  roads,  it  was  entitled,  under  the  exemption  stated  in 
paragraph  (22)  of  section  1  of  the  act,  to  extend  its  lines  without 
first  securing  our  approval.  After  enumerating  some  of  these  features 
of  the  carrier's  business,  the  court  says : 

These  alleged  distinctions  lose  much  of  their  significance  when  we  consider 
other  facts  found  by  the  trial  court,  without  exceptions  or  assignment  of  error. 

The  court  then  pointed  out  the  preponderance  of  the  carrier's 
freight  business,  the  large  proportion  of  its  interstate  and  interchange 
traffic,  its  numerous  interstate  tariff  schedules,  its  off-line  soliciting 
agencies,  its  key  position  in  a  new  trunk  line  which  would  be  made 
possible  by  the  contemplated  extensions,  and  the  large  amount  of 
revenue  which  the  carrier  would  take  away  from  existing  systems  upon 
the  completion  of  its  contemplated  extensions.  The  court  then  refers 
to  the  case  of  Texas  &  P.  R.  Co.  v.  Gulf,  C.  &  S.  By.  Co.,  270  U.  S. 
266,  277-278,  wherein  the  court  announced  the  guiding  principles  to> 
be  followed  in  construing  paragraph  (22);  in  this  connection  sa}7ing: 

*  *  *  As  there  indicated,  the  purpose  of  the  statute  to  develop  and  maintain 
an  adequate  railway  system  for  the  people  of  the  United  States  requires  a  broader 
and  more  liberal  interpretation  than  that  to  be  drawn  from  mere  dictionary 
definitions  of  the  words  employed  by  Congress. 

In  considering  the  Piedmont  &  Northern  lines  under  the  aforesaid 
" guiding  principles,"  the  court  said: 

The  petitioner's  railway  is  of  such  importance  in  interstate  commerce  and: 
renders  a  service  so  predominantly  devoted  to  the  handling  of  interstate  freight 
in  connection  with  steam  railroads,  is  in  such  relation  to  connecting  steam  carriers, 
and  competes  with  steam  trunk  lines  in  such  manner,  that  in  view  of  the  declared 
policy  of  the  act  we  cannot  hold  it  an  "inter urban"  railway  within  the  exemption 
of  the  same  paragraph.  The  Transportation  Act  was  remedial  legislation  and 
should  therefore  be  given  a  liberal  interpretation;  but  for  the  same  reason  exemp- 
tions from  its  sweep  should  be  narrowed  and  limited  to  effect  the  remedy  intended. 
Spokane  &  Inland  Empire  R.  Co.  v.  United  States,  241  U.  S.  344. 

That  each  case  is  to  be  decided  upon  the  facts  appertaining  to  the 
particular  carrier  involved  is  indicated  by  the  following  language  of 
the  court: 

In  cases  where  an  appreciation  of  the  facts  is  requisite  to  proper  classification 
it  is  not  always  easy  to  draw  the  line.  Instances  may  be  supposed  where  great 
difficulty  might  be  experienced  in  determining  whether  an  electric  railway  line 
falls  within  or  without  the  exception  of  paragraph  (22). 
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^  With  respect  to  instances  cited  by  the  Piedmont  &  Northern  wherein 
it  was  treated  by  us  and  by  other  governmental  agencies  in  a  manner 
different  from  treatment  accorded  the  ordinary  steam  railways,  the 
court  said : 

*  *  *  Neither  the  administrative  nor  the  statutory  classification  has, 
however,  been  uniform,  and  in  any  event  is  not  controlling  in  this  litigation. 

The  concluding  paragraph  of  the  opinion  is  as  follows: 

We  are  of  opinion  that  the  District  Court  correctly  held  that  petitioner  falls 
within  the  terms  of  paragraphs  (18)  to  (21)  of  section  1  of  the  Interstate  Com- 
merce Act,  and  was  properly  enjoined  from  proceeding  with  the  construction  of 
the  proposed  extensions  in  the  absence  of  a  certificate  of  convenience  and  necessity. 
The  judgment  of  the  District  Court  is  affirmed. 

Claiborne-Annapolis  Ferry  Co.  v.  United  States,  285  U.  S.  382. 

In  this  case  the  Supreme  Court  affirmed  a  decree  of  a  3-judge  court 
convened  in  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  District  of  Columbia,  wherein 
that  court  dismissed  a  suit  to  set  aside  our  certificate  of  convenience 
and  necessity  issued  in  Chesapeake  Beach  Ry.  Co.  Ferry,  F.  D.  No. 
8013,  166  I.  C.  C.  293.  In  the  proceeding  the  railway  company  was 
authorized  to  establish  a  ferry  in  connection  with  its  railroad,  which 
would  connect  two  points  within  the  State  of  Maryland  located  on 
opposite  sides  of  Chesapeake  Bay.  The  plaintiff  in  the  suit  attacking 
this  certificate  was  the  operator  of  another  ferry  across  the  Bay  at 
Annapolis. 

The  Supreme  Court  in  its  opinion  held  that  a  corporation  whose 
common-carrier  business  will  be  injured  by  the  establishment,  pur- 
suant to  a  certificate  from  us,  of  a  competing  agency  of  transportation 
has  sufficient  standing  to  bring  an  original  suit  to  set  aside  our  order 
awarding  the  certificate.     Upon  this  point  the  court  says: 

The  right  of  appellant  Ferry  Company  to  institute  and  maintain  this  pro- 
ceeding rests  wholly  upon  the  permission  granted  by  paragraph  20,  Sec.  1. 
"Any  party  in  interest"  may  institute  a  suit  to  enjoin  proposed  construction, 
operation,  or  abandonment  of  a  carrier's  line  unless  it  has  obtained  a  certificate 
of  public  convenience  and  necessity  from  the  Interstate  Commerce  Commission. 
In  the  absence  of  such  certificate  the  doing  of  any  of  these  things  is  declared  to 
be  unlawful — a  crime  subject  to  punishment  by  fine  and  imprisonment.  And 
the  permission  is  to  apply  to  the  court  for  an  order  to  arrest  the  unlawful  under- 
taking. The  inhibition  applies  where  there  is  no  certificate  in  fact,  or  where  the 
Commission  lacked  power  to  grant  the  outstanding  one  because  of  insufficient 
evidence  to  support  its  findings  or  other  reason.  An  invalid  certificate  would 
leave  the  situation  as  though  none  had  issued.  Chicago,  R.  I.  &  P.  Ry.  v.  United 
States,  274  U.  S.  29. 

The  court  also  held  that  the  language  of  the  urgent  deficiencies 
act  (U.  S.  C.  Title  28,  sec.  46,  Judicial  Code  208),  prescribing  that 
suits  to  set  aside  our  orders  shall  be  brought  in  the  District  Court 
for  the  judicial  district  wherein  is  the  residence  of  the  party  upon  whose 
petition  the  order  is  made,  etc.,  should  be  construed  to  authorize  the 
bringing  of  such  suits  in  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  District  of  Colum- 
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bia  when  the  residence  of  the  party  is  within  that  District  and  that 
the  judge  of  the  District  Supreme  Court  shall  make  up  a  3-judge 
court  by  calling  two  other  judges  to  his  assistance,  one  of  whom  shall 
be  a  judge  of  the  Court  of  Appeals  of  said  District. 

Upon  the  merits  the  Supreme  Court  held,  practically  without  dis- 
cussion, that  we  had  power  to  entertain  and  act  upon  the  Chesapeake^ 
Beach  Railway  Company's  application,  that  there  was  in  the  record 
before  us  substantial  evidence  to  support  the  order,  and  that  the  suit 
attacking  the  order  was  properly  dismissed  in  the  court  below. 

Other  cases  in  which  our  orders  were  involved  were: 

Arizona  Grocery  Co.  v.  Atchison,  T.  <&  S.  F.  Ry.  Co.,  284  U.  S. 
370. 

In  this  case  the  court  had  before  it  for  consideration  the  validity 
of  our  reparation  order  of  March  12,  1928,  in  Docket  No.  16742, 
Phoenix  Chamber  of  Commerce  v.  Atchison,  T.  &  S.  F.  Ry.  Co.,  140 
I.  C.  C.  171. 

The  precise  question  presented  was  our  power  to  award  reparation 
on  shipments  which  moved  under  rates  prescribed  or  approved  by 
us.  In  the  opinion  the  court  referred  to  provisions  of  the  interstate 
commerce  act  and  pointed  out  that  under  it  the  carriers  had  the 
power  to  initiate  rates  and  also  the  burden  of  exacting  only  such 
rates  as  were  reasonable  and  that  the  power  to  determine  the  reason- 
ableness of  a  rate  had  been  committed  to  us;  that  under  the  Hepburn 
Act  and  the  transportation  act  we  had  been  granted  enlarged  powers 
with  respect  to  rates,  being  given  authority  to  prescribe  a  reasonable 
rate,  maximum  or  minimum  reasonable  rates,  or  the  maximum  and 
minimum  limits  within  which  the  carriers'  published  rates  must  come. 
It  then  said: 

*  *  *  When  under  this  mandate  the  Commission  declares  a  specific  rate  to 
be  the  reasonable  and  lawful  rate  for  the  future  it  speaks  as  the  legislature,  and  its 
pronouncement  has  the  force  of  a  statute.  This  Court  has  repeatedly  so  held 
with  respect  to  the  fixing  of  specific  rates  by  state  commissions;  and  in  this  respect 
there  is  no  difference  between  authority  delegated  by  state  legislation  and  that 
conferred  by  Congressional  action. 

Answering  a  suggestion  that  the  mere  setting  of  limits  by  one  of 
our  orders  leaves  the  carrier  free  to  name  rates  within  those  limits 
and  it  must  publish  a  reasonable  rate  within  the  boundaries  set  by 
the  order,  and  must  bear  the  burden,  notwithstanding  the  order  of 
maintaining  the  rate  at  a  reasonable  level,  otherwise  be  subject  to 
a  damage  suit,  the  court  said: 

*  *  *  This  argument  overlooks  the  fact  that  in  declaring  a  maximum  rate 
the  Commission  is  exercising  a  delegated  power  legislative  in  character;  that  it 
may  act  only  within  the  scope  of  the  delegation;  that  its  authority  is  to  fix  a  maxi- 
mum or  minimum  reasonable  rate;  for  it  is  precluded  by  the  statute  from  fixing 
one  which  is  unreasonable,  which  by  the  statute  is  declared  unlawful.  If  it  were 
avowedly  to  attempt  to  set  an  unreasonably  high  maximum  its  order  would  be  a 
nullity. 
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The  report  and  order  of  1921  involved  in  the  present  case  declared  in  terms 
that  96.5  cents  was  and  for  the  future  would  be  a  reasonable  rate.  There  can 
be  no  question  that  when  the  carriers,  pursuant  to  that  finding,  published  a  rate 
of  96  cents,  the  legal  rate  thus  established,  to  which  they  and  the  shipper  were 
bound  to  conform,  became  by  virtue  of  the  Commission's  order  also  a  lawful — 
that  is,  a  reasonable — rate. 

Specific  rates  prescribed  for  the  future  take  the  place  of  the  legal  tariff  rates 
theretofore  in  force  by  the  voluntary  action  of  the  carriers  and  themselves  become 
the  legal  rates.  As  to  such  rates  there  is  therefore  no  difference  between  the  legal 
or  published  tariff  rate  and  the  lawful  rate.  The  carrier  cannot  change  a  rate 
so  prescribed  and  take  its  chances  of  an  adjudication  that  the  substituted  rate 
will  be  found  reasonable.  It  is  bound  to  conform  to  the  order  of  the  Commis- 
sion. If  that  body  sets  too  low  a  rate  the  carrier  has  no  redress  save  a  new 
hearing  and  the  fixing  of  a  more  adequate  rate  for  the  future.  It  cannot  have 
reparation  from  the  shippers  for  a  rate  collected  under  the  order  upon  the  ground 
that  it  was  unreasonably  low.  This  is  true  because  the  Commission,  in  naming 
the  rate,  speal  ;  in  its  quasi-legislative  capacity.  The  prescription  of  a  maxi- 
mum rate,  or  maximum  and  minimum  rates,  is  equally  legislative  in  quality  as 
is  the  fixing  of  a  specified  rate. 

******* 

If  by  act  of  Congress  maximum  rates  were  declared  lawful  for  certain  classes  of 
service,  neither  carrier  nor  shipper  could  thereafter  draw  into  question  in  the 
courts  the  conduct  of  the  other  if  it  conformed  to  the  legislative  mandate,  save  by 
an  attack  on  the  constitutionality  of  the  statute.  By  the  amendatory  legislation 
Congress  has  delegated  to  the  Commission  as  its  administrative  arm  its  undoubted 
power  to  declare,  within  Constitutional  limits,  what  are  lawful  rates  for  the 
service  to  be  performed  by  the  carriers.  The  action  of  the  Commission  in  fixing 
such  rates  for  the  future  is  subject  to  the  same  tests  as  to  its  validity  as  would 
be  an  act  of  Congress  intended  to  accomplish  the  same  purpose. 

******* 

As  respects  its  future  conduct  the  carrier  is  entitled  to  rely  upon  the  declaration 
as  to  what  will  be  a  lawful,  that  is,  a  reasonable,  rate;  and  if  the  order  merely 
sets  limits  it  is  entitled  to  protection  if  it  fixes  a  rate  which  falls  within  them. 
Where,  as  in  this  case,  the  Commission  has  made  an  order  having  a  dual  aspect, 
it  may  not  in  a  subsequent  proceeding,  acting  in  its  quasi-judicial  capacity,  ignore 
its  own  pronouncement  promulgated  in  its  quasi-legislative  capacity  and  retro- 
actively repeal  its  own  enactment  as  to  the  reasonableness  of  the  rate  it  has 
prescribed. 

The  opinion  then  adverted  to  the  statement  in  our  report  of  the 
nonapplicability  of  the  doctrine  of  res  judicata  in  rate  cases  and  while 
stating  that  such  doctrine  has  no  application  to  legislative  action, 
it  said : 

*  *  *  The  Commission's  error  arose  from  a  failure  to  recognize  that  when 
it  prescribed  a  maximum  reasonable  rate  for  the  future  it  was  performing  a  legis- 
lative function,  and  that  when  it  was  sitting  to  award  reparation  it  was  sitting 
for  a  purpose  judicial  in  its  nature.  In  the  second  capacity,  while  not  bound  by 
the  rule  of  res  judicata,  it  was  bound  to  recognize  the  validity  of  the  rule  of  con- 
duct prescribed  by  it  and  not  to  repeal  its  own  enactment  with  retroactive  effect. 
It  could  repeal  the  order  as  it  affected  future  action,  and  substitute  a  new  rule 
of  conduct  as  often  as  occasion  might  require,  but  this  was  obviously  the  limit 
of  its  power,  as  of  that  of  the  legislature  itself. 
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Answering  an  argument  that  this  conclusion  will  work  serious  incon- 
venience in  the  administration  of  the  act,  require  us  constantly  to 
reexamine  rates  prescribed  and  put  an  unbearable  burden  upon  us, 
it  was  said: 

*  *  *  If  this  is  so  it  results  from  the  new  policy  declared  by  the  Congress, 
which,  in  effect,  vests  in  the  Commission  the  power  to  legislate  in  specific  cases 
as  to  the  future  conduct  of  the  carrier.  But  it  is  also  to  be  observed  that  so 
long  as  the  Act  continues  in  its  present  form,  the  great  mass  of  rates  will  be 
carrier-made  rates,  as  to  which  the  Commission  need  take  no  action  except  of 
its  own  volition  or  upon  complaint,  and  may  in  such  case  award  reparation  by 
reason  of  the  charges  made  to  shippers  under  the  theretofore  existing  rate. 

The  opinion  concludes : 

Where  the  Commission  has  upon  complaint,  and  after  hearing,  declared  what 
is  the  maximum  reasonable  rate  to  be  charged  by  a  carrier,  it  may  not  at  a  later 
time,  and  upon  the  same  or  additional  evidence  as  to  the  fact  situation  existing 
when  its  previous  order  was  promulgated,  by  declaring  its  own  finding  as  to 
reasonableness  erroneous,  subject  a  carrier  which  conformed  thereto  to  the  pay- 
ment of  reparation  measured  by  what  the  Commission  now  holds  it  should  have 
decided   in  the  earlier  proceeding  to  be  a  reasonable  rate. 

Adams  v.  Mills,  286  U.  S.  397. 

In  this  case  the  court  considered,  and  upheld  the  validity  of  our 
reparation  award  of  December  12,  1927,  in  Chicago  Live  Stock  Exc.  v. 
Atchison,  T.  &  S.  F.  By.  Co.  et  al.,  100  I.  C.  C.  266.  We  had  found 
that  the  exaction  of  an  extra  charge  of  25  cents  per  car  for  loading 
and  unloading  livestock  at  the  Union  Stock  Yards  in  Chicago  was 
unlawful,  and  had  awarded  reparation  to  plaintiffs  in  the  sum  of 
$140,001.25,  plus  interest.  The  question  was  whether  the  plaintiffs, 
103  commission  merchants  and  members  of  the  Chicago  Live  Stock 
Exc.  engaged  in  the  business  of  buying  and  selling  livestock  at  the 
Union  Stock  Yards  in  Chicago,  were  entitled  to  recover  the  reparation, 
it  being  shown  that  they  had  reimbursed  themselves  for  these  and 
other  charges  from  the  proceeds  of  the  sale  of  livestock,  remitting  to 
their  principals  only  the  balance  remaining.  In  holding  that  the 
plaintiffs  were  entitled  to  recover,  the  Supreme  Court  said : 

The  plaintiffs  were  the  consignees  of  the  shipments  and  entitled  to  possession 
of  them  upon  payment  of  the  lawful  charges.  If  the  defendants  exacted  from 
them  an  unlawful  charge,  the  exaction  was  a  tort,  for  which  the  plaintiffs  were 
entitled,  as  for  other  torts,  to  compensation  from  the  wrongdoer.  Acceptance 
of  the  shipments  would  have  rendered  them  personally  liable  to  the  carriers  if 
the  merchandise  had  been  delivered  without  payment  of  the  full  amount  lawfully 
due.  *  *  *  As  they  would  have  been  liable  for  an  undercharge,  they  may 
recover  for  an  overcharge.  In  contemplation  of  law  the  claim  for  damages  arose 
at  the  time  the  extra  charge  was  paid.  *  *  *  Neither  the  fact  of  subsequent 
reimbursement  by  the  plaintiffs  from  funds  of  the  shippers,  nor  the  disposition 
which  may  hereafter  be  made  of  the  damages  recovered,  is  of  any  concern  to  the 
wrongdoers.  This  proceeding  does  not  involve  a  controversy  between  the  con- 
signors and  the  consignees;  and  the  carriers  can  not  be  allowed  to  import  one  into 
it.  *  *  *  The  rights  of  the  shippers  in  the  proceeds  of  the  action  will  not  be 
affected  by  our  decision.     *     *     *     Those  rights  might  have  been  asserted  by 
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intervention  in  the  proceedings  before  the  Commission.  They  may  still  be 
asserted  independently  in  appropriate  proceedings  later.  The  plaintiffs  have 
suffered  injury  within  the  meaning  of  Section  8  of  the  Interstate  Commerce  Act; 
and  the  purpose  of  that  section  would  be  defeated  if  the  tortfeasors  were  per- 
mitted to  escape  reparation  by  a  plea  that  the  ultimate  incidence  of  the  injury 
was  not  upon  those  who  were  compelled  in  the  first  instance  to  pay  the  unlawful 
charge. 

The  court  held  that  an  additional  reason  for  permitting  this  action 
is  that  the  relation  between  the  parties  to  the  shipments  in  question 
was  that  of  principal  and  factor,  not  simply  that  of  consignor  and 
consignee. 

In  stating  another  contention  advanced  as  to  why  our  order  was 
invalid  and  in  overruling  it,  the  court  said : 

The  defendants  challenge  the  Commission's  holding  that  the  extra  charge  of 
25  cents  made  to  the  shippers  was  an  unlawful  practice.  The  conclusion  rests 
upon  the  findings  that  the  Stock  Yards  are,  in  effect,  terminals  of  the  line-haul 
carriers;  and  that  the  service  of  unloading  the  livestock  there  is  a  part  of  trans- 
portation. That  the  yards  are,  in  effect,  terminals  of  the  railroads  is  clear. 
They  are  in  fact  used  as  terminals;  and  necessarily  so.  Whether  the  unloading 
in  the  yards  was  a  part  of  transportation  was  not  a  pure  question  of  law  to  be 
determined  by  merely  reading  the  tariffs.  *  *  *  The  decision  of  the  ques- 
tion was  dependent  upon  the  determination  of  certain  facts,  including  the  history 
of  the  Stock  Yards  and  their  relation  to  the  line-haul  carriers;  the  history  of  the 
unloading  charge  at  these  yards;  and  the  action  of  the  parties  in  relation  thereto. 
If  there  was  evidence  to  sustain  the  Commission's  findings  on  these  matters,  its 
conclusion  that  the  collection  of  the  extra  charge  from  the  shippers  was  an 
unreasonable  and  unlawful  practice  must  be  sustained.     *     *     * 

Other  contentions  advanced  by  appellees  as  to  why  our  order  was 
invalid  were  considered  by  the  court  and  held  to  be  without  merit, 
and  the  judgment  of  the  Circuit  Court  of  Appeals  was  reversed,  and 
the  case  remanded  to  the  District  Court  with  directions  to  enter 
judgment  for  the  amount  of  reparation  awarded,  with  interest,  and 
for  reasonable  attorney's  fees  to  be  fixed  by  it.

All  accidents  reported  to  the  bureau  as  required  by  the  law  and 
rules  were  carefully  investigated  and  appropriate  action  taken  to 
prevent  recurrences  as  far  as  possible.  Copies  of  accident-investiga- 
tion reports  were  furnished  to  parties  interested  when  requested, 
and  otherwise  used  in  our  effort  to  bring  about  a  diminution  in  the 
number  of  such  accidents. 

During  the  year,  8  per  cent  of  the  steam  locomotives  inspected  by 
our  inspectors  were  found  with  defects  or  errors  in  inspection  that 
should  have  been  corrected  before  being  put  into  use.  Due  to  the 
drastic  economies  now  being  practiced  by  the  carriers,  with  increased 
traffic,  it  will  be  more  difficult  to  prevent  an  increase  in  this  per- 
centage. 
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Six  hundred  and  forty-four  applications  were  filed  for  extensions 
of  time  for  removal  of  flues,  as  provided  in  rule  10.  Our  investiga- 
tions disclosed  that  in  31  of  these  cases  the  condition  of  the  locomo- 
tives was  such  that  extensions  could  not  properly  be  granted.  Fifty- 
seven  were  in  such  condition  that  the  full  extensions  requested  could 
not  be  authorized,  but  extensions  for  shorter  periods  of  time  were 
allowed.  Fifty-three  extensions  were  granted  after  defects  disclosedl 
by  our  investigations  had  been  repaired.  Forty-nine  applications; 
were  canceled  for  various  reasons.  Four  hundred  and  fifty-four 
applications  were  granted  for  the  full  periods  requested. 

Under  rule  54  of  the  Eules  and  Instructions  for  Inspection  and 
Testing  of  Steam  Locomotives,  343  specification  cards  and  4,753 
alteration  reports  were  filed,  checked,  and  analyzed.  These  reports 
are  necessary  in  order  to  determine  whether  or  not  the  boilers  repre- 
sented were  so  constructed  or  repaired  as  to  render  safe  and  proper 
service  and  whether  the  stresses  were  within  the  allowed  limits. 
Corrective  measures  were  taken  with  respect  to  numerous  discrepan- 
cies found. 

Under  rules  328  and  329  of  the  Eules  and  Instructions  for  Inspection 
and  Testing  of  Locomotives  Other  Than  Steam,  50  specifications  and 
6  alteration  reports  were  filed  for  locomotive  units  and  25  specifications 
and  13  alteration  reports  were  filed  for  boilers  mounted  on  locomotives 
other  than  steam.  These  were  checked  and  analyzed  and  corrective 
measures  taken  with  respect  to  discrepancies  found. 

One  suit  for  penalties,  involving  30  counts  for  alleged  violations  of 
the  locomotive-inspection  law  and  rules,  was  pending  in  the  district 
court  at  the  beginning  of  the  year.  Judgment  in  favor  of  the  Govern- 
ment was  obtained  on  6  counts  and  24  counts  were  dismissed. 

No  formal  appeal  by  any  carrier  was  taken  from  the  decisions  of 
any  inspector  during  the  year. 

BUREAU  OF  SAFETY 

A  more  detailed  report  of  the  work  of  this  bureau  is  published  as  a 
separate  document. 

Except  as  otherwise  specified,  the  report  here  made  is  for  the  year 
ended  June  30,  1932.

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The  corresponding  totals  for  the  calendar  year  1930  were  5,171 
persons  killed  and  25,562  persons  injured. 

In  addition,  there  were  246  persons  killed  and  15,599  injured  in 
nontrain  accidents  in  comparison  with  310  killed  and  23,868  injured 
in  such  accidents  during  the  preceding  calendar  year. 

The  increased  safety  to  the  traveling  public  deserves  special  men- 
tion. During  the  year  covered  by  this  report  steam  railroads  carried 
599,226,754  passengers  21,933,344,963  miles  with  but  40  fatalities  or 
1  for  each  548,333,624  miles  traveled. 

There  were  13  employees  killed  and  394  injured  in  coupling  or 
uncoupling  locomotives  and  cars  as  compared  with  30  killed  and  604 
injured  during  1930.  Casualties  to  employees  due  to  coming  in 
contact  with  fixed  structures  resulted  in  18  killed  and  232  injured. 
There  were  31  employees  killed  and  1,906  injured  in  getting  on  or  off 
cars  and  locomotives. 

SAFETY    APPLIANCES 

"During  the  year  ended  June  30,  1932,  94  cases  of  violation  of  the 
safety-appliance  laws,  comprising  170  counts,  were  transmitted  to 
the  United  States  attorneys  for  prosecution;  cases  comprising  195 
counts  were  confessed,  6  dismissed,  and  14  tried.  Of  the  14  counts 
tried,  4  were  decided  in  favor  of  the  Government,  5  in  favor  of  the 
defendant,  and  5  are  pending  decision.  The  5  counts  that  were 
decided  in  favor  of  the  defendant  were  taken  to  the  Circuit  Court  of 
Appeals  and  the  judgment  reversed.  The  2  cases  reported  last  year 
as  pending  decision  have  not  as  yet  been  decided.  On  June  30,  1932, 
there  were  pending  in  the  various  district  courts  88  cases  containing 
191  counts. 

United  States  v.  Northern  Pacific  Ry.,  referred  to  in  last  year's 
report  as  pending  in  the  Circuit  Court  of  Appeals  for  the  Ninth  Cir- 
cuit, has  been  decided  in  favor  of  the  Government,  the  judgment  of 
the  lower  court  having  been  reversed.  This  case  involved  two  transfer 
movements  of  4  and  5  cars,  respectively,  at  Aberdeen,  Wash.  The 
cars  were  pushed  for  a  distance  of  over  a  mile  and  a  half,  a  part  of 
which  was  over  main-line  track,  along  and  across  city  streets,  over 
trestles,  a  draw-bridge,  and  street-car  tracks.  Each  car  was  set  out 
at  a  separate  place  en  route.  The  Circuit  Court  of  Appeals  held  that 
these  were  train  movements  within  the  meaning  of  the  air-brake 
provisions  of  the  Safety  Appliance  Acts,  54  Fed.  (2d)  573. 

United  States  v.  Southern  Pacific  Co.,  60  Fed.  (2d)  864.  This  case 
involved  five  transfer  movements  of  cars  between  two  sections  of 
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carrier's  general  yard  at  San  Francisco  without  the  power  brakes  on 
the  cars  being  in  use  and  operation.  The  movements  were  for  a 
distance  of  a  mile,  over  a  lead  track  connecting  the  two  sections  of 
yard  and  also  used  to  serve  a  number  of  industrial  establishments, 
and  across  several  streets  at  grade.  No  main-line  track  was  used 
and  no  cars  were  set  out  or  picked  up  en  route.  The  District  Court 
for  the  Northern  District  of  California  held  that  these  were  not  train 
movements  but  were  switching  movements  and  entered  judgment 
for  the  carrier,  54  Fed.  (2d)  89.  Upon  appeal  to  the  Circuit  Court 
of  Appeals  for  the  Ninth  Circuit  that  court  reversed  the  lower  court 
and  held  that  these  were  train  movements  and  therefore  the  power- 
brake  provision  of  the  safety  appliance  acts  applied. 

Approximately  1,375,000  cars  and  locomotives  were  inspected;  the 
number  of  safety-appliance  defects  per  1,000  cars  and  locomotives 
inspected  was  20.93.  The  corresponding  figures  for  the  preceding 
year  were  approximately  1,400,000  inspected  and  21.76  defects  per 
1,000  inspected.  The  condition  of  safety-appliance  equipment  has 
been  improving  for  several  years,  and  the  records  of  inspection  for 
the  past  year  reflect  the  best  conditions  that  have  been  found  since 
this  inspection  work  began. 

HOURS    OP    SERVICE 

Hours-of-service  reports  were  filed  by  912  railroads,  of  which  713 
reported  no  instances  of  service  of  their  employees  in  excess  of  the 
limits  prescribed  by  the  law.  The  remaining  199  railroads  reported 
a  total  of  4,546  instances  of  excess  service  as  compared  with  7,089 
instances  of  excess  service  reported  by  227  railroads  for  the  preceding 
year,  a  decrease  of  28  railroads  reporting  excess  service  and  a  decrease 
of  2,543  in  the  total  number  of  instances  of  excess  service  reported. 

During  the  year  ended  June  30,  1932,  4  cases  of  violation  of  the 
hours-of-service  law,  comprising  59  counts,  were  transmitted  to  the 
United  States  attorneys  for  prosecution;  cases  comprising  30  counts 
were  confessed  and  3  dismissed.  The  case  reported  last  year  as 
having  been  taken  under  advisement  by  the  court  was  decided  in 
favor  of  the  defendant.  On  June  30,  1932,  there  were  pending  in  the 
various  district  courts  6  cases  containing  65  counts. 

As  stated  by  us  in  our  last  report,  the  hours-of-service  law  should  be 
amended  so  as  to  make  more  definite  and  specific  requirements  with 
respect  to  aggregate  service  and  to  prevent  so-called  short  releases 
for  the  purpose  of  extending  the  time  in  service  beyond  the  statutory 
limitations. 
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SIGNALS   AND   TRAIN   CONTROL 

In  compliance  with  our  orders  8,384.1  miles  of  road,  15,307.5  miles 
of  track,  and  8,964  locomotives  have  been  equipped  with  automatic 
train-stop  or  train-control  devices.  In  addition  3,153.9  miles  of  road 
and  5,254.6  miles  of  track  have  been  equipped  voluntarily  beyond  the 
requirements  of  our  orders,  and  354  locomotives  have  been  equipped 
for  operation  over  train-control  equipped  tracks  of  other  carriers,  the 
total  of  all  installations  comprising  11,538.0  miles  of  road,  20,562.1 
miles  of  track,  and  9,318  locomotives. 

.Final  reports  of  approval  have  been  issued  with  respect  to  75  of 
the  80  installations  required  under  our  orders;  final  action  with  respect 
to  5  installations  being  withheld  pending  further  action  by  the  carriers 
to  correct  certain  conditions  to  which  their  attention  has  been  directed. 

After  hearings  upon  petitions  filed  by  certain  carriers,  we  have  sus- 
pended our  automatic  train-control  orders  in  so  far  as  they  apply  to 
the  Great  Northern  and  Northern  Pacific  railways  and  the  automatic 
train-stop  installations  on  those  roads,  comprising  445.1  miles  of  road 
and  471.5  miles  of  track,  and  the  equipment  of  134  locomotives  have 
been  discontinued.  We  have  also  amended  these  orders  in  so  far  as 
they  apply  to  the  Union  Pacific  to  permit  the  use  of  automatic  cab- 
signal  devices  in  lieu  of  automatic  train-control  devices  on  225  miles 
of  road  and  450  miles  of  track,  and  140  locomotives. 

During  the  year  the  records  of  automatic  train-control  performance 
as  submitted  monthly  by  the  carriers  were  studied  by  our  engineers 
and  current  inspections  were  made  of  both  the  required  installations 
as  well  as  the  installations  made  voluntarily. 

BLOCK-SIGNAL   STATISTICS 

Returns  submitted  by  the  carriers  covering  block-signal  statistics 
as  of  January  1,  1932,  show  a  total  of  116,323.3  miles  of  road  and 
150,805.2  miles  of  track  operated  under  the  block  system,  comprising 
63,530.6  miles  of  road  and  94,838.2  miles  of  track  equipped  with 
automatic  block  signals  and  52,792.7  miles  of  road  and  55,967.0  miles 
of  track  operated  under  the  nonautomatic  block  system.  During  the 
year  there  was  an  increase  of  804.6  miles  of  road,  1,031.8  miles  of 
track  equipped  with  automatic  block  signals,  and  a  decrease  of  1,351.3 
miles  of  road  and  1,615.3  miles  of  track  in  nonautomatic  block-signal 
mileage,  the  net  decrease  in  block-signal  mileage  during  the  year  being 
546.7  miles  of  road  and  583.5  miles  of  track. 

INVESTIGATION    OF   ACCIDENTS 

We  investigated  58  train  accidents,  of  which  28  were  collisions  and 
30  were  derailments.  The  collisions  resulted  in  the  death  of  40 
persons  and  the  injury  of  292  persons;  the  derailments  resulted  in 
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the  death  of  47  persons  and  the  injury  of  270  persons,  a  total  of  87 
killed  and  562  injured.  A  detailed  report  concerning  each  accident 
is  made  public  when  completed,  and  summaries  of  these  reports  are 
published  quarterly. 

Among  the  accidents  investigated  were  two  involving  motor  vehi- 
cles at  grade  crossings;  the  train  involved  was  not  derailed  in  either 
case,  blazing  gasoline  thrown  into  the  engine  cab  being  responsible 
for  the  casualties  in  each  case.  There  were  two  derailments  due  to 
broken  rails  and  two  involved  cocked  switches.  These  six  accidents, 
which  resulted  in  the  death  of  13  persons  and  the  injury  of  45  persons, 
have  not  been  classified  in  the  table  below. 

The  remainder  of  the  accidents  investigated  are  divided  into  four 
groups.

The  number  of  preventable  accidents,  as  above  indicated,  the  num- 
ber of  persons  killed,  and  the  number  injured  in  such  preventable 
accidents,  represent  34.5,  34.5,  and  36.8  per  cent,  respectively,  of  the 
total  number  of  accidents  investigated,  persons  killed,  and  persons 
injured. 

During  the  calendar  year  1931  there  were  4,100  accidents  at  high- 
way grade  crossings,  which  resulted  in  the  death  of  1,811  persons 
and   the  injury  of  4,657.     Automobiles  were  involved  in  3,625  of

During  the  year  plans  of  18  devices  designed  to  promote  the  safety 
of  railway  operation  were  examined  by  our  engineers  and  reports 
thereon  transmitted  to  the  proprietors. 

MEDALS    OF   HONOR 

The  act  of  February  23,  1905,  United  States  Code,  title  45,  sections 
44-45,  authorizes  the  President  to  bestow  bronze  medals  of  honor 
upon  persons  who  by  extreme  daring  endanger  their  own  lives  in 
saving,  or  endeavoring  to  save,  lives  from  any  wreck,  disaster,  or 
grave  accident,  upon  any  railroad  within  the  United  States  engaged 
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in  interstate  commerce.  During  the  fiscal  year  ended  June  30,  1932, 
three  applications  for  award  of  medals  of  honor  as  provided  in  this 
act  were  filed.     In  one  case  an  award  was  made  as  follows: 

Elwood  D.  Crotty,  fireman,  employed  by  the  Erie  Railroad,  who 
despite  serious  injuries  as  a  result  of  a  boiler  explosion  on  September 
16,  1931,  at  Graham,  N.  Y.,  flagged  a  following  freight  train,  thus 
averting  another  serious  accident.  This  award  was  made  post- 
humously as  Mr.  Crotty  died  as  a  result  of  his  injuries. 

Since  the  passage  of  this  act  61  applications  have  been  filed,  38 
have  been  approved  and  23  denied. 

BUREAU  OF  SERVICE 

With  the  general  decrease  in  the  amount  of  traffic  handled  by  rail 
throughout  the  country  there  has  come  to  this  bureau  an  increased 
amount  of  work.  Due  to  curtailments  of  train  service,  changes  in 
schedules,  closing  of  stations,  and  abandonment  of  lines  the  bureau 
has  received  and  acted  upon  an  unusual  number  of  informal  complaints 
and  protests.  We  have  received  requests  from  carriers,  shippers, 
chambers  of  commerce,  and  other  civic  organizations  for  assistance  in 
adjusting  local  controversies  relating  to  service  matters.  Our  service 
agents  are  successful  in  bringing  about  many  amicable  settlements. 
The  economies  effected  by  such  procedure  have  been  mentioned  in 
previous  reports. 

The  work  of  the  bureau  deals  primarily  with  duties  imposed  upon 
us  by  section  1  (10)-(17)  of  the  act.  It  is  our  duty  also,  under  sec- 
tion 12,  to  keep  ourselves  informed  as  to  the  business  of  carriers 
subject  to  the  provisions  of  the  act.  Service  agents  of  this  bureau 
keep  us  advised  regarding  operating  and  transportation  matters, 
including  seasonal  movements  of  commodities,  potential  supply  of 
cars,  and  interruptions  to  transportation. 

The  bureau  has  assisted  in  the  development  of  the  record  and  the 
conduct  of  the  hearing  in  certain  important  formal  cases.  The  prin- 
cipal cases  of  this  character  are  No.  20769,  In  Re  Charges  for  Pro- 
tective Service  to  Perishable  Freight;  No.  22455,  Reciprocity  in  Pur- 
chasing and  Routing;  and,  Ex  Parte  No.  104,  in  six  parts  or  divisions, 
discussed  elsewhere  in  this  report.  The  bureau  is  participating  also 
in  the  proceedings  in  Ex  Parte  No.  106 — Six-Hour  Day  Investigation, 
discussed  elsewhere  in  this  report.  We  have  further  called  upon  the 
bureau  to  investigate  operating  and  transportation  matters  in  con- 
nection with  questions  arising  under  Finance  Dockets. 

During  the  past  year  it  was  found  necessary  to  exercise  our  emer- 
gency powers  in  one  instance.  Notice  was  served  by  the  receivers 
of  the  Gainesville  Midland  Railway  upon  the  receivers  of  the  Gaines- 
ville and  Northwestern  that  the  latter  carrier  would  not  be  permitted 
to  use  specified  facilities  of  the  former  unless  certain  obligations  were 
142521—32 6 
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met,  thus  depriving  communities  located  on  the  Gainesville  and 
Northwestern,  and  dependent  upon  it,  of  train  service.  By  Service 
Order  No.  52,  issued  August  6,  1932,  we  directed  the  Gainesville 
Midland  Railway  and  the  Receivers  theroef  to  permit  the  Gainesville 
and  Northwestern  Railroad  and  the  Receivers  thereof  until  our  further 
.order  to  use  the  tracks  of  the  Gainesville  Midland  Railway  between 
New  Holland,  Ga.  and  Gainesville,  Ga.,  and  their  terminal  facilities 
at  Gainesville,  Ga.,  upon  the  terms  and  provisions  of  the  existing 
contract,  provided  payments  were  made  weekly  in  advance. 

The  usual  surveys  of  available  car  supplies  were  made  prior  to 
seasonal  movements  of  perishables,  grain,  cotton,  and  sugar  beets. 
The  percentage  of  freight  cars  unserviceable  on  Class  1  railroads  has 
increased  from  9.0  per  cent  on  November  1,  1931,  to  12.4  per  cent  as 
of  October  1,  1932.  The  percentage  of  locomotives  unserviceable 
has  increased  from  12.0  per  cent  to  17.1  per  cent  during  the  same 
period  of  time. 

The  service  accorded  perishable  freight  was  generally  satisfactory 
to  shippers  in  all  districts  and  an  adequate  supply  of  refrigerator  cars 
was  maintained.  Reports  by  our  field  representatives  indicate  that 
the  volume  of  fruits  and  vegetables  has  been  disappointing  to  rail 
carriers  for  two  reasons;  first,  prevailing  prices  in  many  cases  have 
been  considered  by  producers  as  too  low  to  warrant  picking,  packing, 
and  shipping,  and,  second,  heavy  inroads  have  been  made  on  the 
usual  rail  traffic  by  truck  and  water  carriers.  To  some  extent  fruit 
which  heretofore  moved  all  rail  to  the  east  is  now  moving  by  water 
from  the  Pacific  northwest  to  the  eastern  seaboard. 

In  previous  reports  we  have  referred  to  the  cooperation  of  the 
bureau  with  shippers  and  carriers  in  the  test-weighing  of  vegetables 
and  fruits  in  various  producing  areas,  including  certain  3-year  tests 
on  vegetables  in  Texas,  the  latter  having  been  completed  in  July, 
last.  The  abuse  of  the  bulge  pack  under  competitive  market  con- 
ditions and  the  lack  of  uniformity  of  average  weights  for  like  com- 
modities from  various  producing  sections  result  in  controversies. 
The  bureau,  through  its  service  agents,  is  in  close  touch  with  develop- 
ments and  it  is  anticipated  that  equitable  arrangements  can  and 
will  be  worked  out. 

In  our  last  three  reports  the  fact  has  been  mentioned  that  the 
bureau  is  examining  all  complaints  concerning  demurrage  and 
storage  which  are  presented,  and  disposing  of  such  as  will  permit  of 
informal  handling.  This  plan  is  proving  acceptable,  effective,  and 
economical.  In  some  cases  it  permits  of  informal  handling  of  cases 
submitted  originally  for  the  formal  docket,  and  in  others  the  parties 
take  the  initiative  in  suggesting  that  expense  for  all  concerned  be 
minimized  by  such  adjustment.     Formal  proceedings  have  followed 
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in  only  two  of  the  cases  so  handled  during  the  year,  and  six  of  those 
submitted  are  still  in  process  of  adjustment. 

We  continue  to  receive  copies  of  contracts  and  agreements  made 
by  carriers  with  outside  shops  for  repairs  to  equipment.  Reports 
made  to  us  for  the  first  10  months  of  1932  indicate  that  with  the 
exception  of  10  freight  cars  no  rolling  equipment  was  repaired  at 
outside  or  contract  shops.  During  the  same  period  714  units  of 
floating  equipment  were  repaired  at  outside  shops. 

The  number  of  units  repaired  in  outside  shops  does  not  include 
equipment  repaired  under  so-called  blanket  contracts,  whereby  a 
contract  shop  or  another  railroad  makes  repairs  to  the  owning  carrier's 
equipment  over  a  period  of  time.  These  blanket  contracts  are  prin- 
cipally confined  to  railroads  which  are  subsidiaries  of  other  railroads 
or  industries. 

There  has  been  a  sharp  decrease  in  the  number  of  units  of  rolling 
equipment  and  floating  equipment  repaired  in  outside  shops  as  com- 
pared with  previous  years,  due  to  the  decreased  demand  for  trans- 
portation. 

Fuel  consumption,  freight  locomotives,  eight  months  ended  August 
.31,  expressed  in  gross  ton-miles  per  ton  of  coal,  including  the  equiv- 
alent coal  tonnage  for  fuel  oil  consumed,  was  16,353.  This  is  an  in- 
crease of  2.9  per  cent  as  compared  with  the  same  period  of  1931  and 
1.0  per  cent  as  compared  with  1930. 

No  country-wide  embargoes  were  issued  during  the  year.  The 
usual  local  embargoes  covering  seasonal  conditions  were  placed  as  in 
previous  years. 

TRANSPORTATION    OF    EXPLOSIVES    AND    OTHER    DANGEROUS    ARTICLES 

Revised  procedure  for  the  consideration  of  proposed  new  and  changed 
regulations  for  the  transportation  of  explosives  and  other  dangerous 
articles  was  continued  during  the  current  year,  producing  satisfactory 
results  with  large  economies  of  time  and  expense  to  interested  parties. 
Under  this  procedure,  no  periodic  or  special  hearings  were  necessary 
for  the  settlement  of  disputed  questions.  Periodic  conferences 
between  shippers  and  carriers  were  continued  as  a  part  of  the  pro- 
cedure and  resulted  in  agreement  upon  changes  in  120  paragraphs  of 
the  regulations  found  necessary  or  desirable  by  reason  of  new  and 
changed  conditions.  These  changes  had  approval  and  publication  in 
five  formal  orders.  Proposed  regulations  for  bus  and  truck  transpor- 
tation of  dangerous  articles  are  receiving  attention,  as  are  those  for 
water-borne  traffic.  Copies  of  proposed  water  regulations  have  been 
circulated  among  interested  parties  as  information  and  for  later 
consideration.

The  large  increase  in  losses  due  to  inflammable  solids  and  oxidizing 
materials  was  caused  mainly  by  fires  in  shipments  of  matches,  and 
chlorate  of  soda  in  wooden  barrels.     The  latter  loss  was  $100,000. 

REVENUE    FREIGHT   LOADED 

The  aggregate  number  of  cars  loaded  is  estimated  at  29,036,000,. 
which  compares  with  38,501,000,  47,263,000,  and  53,423,000  cars 
loaded  in  the  12  months  ended  October  31,  1931,  1930,  and  1929, 
respectively. 

COAL 

Bituminous  coal  production  is  estimated  at  305,000,000  net  tons, 
compared  with  396,000,000  and  482,000,000,  and  532,000,000  for 
corresponding  periods  ended  October  31,  1931,  1930,  and  1929, 
respectively.  For  the  same  periods  anthracite  production  totals 
approximately  48,000,000  tons  for  1932,  62,000,000  tons  for  1931, 
71,000,000  tons  for  1930,  and  74,000,000  for  1929. 

The  bituminous  lake-cargo  coal  moved,  during  the  open  season  to 
October  31,  plus  the  stocks  at  the  head  of  the  Lakes  on  April  1  totaled 
23,642,944  net  tons.  Stocks  on  hand  at  the  head  of  the  Lakes,  as  of 
April  1,  with  the  tonnage  dumped  to  October  31 ,  for  1932  and  previous 
years  are  shown  below:

BUREAU  OF  STATISTICS 

This  bureau  prepares  the  Annual  Statistics  of  Railways  in  the 
United  States  and  various  other  annual,  quarterly,  and  monthly 
publications  relating  to  the  finances,  operations,  traffic,  and  employees 
of  common  carriers.  To  the  list  of  statistical  reports  regularly  pre- 
pared there  was  added  a  new  monthly  statement  of  selected  income 
and  balance  sheet  items  of  Class  I  steam  railways  beginning  with 
January,  1932.  Theretofore  a  statement  showing  the  margin  above 
fixed  charges  and  the  current  assets  and  liabilities  had  been  available 
only  once  a  year  in  the  annual  report.  In  the  recent  active  con- 
sideration of  railway  finances  the  need  for  more  nearly  current  infor- 
mation was  felt.  The  institution  of  this  report  makes  possible  the 
omission  of  the  annual  preliminary  report  of  capitalization  and  income. 

Somewhat  simplified  forms  for  monthly  wage  statistics  have  been 
adopted  for  use  beginning  with  January  1,  1933.

RAILROAD    EMPLOYMENT 


Class  I  railways  reported  996,317  as  the  number  of  their  employees 
in  August,  1932.  This  is  a  decline  of  763,236  below  the  number 
employed  in  August,  1929;  518,050  below  that  of  August  1930;  and 
291,757  below  that  of  August,  1931.  In  wages  and  salaries,  the 
amount  paid  out  in  the  12  months  ending  with  August,  1932,  was 
$1,237,389,502  below  that  of  the  calendar  year  1929,  $886,795,655 
below  that  of  1930,  and  $423,702,099  below  that  of  1931.

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OPERATING    STATISTICS 

From  the  following  table  of  operating  averages,  it  appears  that 
the  large  recession  in  traffic  in  1932  was  accompanied  by  lighter  train 
loads  and  greater  speed  of  train  movement.  The  average  gross  ton- 
miles  per  train-hour  and  average  coal  consumption  per  1,000  gross 
ton-miles  were  less  favorable  in  the  1932  than  in  the  1931  eight 
months'  period.

For  the  month  of  August,  1932,  263,410  freight  cars  were  unservice- 
able compared  with  198,343  in  August,  1931.  Between  the  same 
months,  the  per  cent  of  unserviceable  freight  locomotives  increased 
from  20.9  to  27.4  and  of  passenger  locomotives  from  20.6  to  25.0. 

The  number  of  persons  killed  in  railway  accidents  in  1931  was 
5,099  compared  with  5,481  in  1930  and  6,496  in  1929.  In  the  first 
6  months  of  1932  there  was  a  decline  of  10.24  per  cent  from  the  fatali- 
ties in  the  same  period  of  1931.  In  1931,  40  passengers  were  killed 
in  train  and  train-service  accidents.  Per  billion  passenger-miles  the 
number  was  1.78  in  1931,  1.86  in  1930,  and  2.93  in  1929.  The  num- 
ber of  employees  on  duty  killed  in  1931  was  644,  which  was  212  per 
billion  man-hours,  compared  with  247  in  1930  and  308  in  1929. 
Fatalities  at  grade  crossings  decreased  from  2,020  in  1930  to  1,811 
in  1931.  The  number  of  trespassers  killed  in  1931  was  2,401,  an 
increase  of  4.21  per  cent  over  the  corresponding  figure  for  1930. 

BUREAU  OF  TRAFFIC 

The  functions  of  the  Bureau  of  Traffic  have  been  described  in  our 
previous  reports.     See  45th  Annual  Report,  pages  63-64. 

Data  covering  particular  activities  of  subdivisions  of  the  bureau 
are  shown  below. 
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SECTION    OF    TARIFFS 

There  were  filed  156,994  tariff  publications  containing  changes  in 
freight,  express,  and  pipe-line  rates,  passenger  fares,  and  freight 
classification  ratings.  In  addition  thereto,  6,345  publications  were 
received  for  riling  but  were  rejected  for  failure  to  give  the  notice 
required  by  the  statute.  Powers  of  attorney  and  certificates  of 
concurrence  filed  aggregated  23,988.  Applications  received  seeking 
special  permission  to  establish  rates  or  fares  on  less  than  statutory 
notice  or  waiver  of  certain  of  our  tariff-publishing  rules  numbered 
11,829.  Specific  orders  were  entered  granting  10,209  and  denying 
1,246  of  these  applications.  The  remainder  were  disposed  of 
otherwise.  Correspondence  relating  to  tariff  construction  in  accord- 
ance with  our  rules  and  regulations  promulgated  under  section  6  of 
the  act  consisted  of  32,969  letters  received  and  24,857  letters  written. 
For  our  own  use,  as  well  as  for  the  use  of  other  branches  of  the  Gov- 
ernment and  of  shippers,  rate  memoranda  were  prepared.  Our 
duplicate  tariff  file  has  been  maintained  for  the  use  of  the  public. 

SUSPENSIONS 

Rate  adjustments  were  protested  and  suspension  asked  in  626 
instances,  an  increase  of  187  over  last  year.  Of  these  protested 
adjustments,  253  represented  reductions,  278  represented  increases, 
73  represented  both  increases  and  reductions  and  22  neither  increases 
nor  reductions.  They  covered  not  only  a  large  number  of  rate 
schedules  but  many  thousands  of  rates.

Of  this  number,  174  were  disposed  of,  an  increase  of  33  over  last 
year,  120  after  formal  hearing  and  report  and  54  through  informal 
proceedings  without  report. 

THE   FOURTH    SECTION 

The  number  of  applications  was  363.  The  number  of  orders 
entered  in  response  to  applications  was  311,  of  which  151  were  deniaL 
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orders  or  orders  granting  permanent  relief  and  160  authorizing 
temporary  relief. 

Of  the  orders  entered,  50  were  in  response  to  applications  included 
among  the  5,031  applications  for  authority  to  continue  fourth-section 
departures  existing  at  the  time  the  amendment  of  June  18,  1910, 
became  effective. 

Applications  withdrawn,  wholly  or  in  part,  after  correspondence 
with  carriers,  numbered  27 ;  applications  assigned  in  whole  or  in  part 
for  hearing  in  connection  with  other  proceedings,  3 ;  and  202  applica- 
tions or  portions  thereof  were  heard  in  independent  fourth-section 
proceedings. 

The  number  of  petitions  for  modifications  of  orders  was  356,  of 
which  290  were  granted,  22  were  denied,  11  were  withdrawn,  and  33 
are  still  pending. 

Of  the  554  applications  filed  under  the  1910  amendment  to  the 
fourth  section  remaining  in  our  files  on  October  31,  1931,  447  have 
been  disposed  of  in  their  entirety  and  107  in  part.  Proceedings  now 
in  progress  will  result  in  completely  disposing  of  the  latter  applications. 

EXPRESS 

Of  the  tariff  publications  filed  1,591  represent  changes  in  express 
rates  and  classification  ratings.  Of  the  applications  received  seeking 
special  permission  to  establish  rates  on  less  than  statutory  notice  or 
waiver  of  certain  of  our  tariff-publishing  rules,  85  related  to  express 
rates.  These  applications  are  generally  acted  upon  the  same  day 
as  received,  but  in  a  few  instances  two  days'  time  is  required. 
These  tariff  publications,  and  applications  which,  in  most  instances 
indicated  rate  reductions,  exceeded  those  filed  during  the  previous 
year  by  73  per  cent  and  200  per  cent,  respectively.  The  increased 
number  of  such  publications  and  applications  may  be  attributed 
largely  to  the  express  companies'  efforts  to  meet  the  unregulated 
motor-truck  competition.  There  are  pending  complaints  filed  in 
dockets  24145  and  24661  involving  express  rates,  estimated  weights, 
refrigeration  charges  per  car,  and  the  reconsignment  and  diversion 
charges  on  carload  shipments  of  fresh  strawberries  from  points  in 
the  State  of  Florida  to  points  in  various  States. 

BUREAU  OF  VALUATION 

During  the  year  we  have  completed  the  last  of  the  primary  valua- 
tions of  the  1,685  steam  railroads  listed  for  valuation  as  existing  on 
March  1,  1913,  the  date  of  the  enactment  of  the  valuation  act.  These 
valuations  are  incorporated  in  1,035  final  valuation  reports,  although 
a  few  have  not  yet  been  published. 

Now  that  the  primary  valuations  are  completed,  and  the  work 
of  bringing  all  records  to  currency  is  being  pressed  forward,  it  is 
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appropriate  that  attention  be  directed  to  what  the  law  required  and 
requires.  As  enacted,  the  law  went  far  beyond  our  original  pro- 
posals. It  not  only  directed  that  "the  commission  shall  *  *  * 
investigate,  ascertain,  and  report  the  value  of  all  of  the  property 
owned  or  used  by  every  common  carrier  subject  to  the  provisions 
of  this  act"  but  its  other  detailed  and  specific  provisions  opened 
a  broad  field  for  dispute  before  us  with  resultant  litigation  in  the 
courts.  That  has  added  greatly  to  the  expense  of  valuation  and  has 
retarded  its  completion  many  years.  Specifically,  the  law  required 
that  "the  commission  shall  make  an  inventory  which  shall  list  the 
property  of  every  carrier  subject  to  the  provisions  of  the  act  in  detail " ; 
that  the  physical  property  be  classified;  that  we  ascertain  and  report 
the  original  cost,  the  cost  of  reproduction  new,  and  the  cost  of  repro- 
duction less  depreciation  in  detail  as  to  each  piece  of  property,  and 
an  analysis  of  methods  by  which  these  several  costs  were  obtained 
and  the  reasons  for  their  differences,  if  any,  and  separately  ascertain 
and  report  other  values  and  elements  of  value,  if  any.  As  to  lands, 
rights  of  way,  and  terminals  owned  or  used  for  common-carrier  pur- 
poses, we  were  directed  to  report  the  original  cost  as  of  the  time  of 
dedication  to  public  use,  and  the  present  value  thereof.  Property 
held  for  other  than  common-carrier  purposes  was  to  be  shown  sep- 
arately, together  with  original  cost  and  present  value  thereof.  We 
were  directed  also  to  "investigate  and  report  upon  the  history  and 
organization  of  the  present  and  any  previous  corporation  operating 
such  property;  upon  any  increases  or  decreases  of  stocks,  bonds,  or 
other  securities,  in  any  reorganization;  upon  moneys  received  *  *  * 
by  reason  of  any  issuance  of  stocks,  bonds,  or  other  securities;  upou 
the  syndicating,  banking,  and  other  financial  arrangements  under 
which  such  issuances  were  made  and  the  expense  thereof;  and  upon 
the  net  and  gross  earnings  of  such  corporations;  *  *  *  upon 
the  expenditure  of  all  moneys  and  purposes  for  which  the  same  were 
expended."  We  were  required  also  "to  ascertain  and  report  the 
amount  and  value  of  any  aid,  gift,  grant  of  right  of  way,  or  donation, 
made  to  any  such  common  carrier,  or  to  any  previous  corporation 
operating  such  property,"  by  Federal,  State,  county,  or  municipal 
governments,  and  "the  amount  of  money  derived  from  the  sale  of 
any  portion  of  such  grants  and  the  value  of  the  unsold  portion  thereof 
at  the  time  acquired  and  at  the  present  time,  also,  the  amount  and 
value  of  any  concession  and  allowance  made  by  such  common  carrier 
to  the  Government  of  the  United  States,  or  to  any  State,  county,  or 
municipal  government  in  consideration  of  such  aid,  gift,  grant,  or 
donation."  The  law  also  directed  that  "such  investigation  shall  show 
the  value  of  the  property  of  every  common  carrier  as  a  whole  and 
separately  the  value  of  its  property  in  each  of  the  several  States  and 
Territories  and  the  District  of  Columbia,  classified  and  in  detail  as 
herein  required." 
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Formidable  as  these  requirements  were,  there  was  added  the  require- 
ment of  the  service  of  a  tentative  valuation  on  each  common  carrier 
valued  and  on  the  public,  as  represented  by  "the  Attorney  General 
of  the  United  States,  the  Governors  of  States  in  which  the  property  is 
located,"  and  "such  additional  parties  as  the  Commission  may 
prescribe,"  with  30  days  allowed  for  protest  of  such  tentative  valua- 
tion. Any  protestant  was  to  have  a  hearing.  Such  final  valuation, 
it  was  declared,  "shall  be  prima  facie  evidence  of  the  value  of  the 
property,"  provision  also  being  made  for  possible  litigation  in  the 
courts. 

It  soon  became  manifest  that  the  protests  were  to  test  with  meticu- 
lous detail  the  inventories,  prices,  methods,  theories,  and  conclusions, 
and  even  administrative  procedure,  and  that  as  to  any  and  all  of 
these  there  would  probably  be  appeal  to  the  courts.  Consequently 
the  work  had  to  be  done  with  the  greatest  care,  not  only  for  the  sake 
of  the  undertaking  itself  but  also  to  withstand  attack  in  the  courts. 
This  in  turn  required  an  army  of  experts  consisting  of  engineers,  land 
appraisers,  auditors,  accountants,  and  attorneys.  Protests  were  filed 
in  748  cases  and  hearings  held  in  503  cases.  Under  the  broad 
latitude  afforded  by  the  law,  which  gave  to  every  protestant  his  right 
fully  to  be  heard,  hearings  on  individual  properties  ran  many  months. 
In  addition  there  have  been  suits  attacking  our  decisions.  To  these 
long-drawn-out  proceedings  during  the  later  years  is  attributable 
much  of  the  delay  in  the  completion  of  the  primary  valuations. 

It  is  obvious  that  this  act  requires  the  most  extensive,  detailed,  and 
exhaustive  investigation,  culminating  in  a  valuation  of  the  complex 
property  of  the  railroads  extending  over  250,000  miles  of  main  track, 
and  400,000  miles  of  all  tracks,  together  with  equipment,  terminals, 
and  all  other  holdings.  The  result  was  a  much  greater  undertaking 
than  those  who  wrote  the  many  detailed  requirements  into  the  law 
could  realize  at  the  time  of  its  enactment. 

CORRECTION    AND    REVISION    OF   INVENTORIES   AND    VALUES 

The  act  provides  for  the  original  valuations  now  accomplished  and 
also  for  the  correction  and  revision  of  such  valuations  from  time  to 
time.  The  latter  provision  is  the  necessary  and  logical  corollary  to 
the  provisions  directing  the  original  valuations.  Changes  in  the 
property  of  the  carriers,  consisting  of  additions,  betterments,  and 
retirements,  varying  in  amounts  from  more  than  one-quarter  billion 
to  more  than  one  billion  dollars,  occur  annually.  Price  levels,  like- 
wise, fluctuate  continually.  Therefore,  unless,  as  provided  by  para- 
graph Fifth  (f)  of  section  19a,  we  keep  informed  of  such  changes,  both 
in  the  property  and  its  value,  the  valuations  quickly  become  obsolete. 
The  United  States  Supreme  Court  has  held  that  substantial  fluctua- 
tions in  price  levels  affect  values,  and  it  is  the  settled  rule  of  that 
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court  that  the  lawful  rate  base  is  present  value.  It  follows,  therefore, 
that  if  valuations  are  to  be  of  practical  use  they  must  not  become 
obsolete.  Before  we  can  realize  the  full  benefits  of  the  vast  amount 
of  work  performed  in  ascertaining  the  original  valuations,  inventories 
and  land  records  must  be  revised  to  current  dates  and  then  kept 
current.  This  thought  is  forcibly  expressed  in  the  report,  after  full 
hearing,  of  the  House  Committee  on  Interstate  and  Foreign  Commerce 
accompanying  H.  R.  11642,  Seventy-second  Congress,  first  session,  a 
bill  to  amend  certain  parts  of  the  interstate  commerce  act: 

*  *  *  The  basic  work,  now  completed  at  great  cost,  should  not  be  permitted 
to  become  useless  by  reason  of  obsolescence  just  when  it  is  becoming  what  it 
is  designed  to  be,  a  "practical  working  tool  and  guide"  for  the  commission  in  its 
many  regulatory  duties,  or  to  Congress  itself  when  the  railroad  situation  is  becom- 
ing acute. 

The  activities  of  the  bureau  of  valuation,  under  our  direction,  are 
now  centered  on  bringing  the  inventories  and  land  records  down  to 
date. 

PROGRESS  IN   BRINGING  RECORDS   TO   DATE 

Our  experience  demonstrated  that  there  could  be  no  realization  of 
current  valuations  at  a  reasonable  cost  if  it  were  necessary  to  rein- 
ventory  the  properties  in  the  field.  We  decided,  therefore,  to  resort 
to  more  practical  and  less  expensive  methods.  We  issued,  on  June 
25,  1914,  Valuation  Order  No.  3,  which  required  carriers  to  keep 
records  of  all  changes  in  physical  property  and  the  cost  thereof  from 
date  of  original  valuation  and  to  file  summaries  thereof  with  us. 
These  records  of  necessity  must  be  closely  checked  in  the  field,  and 
their  accuracy  verified  by  accountants  and  engineers.  A  convenient 
yardstick  to  measure  the  progress  of  these  examinations  is  mile-years ; 
which  is  the  product  of  the  miles  of  road  by  the  number  of  years  inter- 
vening between  the  primary  valuation  and  the  date  to  which  the 
valuation  is  to  be  brought.  For  such  purposes  we  take  as  a  basis  the 
250,000  miles  of  main  track.  This  gives  an  accumulation  of  4,000,000 
mile-years  from  the  average  original  valuation  date  to  January  1, 
1933.  During  the  first  decade  of  the  valuation  work  all  money  ap- 
propriated went  into  the  primary  work  of  inventorying  and  exam- 
ining records,  and  no  steps  were  taken  to  keep  in  touch  with  the 
changes  going  on  in  the  property  since  the  dates  of  original  inventory. 
It  has  only  been  within  recent  years  that  it  has  been  possible  under 
appropriations  granted,  to  make  any  considerable  progress  in  our  ex- 
amination of  these  records.  Examinations  have,  however,  been  com- 
pleted on  2,500,000  mile-years.  We  anticipate  the  completion  of  the 
examination  of  the  remaining  1,500,000  mile-years  by  June  30,  1934. 
Thereafter  it  should  not  be  difficult  to  keep  a  current  check  on  further 
additions,  betterments  and  retirements  or  other  changes  in  the  physi- 
cal property  of  the  carriers  and  their  cost. 
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In  revising  and  correcting  the  original  valuations  the  next  step  is 
to  apply  the  result  of  our  examinations  to  the  basic  inventories  of  the 
individual  carriers.  To-day  this  work  also  is  well  under  way  and 
should  be  brought  to  a  state  of  currency  by  June  30,  1934. 

A  further  step  in  revising  and  correcting  the  original  valuations  is 
to  determine  changes  in  price  levels,  if  any.  Studies  in  this  connec- 
tion are  being  made  continuously  by  experts  in  our  bureau.  Thus,  as 
the  basic  inventories  are  revised,  estimates  of  cost  of  reproduction 
new  at  current  prices  may  be  determined.  Already  this  work  has 
progressed  to  such  a  point  that  in  the  consideration  of  the  petition  of 
the  carriers  in  1931  for  a  15  per  cent  increase  in  all  freight  rates,  within 
a  period  of  six  weeks  we  prepared  and  presented  in  that  proceeding  an 
exhibit  presenting  all  of  the  studies,  records  and  data  necessary  for 
reaching  conclusions  as  to  value  of  the  railroads  as  a  whole  and  by 
recognized  rate-making  groups.  The  details  of  this  exhibit  reveal 
the  extent  to  which  we  stand  ready  to  respond  to  practical  require- 
ments in  the  field  of  valuation. 

The  exhibit,  which  was  as  of  July,  1931,  included  studies  of  repro- 
duction as  of  December  31,  1930,  at  1930  period  prices;  reproduction 
as  of  December  31,  1930,  at  1931  spot  prices;  estimated  original  cost 
of  all  property  except  land  as  of  December  31,  1929;  net  increase  in 
investment  in  road  and  equipment  for  the  year  ended  December  31, 
1930,  original  cost  of  all  property,  except  land,  as  of  December  31, 
1929,  reduced  in  proportion  to  depreciation;  working  capital,  in- 
cluding material  and  supplies  as  of  December  31,  1930;  present  value 
of  lands  and  rights  as  of  dates  of  primary  valuation ;  estimated  value 
of  lands  and  rights  used  as  of  December  31,  1930;  summary  of  aids, 
gifts,  grants  of  right  of  way,  or  donations  used  as  of  December  31, 
1930;  summary  of  aids,  gifts,  grants  of  right  of  way,  or  donations 
owned  but  not  used  as  of  December  31,  1930;  summary  of  aids,  gifts, 
grants  of  right  of  way,  or  donations  used  as  of  dates  of  primary  valua- 
tion; summary  of  aids,  gifts,  grants  of  right  of  way,  or  donations 
owned  but  not  used  as  of  dates  of  primary  valuation,  and  data 
relating  to  State  and  Federal  land  grants  as  of  dates  of  primary 
valuation. 

In  connection  with  and  as  a  part  of  the  work  of  bringing  all  records 
down  to  date,  we  have  inventoried  and  are  including  a  few  small 
carriers  that  escaped  the  original  listing,  together  with  a  number 
of  small  carriers  whose  status  has  been  changed  from  industrial  or 
private  to  common  carrier  or  which  have  been  constructed  subsequent 
to  the  completion  of  the  original  inventory.  The  aggregate  mileage 
involved  is  5,843  miles — an  insignificant  percentage  of  total  mileage 
of  all  roads. 

As  stated  in  hearings  before  committees  of  the  Senate  and  House, 
we  are  now  in  a  position  on  60  days  call  to  make  complete  reports, 
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extending  even  farther  than  that  contained  in  the  exhibit  in  the 
Fifteen  Per  Cent  Case,  necessary  for  the  fixation  of  the  value  of  the 
property  of  the  steam  carriers  as  a  whole  and  by  recognized  rate- 
making  groups,  and  in  many  cases  of  individual  carriers. 

If  afforded  appropriations  for  the  work,  we  estimate  that  by 
June  30,  1934,  we  shall  have  completed  the  revision  and  correction 
of  the  inventories  of  the  individual  carriers. 

REVISION    OF   THE    VALUATION   ACT 

In  our  annual  report  for  the  year  1923  we  placed  before  the  Con- 
gress the  desirablility  of  "  giving  serious  consideration  to  the  methods 
to  be  adopted  in  the  revision  of  valuations  for  the  purpose  of  bringing 
them  down  to  date"  calling  attention  to  the  words  contained  in 
paragraph  " Fifth"  (f)  of  section  19a,  which  reads  in  part  as  follows: 

upon  the  completion  of  the  valuation  herein  provided  for  the  commission  shall 
thereafter  in  like  manner  keep  itself  informed  of  all  extensions  and  improve- 
ments  or  other  changes  in  the  condition  and  value  of  the  property  of  all  common 
carriers,  and  shall  ascertain  the  value  thereof,  and  shall,  from  time  to  time, 
revise  and  correct  its  valuations     *     *     *. 

We  then,  and  have  since,  stated  that  our  experience  prompts  serious 
doubts  as  to  the  practicability  of  proceeding  in  "like  manner"  in 
bringing  valuations  down  to  date;  that  there  must  be  general  recog- 
nition of  the  fact  that  employment  of  the  methods  used  in  making 
the  basic  valuations  would  be  cumbersome  and  far  too  costly,  and 
that  the  results  would  be  unsatisfactory,  because  valuations  would 
always  be  greatly  in  arrears  of  the  time  of  their  use,  necessitating  resort 
to  estimates  and  other  expedients  to  bridge  a  considerable  interim. 
We  offered  for  the  consideration  of  the  Congress  two  revisions  set 
forth  on  page  18  of  our  annual  report  for  the  year  1923,  either  of 
which  we  believed  would  assure  that  valuations  could  quickly  and 
without  great  cost  be  brought  to  date  of  need  or  use. 

We  see  considerable  merit  in  the  revision  of  19a  incorporated  in 
H.  R.  11642,  Seventy-second  Congress,  first  session,  which  provides — 

(f)  Upon  completion  of  the  original  valuations  herein  provided  for,  the  com- 
mission shall  thereafter  keep  itself  informed  of  all  new  construction,  extensions, 
improvements,  retirements,  or  other  changes  in  the  condition,  quantity,  use,  and 
classification  of  the  property  of  all  common  carriers  as  to  which  original  valuations 
have  been  made,  and  of  the  cost  of  all  additions  and  betterments  thereto  and  of 
all  changes  in  the  investment  therein,  and  may  keep  itself  informed  of  current 
changes  in  costs  and  values  of  railroad  properties,  in  order  that  it  may  have 
available  at  all  times  the  information  deemed  by  it  to  be  necessary  to  enable  it 
to  revise  and  correct  its  previous  inventories,  classifications,  and  values  of  the 
properties;  and  when  deemed  necessary,  may  revise,  correct,  and  supplement  any 
of  its  inventories  and  valuations. 

This  amendment  would  enable  us,  on  our  own  initiative  or  that  of 
the  Congress,  to  issue  new  valuations  when  and  as  need  or  desira- 
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bility  may  dictate.  It  would  simplify  procedure  greatly,  reduce 
expenses  of  both  the  Government  and  the  carriers  involved,  and 
provide  at  the  same  time  the  intimate  knowledge  of  the  property  and 
the  values  of  the  carriers  that  may  be  necessary  or  desired  for  regula- 
tory or  other  governmental  functions  and  requirements  at  any  and 
all  times. 

REDUCING    EXPENSE    OF   VALUATION 

With  the  view  of  reducing  to  the  minimum  the  expense  on  both  the 
Government  and  the  carriers  in  the  future  work  of  bringing  all  records 
to  date  and  keeping  them  current,  we  have  recently  engaged  in  two 
exhaustive  surveys.  The  first  is  as  to  the  various  valuation  orders 
which  we  have  prescribed  from  time  to  time.  The  second  is  as  to 
the  reports  and  returns  filed  by  the  carriers  in  compliance  therewith. 
The  latter  survey  disclosed  that  some  carriers  were  unnecessarily 
duplicating  their  work,  and  others  were  keeping  their  records  and 
filing  reports  in  superfluous  detail  greater  than  our  orders  required. 
We  found  that,  with  the  primary  valuation  completed,  there  will  not 
in  the  future  be  the  need  of  some  of  the  requirements.  We  are, 
therefore,  moving  so  far  as  our  administrative  discretion  permits,  to 
simplify  and  reduce  the  requirements  on  the  carriers,  and  at  the  same 
time  will  urge  the  elimination  of  surplus  reports  and  detail  on  the 
part  of  the  carriers.  When  this  is  accomplished,  we  feel  that  our 
orders  will  require  the  carriers  to  keep  for  our  purposes  records  which 
closely  approximate  those  essential  for  the  corporate  purposes  of 
carriers  and  which  should  and  generally  would  be  kept  without 
regard  to  our  valuation  orders. 

COMMON    CARRIERS    OTHER    THAN    STEAM    RAILROADS 

We  have  heretofore  reported  that  our  appropriations  have  not  been 
sufficient  to  enable  us  to  value  all  common  carriers  subject  to  the  act, 
such  as  pipe  lines,  telephone  and  cable  companies,  and  street,  subur- 
ban, or  interurban  electric  railways  not  a  part  of  a  general  steam 
railroad  system.  We  have  issued  final  valuation  reports  in  7  telephone 
and  telegraph  cases  and  have  valued  the  Pullman  Company.  We 
have  at  various  times  specifically  asked  appropriations  necessary  to 
proceed  to  the  valuation  of  common  carriers  other  than  those  of  the 
steam  railroads,  telegraph,  and  Pullman  companies,  but  the  money 
necessary  to  the  prosecution  of  this  work  has  not  been  made  available. 

VALUATIONS    FOR   RECAPTURE   PURPOSES 

The  work  done  in  our  bureau  of  valuation  in  connection  with  the 
recovery  of  excess  net  railway  operating  income  is  at  the  same  time 
an  appropriate  means  for  bringing  the  original  valuations  of   all 
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carriers  to  date.  Priority  in  revising  and  correcting  the  original 
inventories  and  values  has  been  given  to  carriers  thought  to  be  in 
the  recapture  class.  During  the  year  valuation  data  were  com- 
pleted and  furnished  as  a  separate  chapter  for  40  tentative  reports, 
making  a  total  of  214  such  chapters. 

RECOVERY    OF    EXCESS    NET    RAILWAY    OPERATING    INCOME, 
GENERAL  RAILROAD  CONTINGENT  FUND 

Returns  of  carriers. — On  December  8,  1931,  we  issued  a  general 
order  requiring  all  carriers  subject  to  section  15a  of  the  act  to  report 
the  amount  of  recap turable  excess  income  for  the  year  1931.  In 
response  to  this  and  similar  orders  covering  prior  years,  carriers  have 
filed  reports  showing  the  following  results  with  respect  to  excess  net 
railway  operating  income  subject  to  the  recapture  provisions  of 
the  section :

While  the  carriers  reported  a  total  excess  income  of  only  $23,548,- 
871.76,  one-half  of  which  is  subject  to  recapture,  for  the  period  1920 
to  1931,  inclusive,  our  estimates  of  recap  turable  excess  income  for 
the  period  1920  to  1930,  inclusive,  amount  to  considerably  over 
$300,000,000. 

Many  of  the  reports  filed  include  groups  of  carriers  claimed  by 
respondents  to  have  been  under  common  control  and  management  and 
operated  as  single  systems  within  the  provisions  of  paragraph  (6)  of 
section  15a.  The  question  of  grouping  into  systems  is  being  reserved 
for  disposition  in  proceedings  had  for  the  determination  of  the  amount 
of  liability  in  individual  cases. 

Applicability  to  electric  railways. — In  our  last  report  we  stated  that 
119  electric  railways  either  claimed  exemption  or  expressed  doubt  as  to 
their  status  under  this  section.  There  has  been  no  material  change 
in  this  number.  Further  proceedings  will  be  instituted  as  may  be 
necessary  in  individual  cases,  supplementing  or  applying  the  prin- 
142521—32 7 
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ciples  announced  in  Application  of  Section  15a  to  Electric  Rys.  86 
I.C.C.751. 

Payments  into  fund. — Since  our  last  report  three  carriers  have  paid 
us  $3,300.96,  viz,  Tuckerton  R.  It.  Co.,  $108.64  applicable  to  1921, 
Dardenelle  &  Russell  ville  R.  R.  Co.,  and  Warren  ton  R.  R.  Co., 
$1,623.12  and  $1,569.20,  respectively,  applicable  to  1931.  The  pay- 
ments by  the  last  two  carriers  represent  one-half  of  their  excess  income 
for  1931  as  preliminarily  computed  by  them.  These  payments,  added 
to  the  $10,681,249.90  paid  prior  to  November  1,  1931,  make  the  total 
payments  of  excess  income  $10,684,550.86.  Included  in  the  latter 
figure  is  $2,272.92,  which  was  refunded  to  the  Tuckerton  Railroad 
Company  during  the  year  on  account  of  an  overpayment  of  excess 
income  as  found  by  us  upon  final  ascertainment,  and  also  $800,000, 
which  was  refunded  to  the  Illinois  Terminal  Company  on  July  21, 
1932,  under  the  following  conditions:  By  the  terms  of  an  agreement  of 
April  30,  1928,  the  carrier  deposited  $800,000  as  a  pledge  to  secure  its 
promise  to  pay  such  excess  income  as  may  be  determined  by  us  to  be 
recoverable.  In  a  supplemental  agreement  of  July  9,  1932,  we  agreed 
to  return  the  $800,000  to  the  carrier  upon  deposit  by  it,  as  a  substitute 
pledge,  of  $1,000,000,  of  6  per  cent  5-year  coupon  bonds  of  the  Mid- 
west Industrial  Development  Company,  constituting  a  first  lien  upon 
a  general  railroad  freight  terminal  and  warehouse  building  in  St. 
Louis,  Mo.  The  bonds  were  deposited  and  are  now  held  by  the 
Treasurer  of  the  United  States  subject  to  our  order.  As  the  result  of 
the  foregoing  refunds  the  payments  of  excess  income  now  in  the  fund 
amount  to  $9,882,277.94. 

As  stated  in  our  previous  reports,  the  bulk  of  these  payments  were 
made  under  formal  protests  and  reservations.  Consequently  the 
general  railroad  contingent  fund  created  by  sections  15a  (6)  and  (10) 
of  the  act,  which  is  composed  in  part  of  such  payments,  has  not  been 
available  for  the  purposes  contemplated  by  the  statute. 

In  addition  to  the  payments  of  excess  income,  there  have  been 
pledged  under  funding  agreements  $1,200,000  of  railroad  bonds, 
$1,250,000  of  industrial  bonds,  and  $29,300  in  cash,  held  by  the 
Treasurer  of  the  United  States  and  other  authorized  depositories  for 
safe  keeping,  subject  to  our  order,  as  part  security  for  estimated 
excess  income. 

Contingent  fund  monies  continue  to  be  held  in  the  Treasury  of  the 
United  States  as  a  trust  fund  for  investment  in  obligations  of  the 
United  States.     The  present  status  of  the  fund  is  as  follows:

Income  examinations. — Our  bureau  of  accounts  during  the  year 
made  202  examinations  of  the  accounts  of  steam  railroads  for  the- 
purpose  of  determining  correct  net  railway  operating  income,  bringing 
the  total  number  of  examinations  thus  far  made  for  recapture  periods 
from  1920  to  1931  to  4,068.  In  3,306  cases  the  net  railway  operating 
income  has  been  reported  by  the  bureau.  In  2,080  of  these  cases  the 
figures  stated  by  the  carriers  have  been  increased  $72,345,335.11,  and 
in  977  cases  they  have  been  reduced  $53,035,944.13.  In  249  cases 
the  carriers'  figures  were  not  changed  by  our  examinations.  In  762 
cases  final  reports  have  not  been  made,  but  the  net  railway  operating 
income  has  been  tentatively  determined,  with  the  result  that  in  452 
cases  an  increase  of  $80,650,745.37  is  indicated,  and  in  277  cases  a 
decrease  of  $40,473,120.81.  In  33  cases  the  carriers'  figures  are  not 
changed.  Combining  the  results  set  forth  in  final  reports  with  the 
tentative  determinations,  our  accounting  examinations  result  in 
increasing  the  net  railway  operating  income  $152,996,080.48  in 
2,532  cases  and  decreasing  it  $93,509,064.94  in  1,254,  a  total  net 
increase  of  $59,487,015.54. 

Valuation. — Our  bureau  of  valuation  submitted  valuation  chapters 
for  40  recapture  reports  during  the  year,  bringing  the  total  number 
of  valuation  chapters  submitted  to  214.  These  chapters  contain  the 
necessary  data  for  ascertainment  of  fair  value  not  for  one  year  but  for 
each  year  it  is  estimated  that  excess  income  has  been  earned. 

Proceedings  during  year. — We  explained  in  our  last  annual  report 
that  in  the  beginning  our  procedure  for  recovery  of  excess  income 
contemplated  the  issuance  of  proposed  reports  but  that  we  later 
abandoned  that  method  so  far  as  new  cases  are  concerned  and  have 
since  issued  tentative  reports. 

Hearings  have  been  completed  in  all  the  cases  remaining  to  be  dis- 
posed of  under  the  old  procedure.  The  number  of  such  cases  was 
reduced  to  34,  the  estimated  recoverable  excess  income  being 
$17,835,848'.  Twenty-two  proposed  reports  have  been  served  and  six 
made  final.  Under  the  new  procedure  63  tentative  reports  were  served 
during  the  year,  involving  approximately  $31,991,632  recap turable 
excess  income.  This  brings  the  total  number  of  tentative  reports 
served  to  136,  and  the  approximate  recapturable  excess  income  to 
$54,795,794.  No  protests  were  filed  in  11  cases.  Hearings  have  been 
completed  or  are  in  progress  on  90.  Ten  are  final  by  decision. 
Eleven  additional  tentative  reports  involving  an  estimated  $2,302,815 
of  recapturable  excess  income  have  been  preDared  but  not  yet  served, 
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and  64  tentative  reports  involving  approximately  $25,715,740  are  in 
course  of  preparation.  The  combined  proposed  and  tentative  report 
cases  upon  which  action  has  been  and  is  being  taken  now  number  245, 
with  estimated  recap turable  excess  approximating  $100,650,197. 

Our  work  has  progressed  to  the  point  where  we  are  serving  reports 
upon  Class  I  carriers  in  an  increasing  number.  Because  of  the  time 
necessary  to  prepare  the  tentative  reports  in  the  case  of  large  com- 
plicated carriers,  the  early  reports  issued  had  largely  to  be  confined 
to  smaller  carriers. 

Our  reports  finally  ascertaining  excess  income  are  accompanied  by 
orders  directing  that  one-half  of  such  excess  income  be  paid  to  us  as 
provided  by  section  15a.  In  practically  all  cases  there  has  been  non- 
compliance. The  Attorney  General  of  the  United  States  advises  that 
the  primary  responsibility  for  the  commencement  and  prosecution  of 
legal  proceedings  to  enforce  collection  of  such  excess  income  rests 
upon  the  United  States  through  its  Department  of  Justice. 

Legal  proceedings  for  collection  of  recap  turable  excess  income  found 
by  us  to  be  payable  in  Excess  Income  of  Richmond,  F.  db  P.  R.  Co.,  170 
I.  C.  C.  451,  have  been  instituted  by  the  United  States.  The  Comp- 
troller General  of  the  United  States  is  withholding  amounts  due  this 
carrier  for  transportation  services  performed  for  the  Government 
pending  compliance  with  our  order.  His  action  therein  has  been 
sustained.  Richmond,  F.  &  P.  R.  Co.  v.  McCarl,  (S.  C,  D.  C), 
decided  February  16,  1932. 

The  petition  of  the  carrier  for  an  injunction  annulling  and  enjoin- 
ing our  order  in  Excess  Income  of  Jonesboro,  L.  C.  &  E.  R.  Co.,  175 
I.  C.  C.  786,  filed  in  the  District  Court  of  the  United  States,  Eastern 
District  of  Arkansas,  was  dismissed  without  prejudice  on  motion  of 
counsel  for  the  petitioner. 

The  petition  of  the  carrier  for  an  injunction  annulling  and  enjoin- 
ing our  order  in  180  I.  C.  C.  286,  Excess  Income  of  Prescott  &  N.  W.  R. 
Co.,  is  pending  in  the  District  Court  of  the  United  States,  Western 
District  of  Arkansas. 

According  to  our  best  estimates,  448  carriers  (a  system  composed 
of  two  or  more  carriers  being  included  as  one  carrier)  earned  net  rail- 
way operating  income  in  excess  of  six  per  cent  of  their  fair  value  during 
one  or  more  years  in  the  period  1920  to  1930,  inclusive.  Of  these 
448  carriers,  90  are  Class  I  roads,  137  are  Class  II  roads,  137  are 
Class  III  roads,  and  84  are  Class  IV  roads.  Earnings  of  Class  I 
roads  account  for  92.96  per  cent,  Class  II  roads  account  for  4.43 
per  cent,  Class  III  roads  account  for  0.71  per  cent,  and  Class  IV 
roads  account  for  1.90  per  cent  of  the  total  estimated  recapture 
liability. 

One-half  of  the  excess  income,  under  the  law,  accrues  in  and  is  to 
be  collected  for  each  separate  year.     It  is  interesting  to  find  that  if 
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the  period  of  excess  income  were  10  years  instead  of  1,  our  estimates 
would  still  show  considerable  accruals  of  excess  income.  Estimated 
recapture  liability  computed  over  the  period  of  11  years  from  1920 
to  1930,  inclusive,  decreases  the  number  of  carriers  from  448  to  163, 
classified  as  follows:  45  Class  I  carriers,  54  Class  II  carriers,  35 
Class  III  carriers,  and  29  Class  IV  carriers;  the  percentage  of  recap- 
ture liability  being  93.52  per  cent,  4.06  per  cent,  0.63  per  cent,  and 
1.79  per  cent,  respectively.  Should  the  years  1931  and  1932  be 
added  to  the  11-year  period  a  further  decrease  would  be  noted  but  it  is 
highly  probable  that  there  would  still  be  some  "recapture  roads." 

Analyses  of  these  computations  disclose  that  those  carriers  falling 
in  the  recapture  class  are  not  confined  to  any  particular  section  of  the 
country.  They  are  located  in  all  of  the  recognized  rate  groups.  It 
is  interesting  to  note,  however,  that  the  consistent  excess  earners  are 
in  the  majority  of  instances  eastern  coal-carrying  roads  and  so-called 
industrial  roads  (owned  or  controlled  by  an  industry),  particularly 
those  owned  or  controlled  by  the  steel  corporations. 

In  former  reports  we  have  recommended  that  the  recapture  provi- 
sions be  repealed  in  their  entirety.  The  reasons  advanced  in  support 
of  that  recommendation  are  still  applicable.  Inasmuch  as  the  recap- 
ture provisions  are  interrelated  with  the  other  provisions  of  section 
15a,  reference  is  made  to  other  portions  of  this  report  wherein  the 
recapture  provisions  are  discussed  in  connection  with  the  section  as 
a  whole.

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RECOMMENDATIONS  FOR  LEGISLATION 

In  summarizing  our  recommendations  for  legislation,  it  seems 
desirable  to  classify  them  to  some  extent.  In  the  first  group  we  shall 
place  those  which  we  deem  to  be  of  major  and  pressing  importance 
and  which  have  a  direct  bearing  on  the  general  railroad  situation. 
The  second  group  will  include  those  which  relate  to  matters  of  lesser 
magnitude  but  which  are  nevertheless  of  very  substantial  importance. 
The  final  group  will  include  those  which  would  improve  various  pro- 
visions of  the  acts  which  we  administer  and  are  desirable,  but  are 
not  of  major  consequence.  The  reasons  for  all  these  recommendations 
have  been  fully  stated  in  this  report  or  in  former  reports. 

GROUP   I 

We  recommend : 

1.  That  the  interstate  transportation  of  passengers  by  common- 
carrier  motor  busses  should  be  regulated  in  the  manner  and  to  the 
extent  indicated  in  our  report  in  Coordination  of  Motor  Transportation, 
182  I.  C.  C.  263,  385-6. 

2.  That  the  interstate  transportation  of  property  by  common- 
carrier  and  contract-carrier  motor  trucks  should  be  regulated  in  the 
manner  and  to  the  extent  indicated  in  the  above-cited  report,  at 
pages  386-387. 

3.  That  the  Congress  provide  for  an  impartial  and  authoritative 
investigation  for  the  purpose  of  determining  whether  and  to  what 
extent  rail,  motor,  water,  and  air  carriers  operating  in  interstate 
commerce  are  receiving  direct  or  indirect  Government  aid  amounting, 
in  effect,  to  a  subsidy;  and  if  so,  what  steps,  if  any,  are  necessary  to 
correct  this  situation,  with  a  view  to  placing  competition  on  a  just 
and  equitable  basis. 

4.  That  the  Congress  provide  for  an  impartial  and  authoritative 
investigation  for  the  purpose  of  determining  whether  and  to  what 
extent  it  is  desirable  in  the  public  interest  that  regulations  affecting 
public  safety  and  convenience  in  the  interstate  operation  of  motor 
carriers  be  made  uniform  or  consistent  throughout  the  country;  and, 
if  so,  how  and  by  what  authority  such  uniformity  or  consistency  may 
best  be  brought  about  and  such  regulations  enforced. 

5.  That  the  desirability  of  the  further  public  regulation  of  the  inter- 
state port-to-port  rates  of  water  carriers  be  thoroughly  considered 
by  the  Congress. 

6.  That  for  section  15a  of  the  interstate  commerce  act  a  new  sec- 
tion be  substituted  which  will  eliminate  the  present  recapture  pro- 
visions, both  for  the  future  and  retroactively,  and  which  will  provide 
a  new  rule  of  rate  regulation  for  that  now  contained  in  paragraph  (2),

such  new  rule  to  make  it  clear  that  in  regulating  the  general  level  of 
rates,  fares,  and  charges  the  commission  shall,  among  other  things,  be 
guided  by  the  need  for  producing,  so  far  as  possible,  revenues  which 
will  be  sufficient  for  the  maintenance  of  an  adequate  national  railway 
transportation  system,  and  also  to  recognize  the  principle  that  the 
railroads  may  justly  earn  a  surplus  in  times  of  prosperity  as  a  safe- 
guard against  deficiencies  in  times  of  depression.  In  this  connection 
the  repeal  of  section  5  (6)  (b)  and  the  modification  of  section  19a 
(f)  are  also  recommended. 

7.  That  section  5  (2)  of  the  interstate  commerce  act  be  amended 
so  as  to 

(a)  Authorize,  under  commission  supervision,  every  legitimate  and 
desirable  method  of  combining  railway  properties,  including  consolida- 
tions, mergers,  purchases,  leases,  operating  contracts,  and  acquisitions 
of  stock  control  of  carriers  by  other  carriers,  and  also  by  a  single  hold- 
ing company. 

(b)  Prohibit  every  other  means  of  bringing  railroad  companies 
under  common  control  or  management  in  a  common  interest,  how- 
ever such  result  is  attained. 

(c)  Provide  that  if  union  through  a  single  holding  company  is 
authorized,  the  commission  shall  have  jurisdiction  over  the  capitali- 
zation of  that  company  and  power,  in  its  discretion,  to  regulate  its 
accounting,  inspect  its  books  and  records,  and  require  reports. 

(d)  Authorize  the  commission,  for  the  proper  protection  and  in 
furtherance  of  its  consolidation  plan,  to  investigate  holdings  of  rail- 
road stock  acquired  without  its  approval  after  the  passage  of  the 
Transportation  Act,  1920,  and  if  it  finds  that  any  such  stockholding  is 
resulting  or  is  likely  to  result  in  preventing  or  hindering  the  carrying 
out  of  the  consolidation  plan  or  in  impairing  the  independence,  one 
of  another,  of  the  railroad  systems  provided  for  in  such  plan,  authorize 
the  commission  to  require  the  divestment  of  such  stockholding,  or 
of  the  voting  power  of  such  stock,  to  the  extent  which  it  deems  neces- 
sary, subject  to  the  proviso  that  the  commission  shall  take  appropriate 
measures,  through  trust  agreements  or  otherwise,  to  protect  holders 
of  stock  from  unnecessary  and  unjust  losses  resulting  from  any  such 
divestment  order. 

8.  That  section  17  of  the  act  be  amended  so  that  the  commission 
may  be  authorized  to  delegate  to  individual  commissioners  and 
employees  the  power  to  perform  specified  duties  and  to  consider  and 
determine  specified  matters,  subject  to  the  limitations  and  conditions 
suggested  in  our  report  dated  April  25,  1930,  to  the  chairman  of  the 
Committee  on  Interstate  and  Foreign  Commerce  on  H.  R.  11363, 
Seventy-first  Congress,  second  session. 
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9.  That  the  subject  of  receiverships  and  reorganizations  of  carriers 
by  railroad  be  considered  by  the  Congress,  with  a  view  to  legislation 
intended  to  reduce  the  time  and  expense  involved  and  to  facilitate 
voluntary  financial  reorganizations. 

GROUP  II 

We  recommend : 

1.  That  section  15  (4)  of  the  interstate  commerce  act  be  amended 
so  as  to  restrict  the  so-called  " long-haul  right"  to  originating  carriers, 
or  subsequent  carriers  after  they  secure  possession  of  the  traffic. 

2.  That  the  interstate  commerce  act  be  amended  so  as  to  restrict 
our  power  to  award  reparation  (1)  under  the  first  four  sections  thereof 
to  the  period  commencing  90  days  prior  to  the  date  on  which  the 
complaint  is  filed,  and  (2)  in  the  case  of  overcharges  under  section  6 
to  the  period  of  six  months  prior  to  the  filing  of  the  complaint,  such 
periods  to  be  subject  to  the  existing  exceptions  stated  in  paragraph  3 
(c)  and  3  (d)  of  section  16,  modified  to  conform  with  this  recom- 
mendation; and  that  actions  at  law  by  carriers  for  the  collection  of 
undercharges  be  limited  to  the  period  of  six  months  from  the  time 
the  cause  of  action  accrues. 

3.  That  legislation  be  enacted  to  require  the  rates  and  practices 
of  forwarding  companies  engaged  in  interstate  commerce  to  be 
reasonable  and  nonprejudicial;  to  require  such  companies  to  file  with 
us  and  strictly  observe  their  published  schedules  of  rates  and  charges; 
and  to  provide  penalties  for  departures  therefrom  or  for  the  granting 
of  concessions  or  rebates  by  means  of  any  device  whatsoever  to  any 
shipper,  and  make  the  administrative  provisions  of  the  act  applicable 
for  the  enforcement  of  the  duties  so  imposed. 

4.  That  the  commission  be  given  access  to  and  jurisdiction  over 
the  accounts  of  the  refrigerator-car  companies  through  the  agency 
of  which  carriers  by  railroad  subject  to  the  act  furnish  protective 
service  against  heat  or  cold  to  perishable  traffic,  and  also  adequate 
supervision  and  control  over  the  arrangements  for  service  and  com- 
pensation therefor  which  the  carriers  by  railroad  make  with  these 
refrigerator-car  company  agencies. 

5.  That  the  present  exemption  provisions  of  sections  1  (22),  15a  (1) 
and  20a  (1)  of  the  interstate  commerce  act,  applicable  to  electric 
railways,  be  amended  by  substituting  provisions  exempting  all 
electric  railways  except  such  as  interchange  standard  freight  equip- 
ment with  steam  railroads  and  participate  in  through  interstate  freight 
rates  with  such  carriers,  provision  to  be  made  for  exemption  of 
particular  electric  railways  falling  within  the  excepted  class,  if  upon 
application  they  are  able  to  show  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  com- 
mission, after  notice  and  opportunity  to  be  heard,  that  they  are  not 
affected  with  an  important  national  interest  so  far  as  the  provisions 
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in  question  are  concerned.  The  reasons  for  this  recommendation 
were  stated  in  our  forty-second  annual  report  for  the  year  1928,  at 
pages  79-81. 

6.  That  in  view  of  conflicts  of  authority  between  the  standard 
time  zone  act  of  Congress  and  recent  legislation  of  some  of  the  States, 
this  field  be  either  more  completely  occupied  by  act  of  Congress  or 
left  wholly  to  the  States. 

GROUP  III 

The  recommendations  in  this  third  and  less  important  group  have 
all  been  contained  in  prior  annual  reports,  and  some  of  them  have 
been  repeated  many  times.  We  deem  it  unnecessary  to  repeat  them 
again.  They  will  be  found  in  the  paragraphs  numbered  13,  14,  15, 
17,  18,  and  19  on  pages  121-123  of  our  last  annual  report.

Unrestrained  compe- 
tition is  an  impossible  solution  of  the  present  transportation  problem  and  is  in- 
compatible with  the  aim  of  coordination  under  regulation.  Federal  legislation 
relating  to  the  regulation  of  motor  vehicles  operating  upon  the  public  highways 
and  engaged  in  interstate  commerce  is  desirable  in  the  public  interest.

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DIGEST    OF    FEDERAL    COURT    DECISIONS 

A  discussion  of  court  decisions  involving  injunctions  to  restrain  enforcement  of 
orders  of  this  commission  and  of  decisions  relative  to  criminal  violations  of  the 
law  can  be  found  in  the  text  of  this  annual  report.  The  decisions  abstracted 
herein  involve  questions  of  regulation  which  are  concerned  with  or  closely  related 
to  matters  arising  before  this  commission. 

IN  THE  SUPREME   COURT 

ACCOUNTING 

In  Old  Colony  R.  Co.  v.  Commr.  of  Internal  Revenue,  284  U.  S.  552  (February  15, 
1932),  reversing  50  Fed.  (2d)  896,  the  court  held  that  rules  of  accounting  enforced 
by  this  commission  are  not  binding  upon  the  Commissioner  of  Internal  Revenue, 
nor  may  he  resort  to  the  rules  of  this  commission,  made  for  other  purposes,  to 
determine  tax  liability. 

APPEAL    AND    REVIEW 

In  Public  Service  Comm.  of  Indiana  v.  Batesville  Teleph.  Co.,  284  U.  S.  6  (October 
26,  1931),  the  court  held  that  section  240  of  the  Judicial  Code  governs  appeals  to 
the  Supreme  Court;  and  it  is  intended  to  limit  appeals  from  a  Circuit  Court  of 
Appeals  to  cases  where  its  decision  is  against  the  validity  of  a  State  statute  on  the 
ground  of  its  being  repugnant  to  the  Constitution,  treaties,  or  laws  of  the  United 
States.  In  other  cases  if  review  is  made,  it  must  be  pursuant  to  a  writ  of  certio- 
rari. 

BILLS    OF   LADING 

In  Galveston  Wharf  Co.  v.  Galveston,  H.  &  S.  A.  Ry.  Co.,  285  U.  S.  127  (March 
14,  1932),  the  court  held  that  the  bill  of  lading,  required  to  be  issued  by  the  initial 
carrier  upon  an  interstate  shipment  "governs  the  entire  transportation,  and  thus 
fixes  the  obligations  of  all  participating  carriers,"  to  the  extent  that  its  terms  are 
-applicable  and  valid;  connecting  carriers  may  not  vary  the  terms  of  the  through 
bill. 

BUSINESS    VESTED    WITH    A    PUBLIC    INTEREST 

In  New  State  Ice  Co.  v.  Liebmann,  285  U.  S.  262  (March  21,  1932),  the  court  held 
that  manufacturing,  selling,  and  distributing  ice,  is  a  private  business,  not  so 
affected  with  a  public  interest  that  a  State  legislature  may  constitutionally  limit 
the  number  of  those  who  may  engage  in  it,  to  control  competition. 

COMMERCE    CLAUSE 

In  Packer  Corp.  v.  State  of  Utah,  285  U.  S.  105  (February  23,  1932),  the  court 
held  that  prohibition  of  tobacco  advertising  on  billboards,  by  State  statute,  does 
not  violate  the  commerce  clause  by  reason  of  preventing  display  of  posters  shipped 
from  another  State. 

In  Boston  &  M.  R.  Co.  v.  Armburg,  285  U.  S.  234  (March  14,  1932),  the  court 
held  that  the  commerce  clause  does  not  withdraw  power  from  the  States  to 
legislate  as  to  local  affairs,  even  though  such  legislation  indirectly  affects  inter- 
state commerce. 

In  American  Trading  Co.  v.  H.  E.  Heacock  Co.,  285  U.  S.  247  (March  21,  1932), 
the  court  held  that  the  commerce  clause  does  not  give  Congress  power  to  legislate 
upon  the  substantive  law  of  trade-marks. 

In  Utah  Power  &  Light  Co.  v.  Pfost,  286  U.  S.  165  (May  16,  1932),  affirming  54 
Fed.  (2d)  803,  52  Fed.  (2d)  226,  the  court  held  that  the  commerce  clause  does  not 
prevent  a  State  from  exercising  exclusive  control  over  manufacture,  commerce 
not  beginning  until  manufacture  is  finished. 

In  Champlin  Refining  Co.  v.  Corporation  Comm.  of  Oklahoma,  286  U.  S.  210 
(May  16,  1932),  affirming  51  Fed.  (2d)  823,  the  court  held  that  State  statutes  and 
orders  of  a  State  commission  regulating  production  of  petroleum,  even  though  it 
is  shipped  in  interstate  commerce,  do  not  violate  the  commerce  clause. 
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In  Southern  Ry.  Co.  v.  Kentucky,  284  U.  S.  338  (January  4,  1932),  the  court 
held  that  State  taxes  accruing  during  the  years  a  railroad  company  was  in  posses- 
sion and  control  of  the  director  general  under  the  Federal  control  act  are  not 
relieved  by  any  Federal  legislation,  nor  is  the  carrier  relieved  from  obligation  to  pay 
penalties  imposed  by  the  State  law  for  its  failure  to  make  reports  of  its  property 
when  required. 

In  Texas  &  Pac.  Ry.  Co.  v.  United  States,  286  U.  S.  285  (May  16,  1932),  affirming 
52  Fed.  (2d)  1040,  the  court  held  that  the  amount  received  by  a  carrier  under 
guaranty  of  section  209,  transportation  act,  1920,  for  six  months  following  ter- 
mination of  governmental  operation,  is  not  property  acquired  by  a  gift;  it  is  not 
exempt  from  income  tax. 

In  Continental  Tie  &  Lbr.  Co.  v.  United  States,  286  U.  S.  290  (May  16,  1932), 
affirming  52  Fed.  (2d)  1045,  the  court  held  that  the  amount  awarded  a  carrier 
under  section  204,  transportation  act,  Federal  control  period,  covering  the  deficit 
sustained,  is  not  a  subsidy  or  bonus,  but  income  within  the  meaning  of  the 
sixteenth  amendment. 

FREE    OR    REDUCED    RATES 

In  Southern  Pac.  Co.  v.  United  States,  285  U.  S.  240  (March  14,  1932),  reversing 
72  Ct.  Cls.  273,  the  court  held  that  War  Department  engineer  officers,  assigned  tc 
duty  connected  with  rivers  and  harbors  improvement  or  work  of  the  California 
Debris  Commission,  are  not  "troops"  within  the  meaning  of  the  land  grant  acts 
providing  for  reduced  rates  for  "troops". 

INTERSTATE    COMMERCE 

In  State  Tax  Comm.  v.  Interstate  Natural  Gas  Co.,  Inc.,  284  U.  S.  41  (November 
23,  1931),  the  court  held  that  the  sale  of  gas  wholesale,  to  local,  independent  con- 
cerns, delivered  by  use  of  a  thermometer  and  meter  to  reduce  the  pressure,  from 
a  flow  passing  into  and  through  the  State,  in  interstate  commerce,  does  not  become 
a  local  business,  subject  to  local  privilege  tax. 

In  Denver  &  R.  G.  W.  R.  Co.  v.  Terte,  284  U.  S.  284  (January  4,  1932),  the  court 
held  that  the  prohibition  against  burdening  interstate  commerce  can  not  be 
avoided  by  attaching  property  belonging  to  a  foreign  railroad  corporation,  located 
within  the  State,  nor  by  joining  as  codefendant  in  the  action  a  second  carrier 
over  which  the  court  does  not  have  jurisdiction. 

In  Western  Distributing  Co.  v.  Public  Service  Comm.  of  Kansas,  285  U.  S.  119 
(February  29,  1932),  the  court  held  that  when  a  company  selling  gas  locally 
brings  in  its  supply  from  an  affiliated  pipe-line  company,  in  interstate  commerce, 
so  that  they  do  not  deal  at  arm's  length,  the  State  authority  may  inquire  into  the 
reasonableness  of  the  interstate  price  on  application  by  the  local  company  for 
authority  to  increase  its  local  rate. 

In  Eastern  Air  Transport,  Inc.,  v.  South  Carolina  Tax  Comm.,  285  U.  S.  147 
(March  14,  1932),  the  court  held  that  a  tax  on  gasoline  bought  by  an  air-transport 
company  for  use  in  interstate  commerce,  the  planes  traversing  and  stopping  within 
the  State,  is  not  a  direct  burden  on  interstate  commerce,  and  is  within  the  State's 
power. 

In  Utah  Power  &  Light  Co.  v.  Pfost,  286  U.  S.  165  (May  16,  1932),  affirming  54 
Fed.  (2d)  803,  52  Fed.  (2d)  226,  the  court  held  that  the  transmission  of  electricity 
from  one  State  to  another  is  interstate  commerce. 

In  Gregg  Dyeing  Co.  v.  Query,  286  U.  S.  472  (May  31,  1932),  the  court  held  that 
a  State  may  tax  gasoline  bought  and  imported  from  another  State,  that  has  come 
to  rest  in  the  taxing  State,  and  is  being  stored  there  for  future  use  in  the  pur- 
chaser's local  business.  Such  a  tax  does  not  discriminate  against  interstate 
commerce,  nor  is  it  a  discrimination  in  violation  of  the  equal  protection  clause, 
provided  the  same  tax  burden  in  effect  is  imposed,  through  a  tax  on  local  sales 
passed  on  to  purchasers,  on  all  consumers  of  gasoline. 

MOTOR-VEHICLE    CARRIERS 

In  Continental  Baking  Co.  v.  Woodring,  286  U.  S.  353  (May  23,  1932),  affirming 
55  Fed.  (2d)  347,  the  court  held  that  a  State  has  the  right  to  demand  compensa- 
tion for  the  special  highway  facilities  it  provides,  and  power  to  regulate  their 
use  in  the  interest  of  public  safety.  The  State  may  properly  treat  motor  vehicles 
as  a  special  class,  because  of  the  special  damage  to  highways  and  special  dangers 
to  the  public  attendant  upon  their  operation.     The  State  may  condition  the  use 
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of  its  highways  by  a  private  motor  carrier  upon  the  carrier's  obtaining  a  license; 
complying  with  reasonable  State  regulations;  paying  a  reasonable  license  fee  and 
a  tax,  in  compensation  for  the  expenses  of  highway  administration,  maintenance, 
reconstruction,  of  highways  covered  by  the  license.  It  may  also  require  filing  of 
an  insurance  policy  as  security  against  injuries  to  persons  and  property  other 
than  passengers  and  property  carried  by  the  licensee,  by  its  negligent  operations. 
In  Sproles  v.  Binford,  286  U.  S.  374  (May  23,  1932),  affirming  56  Fed.  (2d) 
189,  the  court  held  that  limitations  by  a  State  of  net  loads  on  trucks  using  the 
highways  is  within  the  broad  discretion  of  the  State  and  not  in  violation  of  the 
due  process  clause.  In  construing  a  measure  such  as  that  for  prevention  of  dam- 
age to  highways  by  overweight,  courts  are  not  to  apply  scientific  precision  as  a 
criterion  of  constitutional  powers.  When  the  subject  lies  within  the  police  power 
of  the  State,  debatable  questions  as  to  reasonableness  are  for  the  State  legislature, 
not  for  the  courts.  The  legislature's  discretionary  action  can  not  be  set  aside 
because  compliance  is  burdensome.  In  the  absence  of  Federal  legislation,  State 
regulations  that  are  nondiscriminatory  limiting  size  and  weight  of  vehicles  may 
apply  to  vehicles  engaged  in  interstate  commerce.  One  State  can  not  establish 
standards  which  derogate  from  the  equal  power  of  other  States  to  make  their 
own  regulations.  The  contract  clause  of  the  Constitution  does  not  protect  from 
regulation  by  the  State,  contracts  relating  to  highway  use  being  subject  to  the 
State's  power  to  regulate  weight  of  vehicles  used  on  its  highways.  Exemption 
of  implements  of  husbandry  and  limitation  of  length  of  vehicles  and  of  combina- 
tions of  vehicles  is  consistent  with  the  equal  protection  clause,  as  is  a  classifica- 
tion allowing  greater  length  and  load  to  vehicles  making  short  hauls  to  and  from 
common  carriers  than  to  motor  trucks  generally.  The  State  has  the  right  to 
foster  fair  distribution  of  traffic  as  between  highways  and  railroads,  that  necessary 
facilities  may  be  maintained  and  the  public  be  not  inconvenienced  by  inordinate 
use  of  its  highways  for  gains.  The  State  may  constitutionally  favor  transporta- 
tion of  persons  over  that  of  propert}'. 

PARTY   IN    INTEREST RIGHT    OF    ACTION 

In  Western  Pac.  Calif.  R.  Co.  v.  Southern  Pac.  Co.,  284  U.  S.  47  (November  23, 
1931),  reversing  46  Fed.  (2d)  729,  the  court  held  that  to  constitute  a  railroad 
company  a  party  in  interest  within  the  meaning  of  section  1  (18),  it  is  sufficient 
that  plaintiff's  bill  disclose  either  some  legal  right  which  is  seriously  threatened 
or  that  the  unauthorized  action  of  defendant  may  adversely  affect  plaintiff's 
welfare  by  affecting  some  material  change  in  the  transportation  situation.  Pro- 
posed unauthorized  extension  of  line  across  and  beyond  plaintiff's  projected  line, 
to  impede  the  project  and  secure  traffic  from  the  district  adjacent,  constitutes 
plaintiff  a  party  in  interest. 

In  Chicago  v.  Chicago  Rapid  Transit  Co.,  284  U.  S.  577  (October  26,  1931),  the 
court  held  that  the  city  of  Chicago  had  no  separate  standing  which  entitled  it  to 
appeal  from  a  decree  of  a  three-judge  court,  holding  that  rates  prescribed  by  the 
State  commission  were  confiscatory,  and  restraining  enforcement  of  its  order. 

REPARATION 

In  Arizona  Grocery  Co.  v.  Atchison,  T.  &  S.  F.  Ry.  Co.,  284  U.  S.  370,  affirming 
49  Fed.  (2d)  563,  the  court  held  that  when  the  commission  has,  upon  complaint 
and  after  hearing,  declared  what  is  the  maximum  reasonable  rate,  it  may  not, 
later,  upon  the  same  or  additional  evidence,  as  to  the  situation  existing  when  its 
previous  order  was  made,  subject  a  carrier  which  conformed  to  the  order  to  pay- 
ment of  reparation  on  the  basis  it  now  finds  it  should  have  decided  in  the  earlier 
proceeding  to  be  a  reasonable  rate,  by  stating  its  former  finding  as  to  reasonable- 
ness was  erroneous. 

COURT   OF   APPEALS,   DISTRICT   OF   COLUMBIA] 

COMMERCE    CLAUSE 

In  Durham  Life  Ins.  Co.  v.  Federal  Radio  Comm.,  55  Fed.  (2d)  537,  the  court 
held  that  a  statute  providing  for  equality  of  broadcasting  licenses  in  the  respec- 
tive zones  is  valid  under  the  commerce  clause. 

MANDAMUS 

In  New  York,  N.  H.  &  H.  R.  Co.  v.  Interstate  Commerce  Commission,  55  Fed. 
(2d)  1028,  the  court  held  that  the  interpretation  of  a  statute  by  the  commission 
refusing  to  perform  a  ministerial  act  which  is  clearly  imposed  is  not  such  an  exer- 
cise of  discretion  that  it  can  not  be  controlled  by  mandamus. 
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VALUATION    OF   RAILROADS 

In  New  York,  N.  H.  &  H.  R.  Co.  v.  Interstate  Commerce  Commission,  55  Fed. 
(2d)  1028,  the  court  held  that  under  an  agreement  between  railroads  for  the  con- 
struction of  a  passenger  terminal,  and  prior  grants  of  easement  for  use  of  right  of 
way  of  the  carrier  constructing  the  terminal,  the  complainant  has  a  base  fee  in 
the  undivided  one-half  of  the  terminal  and  its  approaches,  which  must  be  con- 
sidered by  the  commission  in  fixing  a  valuation.  The  rights  of  a  railroad  to  use 
of  terminal  facilities  and  approaches,  under  a  legislative  act  creating  a  terminal 
corporation,  is  property  to  be  considered  by  the  commission,  notwithstanding  the 
fact  that  the  railway  companies  were  designated  as  stockholders  of  the  terminal 
company.  Also,  the  power  vested  in  the  commission  to  value  railroad  property 
is  unlimited  in  scope,  and  valuation  made  of  property  owned  or  used  has  more 
objectives  than  merely  use  for  rate-making  purposes. 

COURT  OF.  CLAIMS 

FEDERAL  CONTROL 

In  Railway  &  Exp.  Co.  v.  United  States,  56  Fed.  (2d)  687,  the  court  held  that 
there  is  no  similarity  between  operations  of  the  express  company  and  those  of 
railroads  under  Federal  control.  The  Government  assumed  no  responsibility  for 
payment  of  current  operating  expenses  or  claims  against  the  express  company. 
Provisions  of  the  contract  between  the  company  and  the  Government  established 
the  relationship  of  debtor  and  creditor  between  plaintiff  and  the  director  general. 

IN  THE  CIRCUIT  COURT  OF  APPEALS 

ANTITRUST    ACTS 

In  Albert  Pick-Barth  Co.,  Inc.,  v.  Mitchell  Woodbury  Corp.,  57  Fed.  (2d)  96 
(certiorari  denied,  286  U.  S.  552),  the  court  for  the  first  circuit  held  that  the  object 
and  intent  of  a  combination  determines  its  legality  under  the  Sherman  Act.  Con- 
spiracy to  eliminate  a  competitor  by  unfair  competition,  proved,  is  sufficient,  and 
damages  may  be  recovered  though  the  unlawful  purpose  is  not  accomplished  to 
such  an  extent  as  to  constitute  unreasonable  restraint  of  interstate  trade. 

BILLS    OF   LADING 

In  Chicago,  M.,  St.  P.  &  P.  R.  Co.  v.  Flanders,  56  Fed.  (2d)  114,  the  court  for 
the  eighth  circuit  held  that  copy  of  a  straight  bill  of  lading  executed  in  triplicate 
was  presumed  delivered  to  the  purchaser  in  shipper's  action  against  the  carrier 
for  misdelivery.  When  a  carrier  has  no  actual  knowledge  of  fraud,  it  must  deliver 
goods  shipped  to  the  buyer,  when  the  buyer  is  the  real  owner  and  has  the  right  to 
divert  the  shipment  in  transit. 

DAMAGES    FOR    FAILURE    TO    FURNISH    CARS 

In  Consumers'  Mutual  Oil  Co.  v.  Schaff,  59  Fed.  (2d)  730,  the  court  for  the  sev- 
enth circuit  held  that  a  common  carrier's  contract  to  furnish  cars  to  a  shipper  on 
a  day  certain  or  for  a  specified  period,  is,  in  the  absence  of  tariff  provision  therefor, 
void. 

DELIVERY 

In  Estherville  Produce  Co.  v.  Chicago,  R.  I.  &  P.  Ry.  Co.,  57  Fed.  (2d)  50,  the 
court  for  the  eighth  circuit  held  that  diversion  in  transit  at  the  direction  of  the 
party  in  whose  care  shipment  is  consigned  is  not  delivery  in  accordance  with 
contract;  the  shipper  being  consignor  and  consignee,  the  carrier  diverting  at  an 
intermediate  point  under  such  order  is  liable  for  conversion.  Nor  does  spotting 
a  car  for  delivery  constitute  delivery. 

FEDERAL    CONTROL 

In  United  States  v.  Great  Northern  Ry.  Co.,  57  Fed.  (2d)  385,  affirming  46  Fed. 
(2d)  999  (certiorari  granted,  286  U.  S.  540),  the  court  for  the  eighth  circuit  held 
that  the  conclusion  of  this  commission,  evidenced  by  certificate  under  the  statute, 
certifying  the  amount  owed  a  railroad  under  the  guaranty  of  income  following 
Federal  control,  is  conclusive. 
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In  Comm'r.  of  Internal  Revenue  v.  Midland  Valley  R.  Co.,  57  Fed.  (2d)  1042,  the 
court  for  the  tenth  circuit  held  that  just  compensation  was  due  the  railroad  com- 
pany for  each  year  of  Federal  control;  that  it  is  a  subject  for  judicial  inquiry. 
The  power  to  take  over  the  railroads  was  analogous  to  the  right  of  eminent 
domain. 

INJUNCTIONAL    RELIEF PARTIES 

In  Atwater  v.  Wheeling  &  L.  E.  Ry.  Co.,  56  Fed.  (2d)  720,  the  court  for  the  sixth 
circuit  held  that  the  United  States  not  having  been  made  a  party,  the  granting 
of  in  junctional  relief  to  enjoin  a  carrier  from  doing  those  things  which  it  is  per- 
mitted to  do  by  certificates  of  convenience  and  necessity  granted  to  it  by  the 
commission,  did  not  come  within  the  jurisdiction  of  the  district  court.  Also,  even 
if  the  commission's  action  was  not  final  and  is  subject  to  change,  a  minority  stock- 
holder is  not  entitled  to  enjoin  the  execution  of  the  contract  for  use  of  a  union 
station  when  the  contract  is  beneficial  to  the  railroad. 

LEASE    OF   RAILROAD   PROPERTY 

In  Phoenix  Ins.  Co.  of  Hartford  v.  New  York  &  H.  R.  Co.,  59  Fed.  (2d)  962,  the 
court  for  the  second  circuit  held  that  a  railroad  has  the  power  to  lease  or  otherwise 
dispose  of  such  of  its  property  as  is  not  required  in  the  operation  of  its  railroad 
business. 

LIABILITY    FOR    FREIGHT    CHARGES 

In  Western  Grain  Co.  v.  St.  Louis-S.  F.  Ry.  Co.,  56  Fed.  (2d)  160,  the  court  for 
the  fifth  circuit  held  that  a  purchaser  of  freight  shipped  to  him  under  order  notify 
bills  of  lading,  can  not  discharge  the  carrier's  lien  for  lawful  charges,  by  relying 
on  statements  of  the  carrier's  local  agent,  without  becoming  liable  therefor,  by 
paying  less. 

LIMITATION    OF    ACTIONS 

In  Louisville  &  N.  R.  Co.  v.  Cory,  54  Fed.  (2d)  8,  the  court  for  the  sixth  circuit 
held  that  whether  or  not  the  shipper  elects  to  pursue  his  remedy  under  the  law, 
the  limitation  provided  by  law  governing  interstate  commerce  applies  to  all 
actions  involving  matters  covered  by  the  interstate  commerce  act;  the  court  will 
give  effect  to  such  limitation,  whether  pleaded  or  not. 

MOTOR-VEHICLE    CARRIERS 

In  Denver  &  R.  G.  W.  Ry.  Co.  v.  Linck,  56  Fed.  (2d)  957,  the  court  for  the 
tenth  circuit  held  that  private  carrier  operations  can  not  be  changed  to  those  of  a. 
common  carrier  by  execution  of  a  contract;  nor  can  such  carrier  by  subjected  to 
common  carrier  requirements. 

PROVISION    OF   TRANSPORTATION    FACILITIES 

In  Louisville  &  N.  R.  Co.  v.  Cory,  54  Fed.  (2d)  8,  the  court  for  the  sixth  circuit 
held  that  a  carrier's  breach  of  duty  to  provide  adequate  facilities  presents  an 
administrative  question,  to  be  determined  initially  by  this  commission. 

REPARATION 

r 

In  Bartlettsville  Zinc  Co.  v.  Mellon,  56  Fed.  (2d)  154,  the  court  for  the  seventh 
circuit  held  that  after  this  commission  dismissed  the  shipper's  complaint  seeking 
reparation  for  collection  of  illegal  rates,  the  shipper  could  not  sue  in  the  Federal 
District  Court. 

In  Southern  Ry.  Co.  v.  Eicher,  56  Fed.  (2d)  1010,  the  court  for  the  eighth  circuit 
held  that  a  proceeding  for  reparation  on  account  of  a  carrier's  departure  from  the- 
tariff,  involving  construction  of  the  tariff,  is  within  this  commission's  jurisdiction; 
and  provision  for  due  process  and  jury  are  satisfied  by  such  proceeding  in  view 
of  the  requirement  that  the  order  be  enforced  in  court.  Findings  and  order  of 
the  commission  are  only  prima  facie  evidence  of  facts  therein  stated. 

In  Cleveland,  C,  C.  &  St.  L.  Ry.  Co.,  v.  Blair,  59  Fed.  (2d)  478,  the  court  for 
the  seventh  circuit  held  that  a  suit  to  enforce  payment  by  a  carrier  of  reparation 
awarded  by  the  commission  is  an  action  at  law.  Finding  of  a  district  court  is 
not  reviewable  in  a  law  action  when  waiver  of  jury  was  not  in  writing,  nor  was 
the  waiver  by  oral  stipulation  made  in  open  court  and  entered  in  the  record,  as 
required  by  the  statute. 
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SAFETY    APPLIANCE    AND    BOILER    INSPECTION    ACTS 

In  Ford  v.  New  York,  N.  H.  &  H.  R.  Co.,  54  Fed.  (2d)  342  (certiorari  denied 
285  U.  S.  549) ,  the  court  for  the  second  circuit  held  that  under  the  safety  appli- 
ance and  boiler  inspection  acts,  a  railroad  is  not  rendered  liable  for  the  unsafe 
condition  of  the  engine  tender  due  to  grease  on  the  handholds,  when  the  tender 
was  properly  equipped;  but  the  carrier's  failure  to  comply  with  requirements  of 
the  act  implies  negligence. 

In  United  States  v.  Northern  Pac.  Ry.  Co.,  54  Fed.  (2d)  573,  the  court  for  the 
ninth  circuit  held  that  under  the  safety  appliance  acts,  a  transfer  of  cars  from 
railroad  yards  to  a  near-by  point,  where  the  main  line  was  traveled  substantial 
distances,  was  a  train,  not  a  switching,  movement. 

In  Lynch  v.  Delaware,  L.  &  W.  R.  Co.,  58  Fed.  (2d)  177,  the  court  for  the 
second  circuit  held  that  recovery  under  the  boiler  inspection  act  can  not  be 
allowed  upon  flimsy  conjecture  beyond  the  range  of  solid  inference.  Evidence 
that  the  injector  upon  a  locomotive  was  in  a  defective  condition  is  insufficient  to 
raise  a  jury  question. 

SUING   THE    GOVERNMENT 

In  Bartlettsville  Zinc  Co.  v.  Mellon,  56  Fed.  (2d)  154,  the  court  for  the  seventh 
circuit  held  that  limitations  placed  upon  the  Government's  permission  to  be  sued 
are  conditions  precedent  to  the  right  to  sue. 

TARIFF    QUESTIONS 

In  American  Ry;  Exp.  Co.,  Inc.,  v.  Price  Bros.,  Inc.,  54  Fed.  (2d)  67,  the  court 
for  the  fifth  circuit  held  that  determination  of  the  rate  applicable  is  a  judicial 
question,  not  exclusively  one  for  this  commission.  And,  words  used  in  rate 
schedules  are  generallv  to  have  their  common  meaning. 

In  Western  Grain  Co.  v.  St.  Louis-S.  F.  Ry.  Co.,  56  Fed.  (2d)  160,  the  court  for 
the  fifth  circuit  held  that  tariffs  must  be  applied  as  written;  claim  of  mistake 
can  not  avoid  their  effect,  nor  can  the  shipper  create  one  by  his  own  piecing. 
Tariffs  have  the  effect  of  law;  they  must  be  construed  reasonably,  fairly,  according 
to  the  meaning  of  the  words  used.  A  shipper  is  entitled  to  the  more  favorable 
tariff  when  two  are  applicable. 

In  Atlantic  Coast  Line  R.  Co.  v.  Atlantic  Bridge  Co.,  Inc.,  57  Fed.  (2d)  654 
affirming  56  Fed.  (2d)  163,  the  court  for  the  fifth  circuit  held  that  tariffs  have  the 
force  of  law;  they  must  be  expressed  in  plain  terms;  if  ambiguous,  the  shipper 
may  construe  them  most  favorably  to  himself.  The  law  gives  effect  alone  to  the 
intention  manifested  in  the  words  of  the  tariff. 

In  Chicago  G.  W.  R.  Co.  v.  Farmers'  Shipping  Assn.,  59  Fed.  (2d)  657,  the 
court  for  the  tenth  circuit  held  that  a  tariff  has  the  force  and  effect  of  a  statute, 
and  in  determining  the  meaning  thereof  the  usual  rules  of  construction  commonly 
applied  to  statutes  and  contracts  are  applicable.  The  question  of  the  applicable 
rate  is  a  judicial  question  which  the  courts  may  pass  on  in  the  first  instance 
without  requiring  preliminary  resort  to  the  commission.  Effect  should  be  given, 
if  possible,  to  every  word,  phrase,  clause,  and  sentence. 

TERMS    FOR    USE    OF    TERMINAL  FACILITIES 

In  The  Car  Float  No.  37,  57  Fed.  (2d)  144,  reversing  52  Fed.  (2d)  691,  the 
court  for  the  second  circuit  held  that  the  word  "terms"  within  the  meaning  of 
section  3  (4)  permitting  agreement  on  terms  for  use  of  terminal  facilities  covers 
whatever  may  be  regarded  as  consideration  for  furnishing  the  facilities,  including 
relinquishing  damage  claims  against  carriers  owning  terminals. 

IN  THE   DISTRICT   COURTS 

ACQUISITION    OF    ROAD 

In  Moffat  Tunnel  League  v.  United  States,  59  Fed.  (2d)  760,  the  court  for  the 
district  of  Delaware  held  that  whether  acquisition  of  one  road  by  the  other  is  in 
the  public  interest  is  a  question  solely  for  the  commission. 

BUSINESS  VESTED  WITH  A  PUBLIC  INTEREST 

In  Texoma  Natural  Gas  Co.  v.  Railroad  Comm.  of  Texas,  59  Fed.  (2d)  750, 
the  court  for  the  western  district  of  Texas  held  that  the  business  of  dealing  in 
gasoline  is  not  affected  with  a  public  interest  so  as  to  authorize  a  State  legislature 
in  fixing  prices. 
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CONSTITUTIONALITY  OF  STATUTE  OR  ORDER 

In  Cannonball  Transp.  Co.  v.  American  Stages,  Inc.,  53  Fed.  (2d)  1050,  the 
court  for  the  southern  district  of  Ohio,  eastern  division,  held  that  a  statute  requir- 
ing a  three-judge  court  applies  only  to  actions  seeking  interlocutory  injunctions 
to  restrain  enforcement  of  a  State  statute  alleged  to  be  unconstitutional,  or  such 
an  administrative  order. 

INTERSTATE  COMMERCE 

In  Pennsylvania  Petroleum  Products  Co.  v.  Clark,  55  Fed.  (2d)  963,  the  court 
for  the  district  of  Rhode  Island  held  that  title  to  gasoline,  California  to  Rhode 
Island,  passing  while  it  was  on  the  high  seas,  the  sale  was  in  interstate  commerce, 
and  the  gasoline  was  not  subject  to  State  tax;  injunction  will  lie  to  protect  inter- 
state commerce  from  State  encroachment,  by  restraining  collection  of  the  State 
tax. 

In  The  New  Moon,  55  Fed.  (2d)  928,  the  court  for  the  western  district  of 
Washington,  northern  division,  held  that  commerce  means  trade  in  articles  of 
property. 

In  Piedmont  &  N.  Ry.  Co.  v.  Query,  56  Fed.  (2d)  172,  the  court  for  the  eastern 
district  of  South  Carolina  held  that  a  State  can  not  impose  an  income  tax 
upon  a  domestic  corporation  in  such  way  as  to  discriminate  against  interestate 
commerce. 

In  American  Airways,  Inc.,  v.  Wallace,  57  Fed.  (2d)  877,  the  court  for  the 
middle  district  of  Tennessee  held  that  a  State  statute  taxing  persons  engaged  in 
selling,  storing,  distributing  gasoline,  does  not  impose  an  unlawful  burden  on  or 
regulate  interstate  commerce,  as  applied  to  interstate  aeroplane  carriers. 

In  Texoma  Natural  Gas  Co.  v.  Railroad  Comm.  of  Texas,  59  Fed.  (2d)  750,  the 
court  for  the  western  district  of  Texas  held  that  a  pipe-line  company  engaged 
exclusively  in  producing,  selling,  transporting,  gas  in  and  from  a  State,  for  delivery 
in  other  States,  is  engaged  in  interstate  commerce.  A  State  can  not,  under  guise 
of  police  regulation,  impose  a  burden  upon  interstate  commerce.  An  act  which 
requires  such  carriers  to  purchase  gas  without  discrimination  between  producers 
is  such  a  burden  and  unconstitutional. 

LIABILITY  FOR  FREIGHT  CHARGES 

In  New  York  Central  R.  Co.  v.  Union  Oil  Co.,  53  Fed.  (2d)  1066,  the  court  for 
the  western  district  of  Pennsylvania  held  that  the  owner  consigning  goods  is 
primarily  liable  for  freight  charges,  despite  liability  placed  by  the  bill  of  lading 
on  the  consignee;  and  the  carrier  by  mistake  having  failed  to  collect  undercharge 
from  the  consignee  may  collect  from  the  consignor. 

MOTOR-VEHICLE  CARRIERS 

In  Cannonball  Transp.  Co.  v.  American  Stages,  Inc.,  53  Fed.  (2d)  1051,  the  court 
for  the  southern  district  of  Ohio,  eastern  division,  held  that  State  laws  that  deny 
common  carriers,  interstate,  for  hire,  use  of  highways,  violate  the  commerce 
clause,  but  the  State  under  reasonable  regulations  and  tax,  may  require  such 
carriers  to  obtain  a  certificate  for  the  use  of  the  highways. 

In  Phillips  v.  Moulton,  54  Fed.  (2d)  119,  the  court  for  the  district  of  Rhode 
Island  held  that  a  State  commission  in  the  interest  of  public  convenience,  may 
impose  reasonable  conditions  as  to  routes  and  termini  upon  interstate  carriers 
of  passengers,  but  may  not  bar  them  from  using  present  routes  and  termini  with- 
out giving  approval  of  others  which  are  adequate  and  reasonable. 

In  Prouty  v.  Coyne,  55  Fed.  (2d)  289,  the  court  for  the  southern  division  of 
the  district  of  South  Dakota  held  that  a  State  may  impose  a  tax  burden  on  motor 
vehicles,  for  compensation  for  highway  use,  if  it  is  reasonable  and  not  unreason- 
ably discriminatory,  but  tax  graduated  according  to  weight  is  unconstitutional, 
as  to  those  engaged  in  interstate  commerce. 

In  Sage  v.  Baldwin,  55  Fed.  (2d)  968,  the  court  for  the  Dallas  division  of  the 
northern  district  of  Texas  held  that  a  State  may  not  impose  any  substantial 
burden  on  any  form  of  interstate  commerce,  but  a  highway  statute  could  not  be 
held  invalid  as  a  whole  nor  its  application  to  interstate  carriers  denied  wholly 
because  some  provision  of  its  terms  might  be  inoperative  as  to  interstate  motor 
carriers,  under  the  commerce  clause. 

In  Nutt  v.  Ellerbe,  56  Fed.  (2d)  1058,  the  court  for  the  eastern  district  of  South 
Carolina  held  that  a  State  law  imposing  a  tax  on  the  gross  revenues  of  trucks 
engaged  in  contract  hauling  is  unconstitutional  by  reason  of  burdening  interstate 
commerce. 
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In  Ogden  &  Moffett  Co.  v.  Michigan  Public  Utilities  Comm.,  58  Fed.  (2d)  832, 
the  court  for  the  eastern  district  of  Michigan  held  that  a  State  statute  requiring 
private  or  contract  motor  carriers  to  obtain  permits,  and  be  subject  to  public 
utility  commission's  rules,  is  not  an  exercise  of  unlawful  delegation  of  legislative 
authority;  nor  objectionable  as  attempting  to  regulate  private  carriers,  nor  as 
containing  unjustifiable  classification. 

In  Contract  Cartage  Co.  v.  Morris,  59  Fed.  (2d)  437,  the  district  court  for  the 
eastern  district  of  Illinois  held  that  in  the  absence  of  Federal  legislation,  a  State 
may  have  reserved  police  power  to  prohibit  dangerous  vehicles  from  operating  on 
its  highways,  notwithstanding  the  due  process  clause.  And  a  statute  limiting  the 
length  of  vehicles  or  of  a  combination  of  tractor  and  semitrailer  or  trailer  is  not 
void  as  denying  due  process;  nor  is  such  a  statute  void  as  unreasonably  burdening 
interstate  commerce.  Courts  will  sustain  any  classification  with  a  reasonable 
basis  that  is  not  arbitrary  and  unreasonable. 

ORDERS RETROACTIVE    EFFECT 

In  Great  Northern  Ry.  Co.  v.  Erie  R.  Co.,  58  Fed.  (2d)  414,  the  court  for  the 
southern  district  of  N  ew  York  held  that  a  railroad  is  entitled  to  the  amount  with- 
held from  its  share  of  interstate  charges  under  retroactive  feature  of  this  com- 
mission's void  order  reestablishing  division;  also  to  interest  on  money  wrongfully 
withheld  pursuant  to  such  order. 

PARTIES    IN    INTEREST RIGHT    OF    ACTION 

In  Moffat  Tunnel  League  v.  United  States,  59  Fed.  (2d)  760,  the  court  for  the 
district  of  Delaware  held  that  intervention  in  proceedings  before  the  commission 
may  be  commercial,  public,  or  quasi  public;  the  right  to  maintain  an  action  to 
annul  an  action  of  the  commission  is  purely  legal.  A  legal  interest  that  is  action- 
able and  a  resultant  injury  are  not  legal  prerequisites  to  the  right  to  intervene 
before  the  commission.  But,  when  that  tribunal  has  reached  a  final  decision  in 
the  form  of  an  order,  suit  to  set  aside  can  be  brought  only  by  a  person  with  legal 
qualifications. 

In  Glens  Falls  Portland  Cement  Co.  v.  Delaware  &  H  Co.,  55  Fed.  (2d)  971,  the 
court  for  the  southern  district  of  New  York  held  that  a  carrier  which  did  not  parti- 
cipate in  the  rate  torts  involved  because  no  part  of  the  unreasonable  freight  rate 
was  paid  to  it,  could  not  properly  be  a  party  to  an  action  for  relief  against  the 
commission's  reparation  order. 

REPARATION 

In  Glens  Falls  Portland  Cement  Co.  v.  Delaware  &  H.  Co.,  55  Fed.  (2d)  971,  the 
court  for  the  southern  district  of  N  ew  York  held  that  the  fact  that  prior  to  the 
establishment  of  distance  rates  the  freight  rate  structure  was  on  a  group  origin 
and  group  destination  basis,  an  almost  universal  freight  structure  for  the  com- 
modity, put  in  force  by  the  carriers  without  a  formal  order  of  the  commission,  is 
not  a  reason  which  precludes  the  commission  from  assuming  their  reasonableness 
in  an  action  for  reparation,  for,  after  all,  the  carrier  is  the  primary  rate  maker. 
Also,  reparation  orders  and  the  report  of  the  commission  are  merely  prima  facie 
evidence  of  the  facts  stated  therein,  and  have  the  same  juridical  status  as  the  re- 
port of  an  auditor  in  an  action  at  law.  They  do  not  establish  prima  facie  liability 
on  the  part  of  a  defendant  against  whom  a  reparation  order  is  granted,  for  they 
are  challengable  on  various  grounds,  which  are  usually  not  open  for  consideration 
until  the  evidence  taken  before  the  commission  is  introduced  by  one  of  the 
parties  before  a  court  on  plenary  hearing. 

SAFETY    APPLIANCE    ACTS 

In  United  States  v.  Southern  Pac.  Co.,  54  Fed.  (2d)  89,  the  court  for  the  northern 
district  of  California,  southern  division,  held  that  under  the  safety  appliance  acts 
movements  of  cars  between  units  of  a  single  yard  on  a  tract  having  connections 
only  with  switching  tracks,  are  switching,  not  train,  movements. 

STARE    DECISIS   DOCTRINE 

In  Glens  Falls  Portland  Cement  Co.  v.  Delaware  &  H.  Co.,  55  Fed.  (2d)  971, 
the  court  for  the  southern  district  of  New  York  held  that  the  doctrine  of  stare 
decisis  does  not  apply  to  the  commission. 
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TARIFF   INTERPRETATION 

In  Atlantic  Bridge  Co.,  Inc.,  v.  Atlantic  Coast  Line  R.  Co.,  56  Fed.  (2d)  163, 
affirmed,  57  Fed.  (2d)  654,  the  court  for  the  southern  district  of  Florida,  Jackson- 
ville division,  held  that  when  the  question  of  which  rate  is  applicable  depends 
entirely  on  tariff  interpretation,  it  is  a  question  of  law;  and  the  language  employed 
must  be  construed  fairly,  reasonably,  as  to  the  meaning  of  the  words  used  in  the 
tariff.  Ambiguous  tariffs  are  construed  favorably  to  the  shipper.  An  exception 
takes  precedence  over  a  provision  in  the  classification. 

TERMS   FOR    USE    OF   TERMINAL   FACILITIES 

In  Erie  R.  Co.  v.  Long  Island  R.  Co.,  59  Fed.  (2d)  822,  the  court  for  the  eastern 
district  of  New  York  held  that  the  owner  of  a  car  float  damaged  at  dock  of  the 
railroad  company,  through  negligence,  could  not  recover  against  the  latter, 
since  it  had  previously  notified  the  car  float  owner  it  would  not  be  responsible  for 
damage.  Section  3  (4)  indicates  that  carriers  are  free  to  contract  as  to  terms  on 
which  terminal  facilities  are  furnished.  The  railroad  was  not  obliged  to  accept  the 
terms  offered;  it  had  recourse  to  the  commission. 

UNIFICATION 

In  Kansas  City  Southern  Ry.  Co.  v.  Chicago  G.  W.  R.  Co.,  58  Fed.  (2d)  810, 
the  court  for  the  western  district  of  Missouri,  western  division,  held  that  Congress 
occupying  the  field  of  railroad  unification,  its  enactments  supersede  State  statutes 
forbidding  a  railroad  to  acquire  domestic  railroad's  stock  without  authorization 
of  the  State's  public  service  commission.
